EVANS, POSTHUMOUSLY, 
TOPS REGION’S BREEDERS 
HONORED BY TOBA 


F or the second straight year, the Thor¬ 
oughbred Owners and Breeders 
Association (TOBA) named Edward 
P. (Ned) Evans its national Breeder of 
the Year. 

Evans, who owned and operated 
Spring Hill Farm in Casanova, Va., died 
on December 31, 2010, of acute myeloid 
leukemia at the age of 68. He led a dis¬ 
tinguished hst of Mid-Atlantic breeders 
recognized as outstanding in their state. 

Evans, also voted Virginia Breeder of 
the Year, bred nine stakes winners in 
2010. Eight carried Evans’s yellow and

Carson City), each a Grade 2 winner. 


Spring Hill Farm manager Chhs Baker 
accepted the honor for Evans during the 
September 9 presentations at Gainesway 
Farm near Lexington, Ky. Spring Hill will 
complete its dispersal of some 200 horses 
this month at Keeneland’s November 
Breeding Stock Sale. 

Robert Meyerhoff received his sec¬ 
ond consecutive TOBA award as Mary¬ 
land’s outstanding breeder. The decorat¬ 
ed breeder was represented by multiple 
Grade 1 winner Richard’s Kid and three¬ 
time stakes winner Encaustic.

RCI; POST-RACE TESTS DECIDEDLY CLEAN 


T he Association of Racing Commis¬ 
sioners International (RCI) has report¬ 
ed that 99.5 percent of the 2010 post¬ 
race test samples in horse racing were 
negative for illegal drugs and medication 
overages. 

Of the positive findings, 94 percent 
were for permissible therapeutic medica¬ 
tions that exceeded allowable levels. 

‘With very few exceptions, almost aU 
race horses tested for drugs are found to be 
clean, a fact that undermines the credibility 
of those who peddle the perception that 
racing has an out-of-control drug prob¬ 
lem,” RCI president Ed Martin stated in a 
release that accompanied the report. 

The RCI said it undertook the smdy fol¬ 
lowing a USA Todc^ front-page article on 


Kentucky Derby eve headlined “Chemical 
Warfare in Horse Racing Targeted,” in 
which Sen. Tom Udall (D-N.M.) called rac¬ 
ing’s drug problem rampant. 

RCI found that 47 samples contained a 
Class 1 or Class 2 substance that could 
qualify as “horse doping,” consistent with 
the low-frequency 10-year trend. According 
to RCI, 2010 yielded 20 percent fewer 
medication actions than 2001, perhaps 
reflective of a $35 million investment by 
state racing commissions. 

“Racing, like other sports, has a drug 
challenge,” Martin said. “We cannot lessen 
our efforts because there are a relative few 
who will attempt to circumvent the rules 
for their own purposes. Our commissions, 
labs and research centers need adequate 


resources if we are to remain current and 
prepared as new substances emerge and 
find their way to the backstretch.” 

AU told, the RCI reported 1,600 drug 
violations from the 324,215 test samples, 
or .4935 percent. 

Among Mid-Atlantic racing states. New 
Jersey had the fewest relative infractions. 
West Virginia the most. The particulars: 
New Jersey, 31 violations from 39,196 
samples, .08 percent; Delaware, 12 viola¬ 
tions from 2,544 samples (.47 percent); 
Virginia, 8 violations from 1,432 samples 
(.56 percent); Maryland, 29 violations from 
5,098 samples (.57 percent); Pennsylvania, 
217 violations from 37,114 samples (.58 
percent) and West Virginia, 75 violations 
from 5,454 samples (1.38 percent).

MID-ATLANTIC REPORT 


SLOTS BIDS RECEIVED 
FOR TWO MARYLAND SITES 


M aryland has received bids to oper¬ 
ate slot-machine facilities in the 
two designated jurisdictions previ¬ 
ously denied a viable licensee: downtown 
Baltimore City and Allegany County in the 
state’s western panhandle. 

An investment syndicate led by gaming 
giant Caesars Entertainment Corp.-and 
including The Stronach Group-became 
the early favorite to operate the Baltimore 
site, on Russell Street just south of M&T 
Bank Stadium, the Baltimore Ravens’s 
home field. 

Of two bidders, only the Caesars 
group furnished the requisite $22.5 million 
hcense application fee for the maximum 
allowable 3,750 machines. The applica¬ 
tion from Baltimore City Casino LLC was 
later rejected for lack of payment; such 
an omission disquahfied Frank Stronach’s 
Maryland Jockey Club from a slots license 
at Laurel Park. 

In addition to The Stronach Group, 
the Caesars consortium includes CVPR 
Gaming Holdings LLC, Rock Gaming 
LLC and more than two dozen additional 
investors. Caesars, the world’s largest casi¬ 
no operator following its 2010 acquisition 
by Harrah’s Entertainment, has gambling 
properties in 12 states and seven countries. 

Three applicants submitted bids for a 
smaller slots facihty at the Rocky Gap 
Lodge and Golf Resort in Allegany County, 
which would permit as many as 1,000 video¬ 
lottery terminals. Of those, only Paragon 
Project Resources, a diversified Texas 


development company applying as Evitts 
Resort LLC and seeking 850 machines, and 
Landow Partners LLC, a Bethesda develop¬ 
ment firm owned by former Maryland 
Democratic Party Chairman Nathan 
Landow seeking 500 machines, put forth 
viable bids. The third application, from the 
parmership between Allegany Entertain¬ 
ment Group and Potts Gaming, was reject¬ 
ed for lacking basic paperwork. 

After the Rocky Gap site twice failed 
to entice a quahfied bidder, legislators 
sought to brighten the allure by reducing 
the state’s slots-revenue take from 67 to 50 
percent and offering other incentives. 

Slots panel chairman Donald C. Fry 
told the Baltimore Business Journal in 
September that he was optimistic the state 
would award its final two slots licenses by 
early 2012, if not sooner. 

Of five potential slots facihties in Mary¬ 
land, two are operational: Hollywood 
Casino PerryviUe, a 1,500-machine enter¬ 
prise operated by Penn National Gaming 
in Cecil County; and the Casino at Ocean 
Downs (800 machines) in Berlin, Worcester 
County. Wilham Rickman, owner of Dela¬ 
ware Park, runs the Ocean Downs slots 
facility. 

The remaining site, David Cordish’s 
Maryland Live! complex being built along¬ 
side Arundel Mills Mall in Anne Arundel 
County, reportedly remains on track to 
open in June 2012 with 3,750 machines. 


JOCKEY CLUB REPORTS LOWER 


T he Jockey Club announced that 
23,558 five foals of 2011 had been 
reported through September 7, a 
13.5 percent decrease from the corre¬ 
sponding period in 2010. 

According to The Jockey Club’s Live 
Foal Reports, 2,904 stalhons covered 
44,184 mares in North America last year, 
resulting in 3,675 fewer live foals than in 
2010. The Jockey Club deemed the data 
about 85 percent complete. 


‘‘The decline in breeding activity in 
recent years has resulted in a downward 
trend for live foal returns that is expect¬ 
ed to continue next year, based on our 
recently announced foal crop estimate of 
24,700 for 2012,” said Matt luhano. The 
Jockey Club’s executive vice-president and 
executive director. 

The number of stallions decreased 7.2 
percent from the 3,130 reported the year 
before; the number of mares bred fell 
10.6 percent from 49,404.

G eorge S drawbridge Jr., internationally 
known breeder and owner, has been 
named the Thoroughbred Club of 
America’s Honor Guest for 2011. 

“Over a long career, Mr. Strawbridge 
has exemphfied the best traditions of 
horsemanship and sportsmanship,” TCA 
president Juhe Cauthen said on September 
9. “His personal commitment to the sport 
of Thoroughbred racing extends beyond 
his own personal success to outspoken 
leadership on behalf of the game.” 

A former steeplechase rider, Strawbridge 
long has occupied the upper echelon 
of American steeplechasing through 
Augustin Stable, his nom de course. He 
also has raced many major stars on the flat, 
including Echpse Award winners Forever 
Together and Informed Decision in the 
U.S. Strawbridge has won three Breeders’ 
Cup events, all Grade Is: the 1994 Turf 
with Tikkanen, the 2008 Filly & Mare Turf 
with Forever Together and the 2009 Filly 
& Mare Sprint with Informed Decision. 

Strawbridge was to have been honored 
at the TCA’s 80th testimonial dinner at 
Keeneland on October 31.

MID-ATLANTIC REPORT 


HORSE SLAUGHTER BAN 
INTRODUCED IN HOUSE; 
USDA TIGHTENS RULES 


R ep. Dan Burton (R-Ind.) has intro¬ 
duced the American Horse Slaughter 
Prevention Act (H.R.2966) to pro¬ 
hibit the slaughter of horses for human 
consumption. Sen. Mary Landrieu (D-La.) 
had introduced an identical version of the 
bill (S.1176) in the Senate in June. 

The bills would amend the 1970 Horse 
Protection Act (HPA) by prohibiting the 
shipping, transporting or sale of horses 
for slaughter for human consumption. 
Violators would face penalties of up to 
$3,000 and/or one year in jail for the first 
offense and up to $5,000 and/or two years 
in jail for a second offense, in addition to 
possible civil sanctions. 

Burton’s bill, which authorHes $5 mil¬ 
lion for enforcement, was referred to 
the House Committee on Energy and 
Commerce. The bill had 56 co-sponsors. 

Burton’s introduction of the bill on 
September 19 reflects growing pubhc 
interest in discouraging horse slaughter 
after an extensive Government Accounta¬ 
bility Office report concluded that previ¬ 
ous efforts have yielded no net benefit. 
Although states effectively ruled horse 


slaughter illegal in 2007 absent a federal 
prohibition, the GAO determined that the 
U.S. exported 138,000 slaughter-bound 
horses to Canada and Mexico last year, 
about the same number slaughtered 
domestically in 2006 before the ban took 
hold. 

The GAO also urged Congress and 
federal officials to ensure better treatment 
of horses en route to slaughter throughout 
the transportation chain. 

In response to that report, the USDA 
tightened regulations under the Com¬ 
mercial Transport of Equines to Slaughter 
Act to expand protections to these horses. 
Under the new provisions, such intermedi¬ 
ate collection points as assembly sites, 
feedlots and stockyards would be required 
to effect the same safeguards that govern 
shippers transporting horses directly to 
slaughterhouses. In addition, shippers 
must adhere to regulations regarding food, 
water, time limits and double-decker truck 
prohibitions for horses moving directly to 
processing facilities. 

The new rule took effect on October 7. 


WIHS, 

SMITHSONIAN 
OPEN HORSE 
EXHIBIT 

T he Washington International Horse 
Show (WIHS) has partnered with 
Smithsonian’s National Museum of 
the American Indian with a major exhi¬ 
bition that celebrates horses in Native 
American culture and equestrian sport 
throughout history. 

The exhibit, “A Song for the Horse 
Nation,” was scheduled to open on 
October 29 at the Smithsonian’s flag¬ 
ship museum on the National Mall, 
walking distance from the horse show. 
The exhibition, which runs through 
January 7, 2013, will explore the role 
horses have played in native culture 
since the 1500s. 


DDL DELAYS ONSET OF NEW H-2B RULES 


T he Department of Labor (DOL) has 
delayed the effective date of a new 
prevailing wage rule for the H-2B 
program until November 30. 

In most instances, the new rule would 
increase the hourly wage that must be paid 
to all currently employed H-2B workers, 
American workers recruited in connection 
with an H-2B job application and future 
workers. The DOL delayed the effective 
date of the rule by 60 days following two 
lawsuits challenging the new rule and a 
move led by Sens. Mary Landrieu (D-La.), 
Barbara Mikulski (D-Md.) and Lindsay 
Graham (R-S.C.) to block implementation. 

The Senate Appropriations Committee 
on September 21 approved an amendment 
to the Fiscal Year 2012 Labor, Health 


and Humans Services, and Education 
Appropriations bill that would prohibit the 
DOL from using funds to implement the 
revised rule. 

The deferment prompted the DOL 
to issue the following guidance to H-2B 
employers: 

Any employer who has received a supplemental 
H-2B prevailing wage determination in anticipa¬ 
tion of the September30,2011, effective date is not 
required to pay, and the Department^s Wage and 
Hour Division will not enforce, the wage provided 
in that supplementalprevailing wage determination 
for any work performed beginning September 30, 
2011, through November 29, 2011, by H-2B 
workers or US. workers recruited in connection 
with the H-2B application process. The employer 
is expected to continue to pay at least the prevailing 


wage as promised in the employer's labor certifica¬ 
tion (ETA Form 9142) for any work performed 
before November 30, 2011. However, employers 
who received a supplemental H-2B prevailing 
wage determination must pay at least that wage to 
any H-2B worker and any U.S. worker recruited 
in connection with the labor certification for work 
performed on or after November 30, 2011. 

The American Horse Council has 
opposed the new rule, arguing that the 
H-2B program is essential to horse inter¬ 
ests who simply cannot find American 
workers to fill semi-skilled jobs at race 
tracks, horse shows, fairs and in other non- 
agricultural activities. The AHC asserted 
that the revised wage rule would add sig¬ 
nificant financial burdens to economically 
challenged horse owners and trainers. 
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EVANS DISPERSAL LEADS WAY AT 
KEENELAND YEARLING SALE 


T he first phase of the late Edward 
P. (Ned) Evans’s Spring Hill Farm 
complete dispersal, conducted over 
the 13 days (September 11 through 24) 
of the Keeneland September Yearling 
sale in Lexington, Ky, realized a gross 
of $6,527,000 for 50 yearhngs sold The 
Spring HiU Farm Virginia-breds averaged 
$130,540, nearly double the average of 
the overall sale. 

A total of 42 Mid-Atlantic-bred year¬ 
lings brought six figures at Keeneland, 22 
selling for $200,000 or more. Fourteen of 
the Spring Hill yearlings brought at least 
that amount, led by a $650,000 colt pur¬ 
chased by Fox HiU Farm. 

A son of Elusive QuaUty out of Kobla, 
by Strawberry Road (Aus), the bay colt is 
a fuU brother to one of the best runners 
Evans ever bred, multimillionaire QuaUty 
Road. Spring HiU’s farm manager Chris 
Baker noted prior to the sale that: ^‘He’s 
a typier colt, a Uttle shorter coupled, 
and a Utde heavier muscled than QuaUty 
Road, but a very nice colt—we’ve got high 
expectations for him.” 

The second-highest price for an Evans 
yearhng was the first offered in the con¬ 
signment, a colt by MedagUa d’Oro out 
of stakes winner Grand Prayer, by Grand 
Slam. Representing four generations 
of Evans’s breeding program, the dark 
bay-a half-brother to Grade 1 winner 
MaUbu Prayer, sold for $500,000 to John 
Ferguson. 

The highest price for a yearUng other 
than from the Evans dispersal was a colt 
bred in Pennsylvania by Derry Meeting 
Farm and sold by Eaton Sales, agent. 
Brushwood Stable purchased the son of 
MedagUa d’Oro for $600,000. Out of 
Vole Vole Monamour (by Woodman), the 
colt is a half-brother to Grade/Group 1 
winner Mrs. Lindsay, descending directly 
from Derry Meeting’s famed champion 
Mrs. Penny.

TWO DAVIDS 



I f Two Davids were human, 
he’d be one of those charm¬ 
ing senior citi 2 ens you’d 
want to sit down and chat 
with. You’d want to hear about 
his family, his career, his deb¬ 
onair style, his golden years. 

You’d stay a while. 

His father. Olden Times, 
was an ultra-durable miler 
whose victory in the 1962 San 
Juan Capistrano Handicap 
was referred to as ‘‘a wire- 
to-wire masterpiece” under 
the legendary BUI Shoemaker. 

Search back just three genera¬ 
tions on the top line of Olden 
Times’s pedigree, and you’ll 
find none other than Horse of 
the Century Man o’ War. 

Two Davids’s dam, the In Reality mare 
Real Meaning, was a winning producer 
and granddaughter of 1959 champion 
juvenile fiUy My Dear Girl. In fact. Two 
Davids’s page is filled with familiar names 
from a bygone era: Intentionally, Rough’n 
Tumble, Black Toney. To any hardcore 
devotee of Thoroughbred bloodlines, this 
is pretty meaty stuff 

Two Davids himself was no slouch. 
In 36 starts, the ruggedly handsome bay 
notched 14 wins, five place and five show 
finishes while earning $239,197. And his 
past performances are no less entertain¬ 
ing reading. Heading postward most fre¬ 
quently at Keystone Racetrack (now Parx 
Racing) and Aqueduct with the occasional 
foray down to Pimhco and Laurel, the 
record shows that Two Davids faced the 
likes of graded stakes winners Maudlin, 
Cannon Shell and Assault Landing. In one 
memorable allowance outing at Keystone 
in April 1983, the victorious Two Davids, 
soon-to-be Preakness winner Deputed 
Testamony and future outstanding sire 
Dixieland Band comprised the trifecta. 

A robust and active 31, Two Davids 
has been owned by parmers Barbara 
Mayne and Chuck King for 17 years. 
The pensioned stallion resides at 35-acre 
Broadlawn Farm in Macungie, Pa., just 
south of Allentown. 

“I remember talking to [jockey] Tony 
Black, who had ridden David a few times,” 


King said. ^‘He said that whenever David 
hit the track, he was there to run. He said 
he always gave you everything; he was 
always there and always trying.” 

Trained by Dennis Heimer, Kentucky- 
bred Two Davids raced for breeder Stanley 
1. Joselson, began stud duty at Joselson’s 
New Jersey farm and then stood briefly 
in Maryland at Joselson’s Josco Farms in 
Chesapeake City. Ownership transferred 
to the late trainer Robert Camac in 1994, 
who sent Two Davids to Foxwatcher 
Farm, then owned by John duPont, in 
Newtown Square, Pa. 

“And that’s where we came in,” Mayne 
said. “He was just a great stallion. We 
really couldn’t have asked to stand a better 
horse.” 

The tractable Two Davids was easily 
handled with just a lead shank-no chain 
needed over his nose. Both Mayne and 
King relayed how Mayne’s daughter, 
Lauren, could actually throw the shank over 
the horse’s neck, hop on bareback and hde 
him from his paddock back to the barn. 

“And he passed that temperament on 
to a lot of his foals,” Mayne added. “I stiU 
have one of his sons —Sasha Sasha Sasha, 
now 20—out at the farm. He is just as cool 
as David.” 

King, farm manager at Penn Ridge 
Farms in Harrisburg, Pa., picked up the 
narrative. “He was just a real nice horse to 
stand. I never had to worry about him at 
aU. He was good because if he went down 
there and the mare kicked at him, he’d just 


back up, go, d’m not going 
down there until you fix it,’ 
and then he’d come back 
down after I put up a leg [on 
the mare] or did whatever was 
needed to get the mare ready. I 
used him as a teaser for a long 
time too. It was funny because 
you’d walk the mare in and 
then bring David up to the 
wall, and if the mare wasn’t in 
season, he’d just turn around 
and walk away from her. He 
just figured, ‘This isn’t doing 
I me any good; get her outta 
j here.’” 

I King would occasionally 
receive inquiries from breeders 
searching for an Olden Times 
stallion to breed to. “I guess he was prob¬ 
ably one of the last crops of Olden 
Times, who goes way back [born in 
1958]. I would get phone calls every now 
and then asking if he was still standing.” 

Two Davids last was bred three years 
ago at the ripe old age of 28; a dimin¬ 
ishing sperm count brought retirement. 
Turned out alone, it quickly became obvi¬ 
ous that David longed for company. 

“He’d hang over the fence with the 
babies,” Mayne explained. “They’d stick 
their heads through, and he’d play with 
them as the mares would just watch.” 

Mayne’s foxhunter, a Thoroughbred 
cross mare named Independence Day, 
had just lost her pony companion of 
many years, and she too was worse for 
the solitude. 

“She and David have known each 
other for aU 17 years that we’ve had 
him,” said Mayne. “So I just turned them 
out together. They eat together, sleep 
together. . . they’ve become very close.” 

Told that the old guy sounds hke 
the equine counterpart to Hugh Hefner, 
Mayne laughed and shared an anecdote. 

“He did always Hke grays — the blondes 
of the horse world. Apparently during his 
early years he preferred them so much 
that they’d put a gray blanket on dark 
mares so he’d be enthused. At least that’s 
the rumor. But that’s David. He really is 
that cool.”

So much verve 
can test a nerve 


A.S gelding reaches 17 consecutive victories, worries 
mount too for trainer Wells, By John Scheinman 


T rainer David Wells sat fidgeting 
with a bottle of beer in the din¬ 
ing room overlooking the track at 
Charles Town. At the same table, owner 
Robert Cole Jr. and a companion casually 
bet and watched some races on a monitor. 

Two hours before Rapid Redux would 
pursue his 17th straight victory, Wells 
offered uneasy revelations. “He says I 
worry too much,” he said, meaning Cole. 
“I think it’s a legit field compared to some 
that weVe run against.” 

In many endeavors, repetition and suc¬ 
cess breed easy famiharity, but Wells 
seemed outside his comfort zone. As Rapid 
Redux has piled up wins, so the trainer’s 
nervous streak has mounted. 

A brush with racing fame will do that. 
Rapid Redux, a son of Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-Gl and $7.7 milhon winner 
Pleasantly Perfect, stood just two races 
away from tying the sport’s longest mod¬ 
ern winning streak of 19 held by Zenyatta, 
the once-beaten queen of all, and Peppers 
Pride, the unbeaten queen of New Mexico. 

In the September 16 race at Charles 
Town, a $20,000 starter allowance for 
horses who had run as $5,000 claimers 
since 2010, Rapid Redux turned back a 
brief scare by Smiling Jordan on the far 
turn and won handdy, by two and three- 


quarters lengths, at 3-5. He did it the way 
he always does, striking out to the front 
and simply running fastest. The victory 
pushed him past Cigar, Citation, Hallowed 
Dreams and Mister Frisky on the all-time 
list for consecutive victories. 

“These are $5,000 starters,” said Charles 
Town director of operations Erich Zimny, 
who hopes to have Rapid Redux break the 
record at his track. “These are the least 
formful horses of aU. To win 17 in a row is 
incredible.” 

Rapid Redux may not be commanding 
the sport’s upper echelon, but the achieve¬ 
ment is unmistakable. Since the streak 
began on December 2, 2010, in an $8,000 
claiming race at Penn National, his wins 
have come briskly, usually two a month. 

The inveterate front-runner has marvel¬ 
ous flexibility, having furthered this flaw¬ 
lessness at five, six and seven furlongs, a 
mde, a mile and 70 yards, a mile and a six¬ 
teenth, a mile and an eighth. The victories 
have come at seven tracks, predominantly 
in the Mid-Atlantic, on dirt courses termed 
fast, good and sloppy. Seven different rid¬ 
ers have guided him home. 

Wells, with about 32 horses between 
Penn National and the nearby Mountain 
Trail Training Center, may get edgy on race 
days, but Cole, the 48-year-old owner and 


president of a Glen Burnie, Md., mortgage 
firm, projects an air of casual, almost sleepy 
confidence. 

“I feel Hke, when you’re four or five 
lengths better than the competition, if 
you’re nervous about that, you probably 
need to take some piUs or something,” 
Cole said. “He’s a free-wheehng kind of a 
one-race type. He goes to the lead. You 
can’t run with him or you’ll finish last, and 
you can’t catch him because he doesn’t tire. 
He carries his speed perfectly.” 

Before Rapid Redux, the best horse 
Wells had trained was No Advantage, a 
graded stakes winner he managed with 
former parmer Stephanie Beattie, from 
whom he has separated. No Advantage 
earned close to $500,000 in 31 starts but, 
next to Rapid Redux, generated nowhere 
near the buzz. 

Rapid Redux even has his own Face- 
book page, put up by a fan, that had close 
to 500 followers as the streak reached 17. 

“I thought around eight or nine wins, 
we have something really special here,” 
Wells said. “At 12, it really started to hit us. 
The phone has really started ringing— 
HRTV, TVG, The Washington Post, The New 
York Times, I’ve never really been in this 
position before.”

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Mid-Atlantic tracks also have come 
a-caUing, some offering to increase a start¬ 
er-allowance purse or to write a race to 
accommodate Rapid Redux. 

“One race track offered me $60,000 to 
bring him,” said Wells, who claimed he 
turned down a couple of $35,000 offers to 
sell Rapid Redux. “IVe been picking my 
spots well. Tm not going to say he can beat 
stakes horses or allowance horses, because 
he can’t.” 

He’s tried, having started his career with 
owners George and Lori HaU, who pur¬ 
chased the Kentucky-bred for $85,000 at 
the 2007 Keeneland September Yearhng 
sale. Out of the winless Storm Cat mare 
This cats forcaryl, producer of stakes hero 
Be Like Mike and the graded stakes-placed 
Sacred Journey, Rapid Redux won a maid¬ 
en special weight from the Kelly Breen 
barn in his second start, in June 2008 at 
Monmouth Park, leading all the way. Third 
in the Tyro Stakes at 2, eighth in the Long 
Branch at 3, Rapid Redux soon descended 
the claiming ladder. 

Cole claimed Rapid Redux for $6,250 
on October 13, 2010, a winning race at 
Penn National that became an eighth-place 
finish post-disqualification. 

‘Wou have to do a good job claiming 
the horse, picking a horse with potential,” 
said Cole, who won more races than any 
owner in the country in 2008. “The horse 
should have his starter [condition], be 
healthy enough and have a gimmick where 
he can go long and nobody can keep up 
with him. That’s what 1 do. I’m a handicap- 
per. 1 can’t teU you anything about training 
a horse, or riding a horse, or the anatomy 
of the horse. But 1 know aU about handi¬ 
capping, and everything, thank God, kind 
of fell into place with this one.” 

Wells reminded Cole he had to win a 
four-way shake at the claiming box to get 
him. 

Rapid Redux won an allowance race by 
a neck at Penn National two weeks after 
the claim in his first start for Cole and 
Wells. Then the trainer dropped him into a 
$5,000 starter allowance on November 18, 
2010, and he finished last in a field of eight. 
He has not lost since. 

“He has 23 wins and one second,” Cole 
said. “It’s either his way or the highway.” 

Rapid Redux has only one third-place 
finish as well in a $306,144, 37-race career. 

‘We did throat surgery on him, and he 
was displacing [his palate], and 1 think 
that’s when he was getting nervous,” Cole 
said. “Now he’s relaxed and he’s fit.” 

Rapid Redux might be relaxed while 
racing, but no one would call him docile.

“He thinks i worry too much, ” Weiis says of Coie. “When you’re four or five iengths better than the 
competition, ” Coie says, “if you’re nervous about that, you probabiy need to take some piiis or something. ” 


“He goes to the track every morning 
with a lead pony just because he hkes to 
buck and play,” Wells said. “If he doesn’t 
have a pony. I’m afraid he’s going to get 
hurt. We back him up with the pony, turn 
him loose, gallop him, and the pony picks 
him up and brings him home. 

“He goes to the gate [for races] with a 
Hp chain over his lip because he’s hard to 
load. He’s a handful. We don’t train him 
that hard. If you do, you’ll use him up.” 

Wells races Rapid Redux with bhnkers 
and wants very much to take them off 

“He’s going out there and relaxing on 
his own,” Wells said. “With the bhnkers on 
him, he doesn’t know what’s behind him.” 

The night he ran his streak to 17, Rapid 
Redux went right to the lead at a mile and a 
sixteenth, pressured by two outside horses 
through an opening quarter mhe of :24.25. 
On the backside, after a half in :48.10, 
Rapid Redux began to widen his lead for 
jockey J.D. Acosta. On the turn for home, 
Smihng Jordan, who had won his previous 
start by 16 lengths, began to close. 

Wells grew more nervous, worrying that 
Rapid Redux might not sense the horse 
gaining on him, but a serious threat never 
developed. 

“I told you [Smiling Jordan] was scaring 
me,” Wells said in the winner’s circle after¬ 
ward. “He was coming down with a head 
full of steam. J.D. never fell asleep. He 
knew he was coming.” 

Acosta said, “I felthke the third quarter, 
I was flying. He switched leads on the 
backside—he was on the left lead. I said, 
‘Oh, God, don’t get tired.’” 


In the winner’s circle. Wells told Acosta, 
“I want to take the blinkers off so he can 
see what’s behind him.” 

The jockey pleaded with him not to. 
Then Wells said he would put little holes in 
the blinkers. Again, Acosta told him no. 

“You can’t change something on a 
streak hke that,” Wells finally conceded. “I 
think I have to take J.D. with me wherever 
he goes from here on out.” 

Two weeks later. Rapid Redux was 
entered in a starter at Mountaineer Park- 
with jockey Deshawn Parker named— 
before a muddy track prompted his with¬ 
drawal. 

Rapid Redux has endured well the 
demanding schedule. Wells said the horse 
is placed in ice boots as he comes off the 
track every morning and also routinely gets 
treated with joint supplements. 

“Not that he needs it,” said Wells, add¬ 
ing that Rapid Redux swims in a pool at 
Mountain Trail and walks in a Eurociser. “I 
think he was raised properly, I really do, 
and he has a huge heart. It’s aU the horse. I 
have 30 horses, and I have trouble winning 
two in a row. It’s not me, it’s not my help; 
it’s the horse.” 

After the victory on September 16, 
Wells twice said he worried during the race 
about his blood pressure. Reheved, he 
bought a round of beers for about 20 
friends, old and new. Rapid Redux had 
done it again. 

“My phone has been vibrating and ring¬ 
ing,” Wells said, finally allowing himself a 
laugh. “It’s going to be the worst feeling in 
the world when this horse finally loses.” ^

trainer Terri Pompay 
has raised her worth 

Hopeful victorjy her first Grade 1, puts 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile in play. By Ryan Goldberg 


F or any hopeful trainer, a back- 
stretch maxim feeds contemplative 
moments at daybreak: Stay in the 
game long enough, and that special horse 
will come. Terri Pompay was beginning to 
wonder when hers might arrive. 

Her last graded stakes win had come 
in 2002, the year she finished third in the 
Monmouth Park standings, higher than 
any female trainer in track history. Her 
horses had earned more than $1 million 
that year. The aftermath hadn’t been alto¬ 
gether unkind: In the last two years, she 
nearly reached that plateau again after an 
off year in 2007. But where was that horse 
that helps you get up in the dark every 
morning? 

He arrived at the trainer’s Gulfstream 
Park barn in April wearing a halter engraved 
with two words: Currency Swap. The 
50-year-old Pompay sensed it, no, knew 
it-this great bay son of High Cotton with 
black points and a bla 2 e was that horse. 

This isn’t revisionist history, either. It 
would be easy to claim that now, after 
Currency Swap won the Hopeful Stakes 
at Saratoga on Labor Day, giving Pompay 
her first Grade 1 victory, in her hometown 
no less, a feel-good story even for the most 
hard-bitten mrf writers. 

But, in February, Pompay had zeroed in 
on Currency Swap among dozens of 2010 
yearhng purchases at the farm of Nick de 
Meric, who buys and breaks horses for 
owner and hedge fund wunderkind Seth 


Klarman. She hoped that Currency Swap 
wouldn’t get sold at the Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s March Sale of Selected 
Two-Year-Olds in Training-indeed, he 
was bought back—and that Klarman, who 
races as Klaravich Stable, and ownership 
parmer William Lawrence would choose 
her among the many trainers they employ. 

Currency Swap arrived with a bag of 
peppermints. ‘‘He was a hambone from 
the beginning,” Pompay says. She would 
invite friends to see him. “I was show¬ 
ing him off,” she says happily. “He was 
so beautiful.” He was big, strong, well 
balanced, mentally sound and honest; in 
workout after workout, he finished ahead 
of other well-meant Klaravich juveniles. 
“He never took a bad step,” she says. 

This continued at Monmouth, where 
Pompay stables from spring through fall. 
She told anyone who would listen about 
Currency Swap. The dockers agreed, tell¬ 
ing her she had the best 2-year-old on 
the grounds. “I wanted to bring him to 
Saratoga because I thought he was a special 
horse,” Pompay says. 

Up to her hometown they went for 
a maiden special weight on August 6. It 
was time to make a splash against the big 
boys. Some Richard Dutrow firster was 
tipped off “I didn’t care,” Pompay recalls. 
Currency Swap won by six lengths. 

Four weeks later, Pompay says she was 
a “nervous wreck” before the Hopeful. 
“And I don’t usually get nervous anymore.” 


It didn’t help that the sloppy track was like 
glue. The coupled entry of Currency Swap 
and Klarman and Lawrence’s Chp the 
Coupons, trained by Chad Brown, became 
the 9-5 favorite. 

Pompay had her entire family there, 
maybe 60 in all-her 14-year-old son. 
Chance, parents, brothers and sisters, aunts 
and uncles, cousins, nieces and nephews. 
In the paddock before the race, she men¬ 
tioned to Klarman that her parents were 
eager to enter the winner’s circle if Currency 
Swap were to win. “When we win, bring 
your whole family,” Klarman told her. 

It was a joyous family reunion after 
Currency Swap prevailed in the final yards 
over smbborn 68-1 longshot Trinniberg. 

“I was so excited, I thought I was going 
to pass out,” Pompay said. “This horse is 
so special. . . I’m so proud of him that he 
came through.” 

Pompay spent the next three days gladly 
answering dozens of phone calls and text 
messages. The Hopeful, as it happened, 
was her 300th career victory. 

“This has been a huge milestone in 
Terri’s career, and hopefully it will continue 
to be,” says de Meric, who orchestrated 
Pompay’s addition into Klarman’s rota¬ 
tion of trainers about 10 years ago. The 
Hopeful victory “made it clear to her peers 
that she’s a force to be reckoned with on 
the big stage.” 

Pompay has toiled to get there, forced 
to prove herself time and again, rebuilding 
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her stable as often as an expansion ballclub 
in her 17 years as a public trainer. But this 
life, honestly, is all she ever wanted. 

She recalls with aplomb her first mem¬ 
ory of horses. She was 3. There was a vet¬ 
erinarian's office a mile from the Pompay 
homestead on Geyser Road. One day a 
man led his horse there down the road 
from the race track-the whole town of 
Saratoga was like one extended backs tretch 
in those days - and the young girl with her 
grandfather was intrigued. 

‘‘My grandpa asked the guy if he could 
seat me on the horse,” Pompay remem¬ 
bers. You might deem this folklore if not 
for the small black-and-white photo that 
preserved the moment. “From that point 
on I was obsessed with horses,” she says. 

In the years that followed, her grand¬ 
father would take her at night down the 
street to the Standardbred barns along the 
road; they'd get out of his station wagon, 
and she'd pet the horses. When she was 8, 
her father gave her Enghsh riding lessons. 
“I was so in love with it,” Pompay says. 

Three years later she had her first horse, 
and she entered competitive show events 
until college. She loved the jumpers. She 
won some competitions and participated 
on the A circuit. It was an obsession, an 
expensive one; her father was adamant she 
see it through. A social life was sacrificed- 
high school dances, even proms forsaken 
for weekend show events. 

“Once it gets into your blood, the love 
of horses stays with you,” Pompay says. 

Her grandfather and father fancied the 
races; the former would tie his vacation to 
the Saratoga meet. But neither her par¬ 
ents-her father recently retired as vice- 
president of ESPY Electronics, and her 
mother was a homemaker-nor her two 
brothers or two sisters worked with horses. 
Theirs was an upper-middle-class home 
from which the children went to college 
and took “real” jobs. Her parents, Pompay 
says, didn't expect her to become a race 
horse trainer. 

FatefuUy, then, Pompay began exercis¬ 
ing horses at 16. She rode for the Phipps 
Stable one summer, Fred Hooper the next. 
She galloped Phipps's Relaxing and Private 
Account and Hooper's Copelan. 

“I didn't know how good they were,” 
she says with a laugh. “I was just a kid.” 

Pompay attended RusseU Sage College 
in Troy, N.Y, for its closeness to Saratoga. 
Before and between classes, she'd gaUop 
horses in the snow at nearby McMahon 
farm. An economics and marketing degree 
preceded a sales job at pharmaceutical 
company Warner-Lambert—with an inter¬ 
regnum as a jockey, in 1983. 


This riding sequence escapes Pompay's 
spoken biography. “I don't like to advertise 
it,” she says, laughing. (And Equihase has 
no record of jockey Teresa Pompay in its 
database.) She says she won her second 
race, at Finger Lakes, and rode nine, maybe 
10 races in all, including a few at Saratoga. 

“I did okay,” she says. Ultimately, the 
life of a jockey, of trying to break through 
at a small-time track, didn't attract her. 

So for five years she put on a suit 
and drove a company car-after mornings 
galloping horses. When Warner-Lambert 
wanted to promote her to a larger post in 
Connecticut, she couldn't say yes. On that, 
Pompay says she was rewarded for her 
hardheadednes s. 

She went to Florida and worked as an 
assistant for now-retired trainer Ronald 
Taylor. In 1993 she got her trainer's license 
and ran two horses in her name, but she 
officially went out on her own in 1995, 
beginning with three or four horses—one 
was a fiUy her father owned. 

She doesn't remember the name of her 
first winner, but she has no trouble recall¬ 
ing her first Saratoga winner-Someplace 
Fast, another horse of her father's, a son 
of Fast Play who earned close to $100,000. 

In 1996, Pompay's horses made 119 
starts and won 13 races and $277,301. 
But she quit training the next year late in 
her pregnancy. She sold off almost aU of 
her horses, and there were moments in 
the months after Chance's birth when the 
thought of not returning lingered. 

She decided to return in the summer 
of 1997, again starting from scratch. The 
horses waiting for her were the ones on 
the farm she hadn't been able to sell-the 
injured and infirm. Bleak times ensued. 
She won four races from 94 starts in 1997 
and 1998. Unable to afford help, she gal¬ 
loped and groomed her few horses. It was, 
in hindsight, an apprenticeship in resource¬ 
fulness and fixer-uppers. 

“The first few years back were very 
tough,” she says. “Sometimes I couldn't 
pay the rent, and my dad helped me out.” 

Doggedly she rebuilt while raising her 
son. Changing schools from New Jersey 
to Florida and back was taxing. On firmer 
footing at the start of the decade, Pompay 
started training some of the late John 
Franks's second-string horses. She aced 
that tryout with Clearly a Queen, a classy 
mare who landed with Pompay in 2002 at 
age 5, her best days seemingly behind her. 

“I treated her hke a stakes horse,” 
Pompay says, “and gave her time and made 
her happy.” 

Pompay's care and attention were like 
sunlight to a low flower. Clearly a Queen 


awakened with exciting victories in the 
Matchmaker and Eaton town, both Grade 
3 races on the mrf During one stretch at 
Monmouth that June, Pompay won seven 
races in six days. Franks sent more horses, 
becoming Pompay's primary chent. 

It was good while it lasted, until Franks 
died in January 2004 at age 78. His stock 
was dispersed and sold, and Pompay 
watched 15-or-so horses disappear. Three- 
quarters of her barn was gone again. 

“That was a blow when Mr. Franks 
passed away,” she says. “What's the saying... 
two steps forward and one step back?” 

Her work hadn't gone unnoticed, how¬ 
ever. She began training for Klarman and 
Lawrence as they sought to expand to 
regional tracks outside New York. Here 
was another tryout managing horses, most¬ 
ly claimers, who had problems or had 
fallen short of expectations. 

“I've always felt that she's a great care¬ 
taker and gets the most out of her horses,” 
de Meric says, “and has been patient when 
patience is due.” 

From a nadir in 2007, when her horses 
earned $245,948, her lowest total since 
2000, Pompay became more active claim¬ 
ing horses, often working the $10,000 
to $30,000 range. She's found success at 
the lower levels with new owners Robert 
Falcone and John Lee. The momentum 
appears to have galvanized. At one point 
in early summer, Pompay sported a nearly 
40 percent record off the claim for 2011. 

“I try to take really good care of them,” 
Pompay says of claiming horses, “and find 
out what their niche might be. You also 
have to know when to back off on them 
ahttle.” 

Pompay's signamre find has to be Man- 
nington, a Delaware Township foal of 
2005 out of the Carson City mare Three's 
Perfect. She claimed the soon-to-be 3-year- 
old for $32,000 at Calder. Over four calen¬ 
dar years, he earned about $300,000 for My 
Purple Haze Stable and won an overnight 
stakes at Gulfstream in 2010. They lost 
him to a Rudy Rodriguez claim in August. 

“He was a little firecracker, short and 
squat,” Pompay says. “He was the barn 
favorite.” 

In 2009, Pompay approached her ban¬ 
ner year of 2002 with 32 wins and $869,997 
in purses. Last year was even better with 
earnings of $978,546. It's no coincidence 
that 2010 marked the first time Pompay 
was entrusted with several of Klarman and 
Lawrence's juveniles — three in all. 

A gray Tapit colt named Printing 
Press broke his maiden at first asking at 
Monmouth in 2010 and finished third 
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Currency Swap, pristine in the siop under Rajiv Maragh, spiashes past iongshot Trinniberg to win Saratoga’s Grade 1 Hopefui by three-quarters of a iength. 


in two stakes. Highly rated by his con¬ 
nections, he ran in the Grade 3 Holy 
Bull Stakes, finishing seventh. Stablemate 
Zero Rate Pohcy, a Trippi gelding out 
of the Unbridled’s Song mare Untitled 
Song, won three straight earlier this year, 
Monmouth’s Rum son Stakes among 
them, following a second-place debut at 
Gulfstream Park in March. 

Given this success, Pompay merited 
a larger hand this year. In addition to 
Currency Swap, she received seven other 
juveniles from her owners. Managed 
Account was a dominant five and a quar¬ 
ter-length winner of his August 13 debut, 
then finished fourth, after a poor start, in 
the Grade 3 Saphng. 

As for Currency Swap, it seemed hkely 
that Pompay would train him into the 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile-Gl rather than run 
in the Grade 1 Champagne, arriving with 
a fresh and undefeated horse. The buzz 
might be muted: Even though he’s the 
star of the barn. Currency Swap, like his 
trainer, isn’t some blueblood. 

His pedigree is modest—by first-crop 
sire and Grade 3 winner High Cotton, who 
stands for $2,500 at Ocala Smd, out of the 


unraced mare Echo Bluff, by Pine Bluff. 
Echo Bluff had foaled one unexceptional 
winner from two starters. The dam is, 
however, a full sister to stakes winner Your 
Bluffing and half-sister to Grade 2-placed 
Nacho Friend and stakes-placed Yachats. 

Currency Swap’s price tags-first as a 
weanling ($42,000 at the OBS October 
sale) and then yearhng ($70,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Kentucky July sale)—were 
acmally considerable given the Florida- 
bred’s blue-collar roots. ‘Tt was aU about 
his conformation and overall look,” says 
de Meric. 

‘‘He went through aU his early lessons 
on the farm very well,” de Meric continues. 
“Every step of the way he looked Hke an 
outstanding 2-year-old prospect.” 

StiU, he didn’t meet his reserve at the 
March Ocala sale and was bought back 
for $92,000 by Klarman and Lawrence. 
He didn’t love Ocala’s synthetic surface, 
working two furlongs in :21.60 prior to the 
auction, and was overlooked as the third 
hip number. His owners received post-sale 
interest but declined. De Meric says he 
got text messages from those same people 
after the Hopeful. 


So the colt went to Pompay. “We felt 
that we wanted to give Terri more exciting 
prospects given the success she has had for 
us,” de Meric says, adding, “It was her time 
for an ‘A colt.” 

In September, de Meric continued his 
search for more prospects at the Keeneland 
yearling sale. The catch was around 20 
horses for Klarman and Lawrence. Given 
her successes for them, will Pompay get 
even more blue-chippers next year? 

“I would say that’s a given,” de Meric 
said assuredly. Among the many trainers 
they use, “Terri will be right up there with 
the best of them.” 

This would be music to the trainer’s 
ears. Reached on the phone the third week 
of September, Pompay was at Keeneland. 
Her reasons for being there, she confided, 
were sort of hazy: To be seen, get some 
congratulations, drum up business, and 
maybe buy a horse or two for her smaller 
owners. Really, she was looking to ride her 
momentum hke a poker player on a great 
run of cards. 

“I’m hoping to run into someone who 
will hopefully give me another Grade 1 
winner,” she said with a laugh. ^

ARMATA HORSES 
SET SAIL AT 
SHAWAN DOWNS 
FOR BOLTON AND 
GRISWOLD 


P erry Bolton and Ben Griswold run 
their horses in the classic “cherry 
and old gold halves” silks of Armata 
Stable. The Marylanders go back a long 
way in their home state. They regularly take 
part in the Maryland Hunt Cup, which they 
won with Welter Weight in 1999. 

And every September, they go to 
Shawan Downs —the state’s only autumn 
steeplechase meet-where the stewards’ 
tower honors Bolton’s uncle, George 
Brown, and where Griswold is listed as an 
original investor on the supporters’ page. 
This year the Armata partnership won two 
races on September 24, taking the open 
timber feature with veteran Haddix and 
adding a maiden timber with Irish import 
Mussiecoocoo. 

‘Winning two in a day is special any¬ 
where, but it means a little more here,” 
said Bolton.

The winners showcased variations in the 
ownership plans of Bolton and Griswold. 
Haddix joined the team in 2005 as a 3-year- 
old hurdle prospect. Winless, the son of 
Deputy Commander shortly switched to 
timber and broke his maiden in 2008 for 
trainer Kathy McKenna. He won twice 
more in 2009 and placed in three stakes 
during 2010. His 2011 included a Hunt 
Cup try (and failure at the sixth fence) and 
not much else. 

Like all timber horses, Haddix enjoyed 
a summer break with a September target 
and responded in the $15,000 open tim¬ 
ber. Downgraded from a $25,000 stakes 
in 2010, the race lured five runners. As 
expected, Lm TelHng jumped to an imme¬ 
diate lead. Jockey Roddy Mackenzie put 
Haddix second (but would have preferred 
third) early and found a comfort zone. 

‘‘I knew Lm Telling was going to make 
it, and I thought Fd jump off second or 
third,” Mackenzie said of the strategy. 
‘‘Going out the loop the second time, I was 
a bit closer than I really wanted to be, but 
he was travehng and going great. He just 
took me every stride of the way.” 

Haddix challenged the leader late on 
the long backside, took a breather on the 
turn and kicked away in the stretch to 
win by nine and three-quarters lengths in 
7:10.00 for three and an eighth miles on 
soft turf. Fm TelHn stayed for second, with 
Gorgeous Charger third. 

“He was electric,” Mackenzie said. “I hit 
the front and just squeezed him along, and 
he took off with me. I took a puU on him 
on the turn, squeezed him up the stretch, 
and he took off again. He won nicely.” 

One race later, Bolton and Griswold 
posed for another winner’s circle photo as 
Mussiecoocoo graduated the maiden tim¬ 
ber ranks for trainer Tom Voss and appren¬ 
tice jockey Kristin Fischer. Purchased by 
the owners during a 2009 trip to Ireland 
with Voss, the winner strolled to an easy 
lead and made it last-fighting off a chal¬ 
lenge from Chess Board (GB) in the stretch 
to win by a length in 7:16.80 for three and 
an eighth miles. Moons ox finished third. 

“I could hear the boards smacking 
behind me, so I knew they were there,” 
Fischer said of the wire-to-wire trip. “He 
was coming off the bridle with me, but not 
a tired off-the-bridle. Every time a horse 
comes to him, he starts racing them again. 
He’s very competitive. He out-jumped that 
horse [Chess Board] at the last; he’s got a 
big, bold jump to him.” 


Mussiecoocoo started twice in Irish 
point-to-points in 2009 and began his 
American racing career this spring with 
a second at Elkridge-Harford Point-to- 
Point, a third against maidens at Winterthur 
and a third at WiUowdale. Shawan com¬ 
pleted the progression. 

The Shawan card started with two hurdle 
races. The $15,000 maiden opener brought 
out six runners, half first-time starters 
over jumps. Gustavian, second twice this 
spring, put his experience to good use- 
chaUenging rookie Brother Sy down the 
backside and prevailing late under Paddy 
Young to score by one and a half lengths 
in 3:53.60 for two miles. 

Owned by Hickory Tree Stables, the 
winner continued a meandering career 
path that started with a $325,000 bid at 
Saratoga in 2007. Gustavian, by Giant’s 
Causeway out of breeder Whitewood 
Farm’s Grade 1 -winning mare Moss flower 
(by Affirmed), won twice in 11 flat starts 
for Hickory Tree and trainer Graham 
Motion. Now 5, he joined the barn of 
trainer Leslie Young (the jockey’s wife) in 
time to make his hurdle debut in April. 

His connections expected a win at the 
Saratoga Open House on July 17 and per¬ 
haps a summer campaign, but Gustavian 
checked in fifth in the maiden—pushing 
things back to September. 

“We were so disappointed with him; I 
couldn’t believe he got beat, just on form 
alone,” said Paddy Young. “We took him 
home, and he was lame after the race. He 
had a problem with his feet. He’s a good 
jumper, but at Saratoga he wouldn’t leave 
the ground. On him, the ground felt like 
the road that day. Nobody else said that. 


and none of the other horses I rode felt 
like that.” 

Gustavian went swimming at Maui 
Meadow Farm for several weeks, staying 
off his tender feet while staying fit, and 
thrived on the soft ground at Shawan. 

Shawan paid out a portion of its Mary¬ 
land Million bonus money in the second 
race, when Class Mark made easy work of 
a conditioned claimer. The Virginia-bred 
son of Not For Love led from the start 
and thumped six others, winning by seven 
lengths with Young aboard for Debra 
Kachel and trainer Ricky Hendriks. 

The winner collected a $3,000 bonus on 
top of the $6,000 winner’s share, scoring 
for the second time in a jump career that 
began in 2009 for breeder and then-owner 
Mede Cahaba Stable and Smd. 

Young credited his horse’s fimess and 
cornering ability. 

“He’s like a motorbike and just hugs the 
hedge on the mrns,” said the jockey. “He 
quickened right around there. There were 
a couple of other front-runners in there, 
and I said to Ricky, ‘Let’s try and mess with 
them and go’” for the lead. 

LAKE PLACID SHINES AT 
COLONIAL DOWNS 

Colonial Downs included a steeplechase 
and a National Steeplechase Association 
training flat race as part of its open¬ 
ing weekend of Standardbred racing on 
September 18. Debra Kachel’s Lake Placid 
extended his stellar 2011 with his fourth 
win of the season—laughing all the way 
with a $15,000 open claiming hurdle. 
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Trained by Ricky Hendriks and ridden 
by Paddy Young, the winner sat second 
behind Cuse briefly, then seized control 
and drew off to win by 13^2 lengths in 
4:07.80 for two and a quarter miles. Silent 
Vow finished second. One Sea third. 

Lake Placid’s tour through 2011 began 
in the silks of breeders Bert and Diana 
Firestone, with a third in maiden hurdle 
company at Aiken. Trainer Neil Morris 
dropped the son of Giant’s Causeway 
in for a $10,000 tag at Middleburg in 
April, and the Kentucky-bred won eas¬ 
ily. Hendriks claimed Lake Placid out of 
that race and promptly won two optional 
claimers. Two poor starts — one in a novice 
hurdle stakes at Belmont Park and another 
on the flat at Parx Racing — meant a return 
to the claiming ranks. It also meant another 
home for Lake Placid, who was claimed by 
J.W. Delozier for owner Irv Naylor. 

“Winning a race with him was number 
one, and I figured we’d probably lose him,” 
said Hendriks, who added blinkers for the 
Colonial start. “We pretty much knew. If 
he ran better at Belmont, we would prob¬ 
ably not have dropped him down, and we 
burned up that a-other-than condition. 


You can subtract $10,000 to a horse’s value 
when they don’t have that condition.” 

For Kachel and Hendriks, Lake Placid 
earned $47,250 (with three victories) and 
got claimed for $10,000, grossing the own¬ 
ers $57,250 in less than five months- 
off a $10,000 claim. 

“I’d do it all over again,” Hendriks said. 

SUMMER WRAP-UP 

Steeplechasing’s summer schedule 
included stops at Mid-Adantic tracks 
Colonial Downs, Penn National and Parx- 
in addition to eight races held at Saratoga 
Race Course in New York. Monmouth 
Park, which had included expanded jump 
programs as part of its September lineup 
in 2009 and 2010, did not do so this year. 

“The current state of things in New 
Jersey is the only way to describe it,” 
said Bin Gallo, the NS As director of rac¬ 
ing. “Under the circumstances, they were 
unable to card our races. We understood. 
It’s an unsettled environment there, and 
they weren’t in a position to offer us the 
same race card they did last year. It was 
very nice of them to do what they did the 


last two years. It was unreasonable to try 
and force it for this year.” 

The races at Parx (two). Colonial (six) 
and Penn National (two) over the summer 
filled well, helped fuel the horse inventory 
for eight races at Saratoga while expos¬ 
ing new people to on-track and simulcast 
jump races. To ease the shipping burden on 
horsemen, the NSA adjusted the Colonial 
program slightly-carding two three-race 
programs rather than scheduling the six 
races over three days. At aU three tracks, 
steeplechase horsemen cross over and run 
horses on the flat, easing the sales pitch 
from the NSA to the tracks. 

“Our summer program works,” said 
GaUo. “It offers our horsemen an oppor¬ 
tunity to run, the races seem to fiU and 
we put on a pretty good product. The 
product matters. If we’re putting on a 
good product, there’s no resistance and 
it’s a good idea. We don’t ask for much, 
and the support we get is important to us. 
The summer track season matters to us. 
It helps our horsemen, and our horsemen 
support those tracks and are part of their 
racing product. We aim to make it work for 
everyone involved.” ^

A grassroots 
movement 
to seed race 
track interest 

Absent national leadership, it’s 
up to horsemen to attract new 
owners and fans. Here’s how. 


N o reasonable person can deny that 
the Thoroughbred industry has 
declined dramatically the last 30 
years. If anything, this trend is accelerat¬ 
ing. A recent report commissioned by 
The Jockey Club confirmed, to nobody’s 
surprise, that Thoroughbred racing and 
breeding are in serious trouble. Network 
television coverage has shrunk from 175 
hours in 2003 to 43 hours in 2011, while 
racing continues to lose significant market 
share in the gaming industry. 

The study reaches the sobering conclu¬ 
sion that, based on current trends, racing 
will have lost 34 percent of its fan base by 
2020. Our problems have been clear for 
some time: a loss of fan interest and vital 
TV exposure, increased competition from 
casinos, state lotteries and other forms 
of legali 2 ed wagering, real and perceived 
medication issues, and endless bickering 
among major industry stakeholders that 
has stymied a much-needed national racing 
office/commissioner prevalent in aU other 
major sports. 

But this isn’t an article about failures. 
It’s about what each of us can do to rein¬ 
vigorate horse racing’s popularity. 

First, a tittle personal background. 
Thoroughbred racing has been in my 
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blood for more than three decades. It 
began with a summer spent at age 14 with 
relatives in Lincoln, Neb. My aunt took me 
to see the horse races at Ak-sar-ben Race 
Track; I began my racing career by winning 
$5.60 on a $2 show bet on a horse named 
Jujan. We left a few races later, $12 of win¬ 
nings in my pocket, and I was hooked. 

I remrned to my family in Boston and 
promptly told my parents I wanted to work 
with race horses. Their initial bemuse¬ 
ment mrned to genuine concern when I 
started hanging out at Suffolk Downs in 
gritty East Boston, Mass., a long distance 
in almost every way from our comfortable 
home in the affluent western suburbs. My 
introduction to the world of the back- 
stretch came by way of a young trainer 
named J.J. Burke III (now a Maryland rac¬ 
ing steward), who started me walking hots 
in his shedrow before school. Eventually 
I managed to raise $100,000, mostly from 
family and friends, to develop Kenwood 
Stables in 1981. 

In 1984, we purchased an abandoned, 
dilapidated 80-acre dairy farm in George¬ 
town, Mass.; by 1989, Kenwood Farm, 
now 170-plus acres with a new training 
center, had won a Thoroughbred Owners 
& Breeders Association award as the lead¬ 



ing Thoroughbred breeder in New Eng¬ 
land. 

The interim closure of Suffolk 
Downs led us to seU that facility to a 
golf course developer for a handsome 
profit and prompted me to seek greener 
pastures in the wine country of Sonoma 
County, California. After becoming a reg¬ 
istered investment adviser and eventu¬ 
ally a successful private wealth manager, I 
returned to racing with a new ownership 
group, Kenwood Racing, which won the 
California Derby in 1998 and other stakes. 
Increasing business costs in Northern 
California (mainly land and workman’s 
comp insurance), plus a desire to be closer 
to friends and family on the east coast, 
precipitated a move to Asbury Park, N.J., 
in 2002. Kenwood since has been based 
at Monmouth Park, our horses racing 
throughout the Mid-Atlantic. 

Even as our business has managed to 
survive in an increasingly troubled indus¬ 
try, I’ve watched our once proud and 
prosperous sport stumble along with a 
broken business model, failing to address 
even the most obvious and easily solved 
problems (for example, creating a ‘Tegular 
season” of 10 championship days the first 
Saturday of each month to augment the 
Breeders’ Cup, which, as presently con¬ 
structed, offers a Super Bowl without a 
regular season and is of tittle or no interest 
to the general public). 

It’s easier for owners and breeders, 
the backbone of the industry and those 
with the most to lose if racing continues 
to decline, to shake our heads and com-

plain than it is to do something proac¬ 
tive to reverse the current trends. There’s 
litde the average owner/breeder can do 
to turn Breeders’ Cup weekend into a 
coherent sports season, resolve overlap¬ 
ping race dates between competing tracks, 
increase television coverage or improve 
wagering platforms. However, each of us 
as Thoroughbred owners has the ability 
to attract new fans by offering them the 
opportunity to become a part of this great 
game and by making ourselves available 
to speak about the ownership experience. 

In 2009, tired of waiting for failed lead¬ 
ership to solve our problems, I sought to 
capitalize on our greatest strength and cre¬ 
ated a business model called co-ownership. 
In just a couple of years, this structure 
has attracted dozens of new owners and 
brought new fans to Monmouth Park. 
It doesn’t produce a lot of profit for 
Kenwood, but that wasn’t the goal. If 
every current Thoroughbred owner utiliz- 
es the general principles outhned here, we 
can collectively introduce our great sport 
to thousands of new racing fans/owners. 

Turning fans into owners 

Thoroughbred racing has one unique 
advantage over any other sport, lottery and 
casino: the opportunity to be an owner 
instead of a spectator. Owning a race 
horse is hke owning your own sports team, 
except the players don’t beat people up in 
bars and demand multimiUion-doIlar, no¬ 
trade contracts. Our goal as individual 
owners and as an industry should be to 
market and capitalize on this unique prop¬ 
osition. 

Many racing syndicates, first popular¬ 
ized by Cot Campbell of Dogwood Stable 
in the 1970s, have enjoyed success at the 
highest levels and benefited the industry by 
enticing new owners. However, the syndi¬ 
cate structure has inherent flaws that make 
it less appealing and accessible to many of 
those we seek to attract. Most syndicates 
purchase yearhngs or 2-year-olds and sell 
interests to buyers at a marked-up price. 
If the syndicate manager buys a horse 
for $75,000 and sells 10 shares at $10,000 
apiece, the manager comes out with a 
guaranteed profit and no skin in the game. 
Many syndicates mark up training and 
other bills, charge management fees and 
require that buyers contribute monthly to 
training costs. 

Markups are not illegal provided they 
are fuUy and clearly disclosed, and syndi¬ 


cate managers are entitled to make money. 
But in a game with extremely narrow mar¬ 
gins and high expenses, the added costs 
passed on to syndicate members make it 
virtually impossible to break even, let alone 
earn a profit. Unless the horse turns out to 
be a major stakes winner, virtually aU syndi¬ 
cates lose money. And purchasing an inter¬ 
est in a single horse, particularly a yearhng 
or 2-year-old that may not race for months 
or years (if ever), is hardly the most attrac¬ 
tive way to bring new owners to the game. 
In our fast-paced, short-attention-span 
world, people want action. Waiting a year 
for a horse to debut and watching it race 
10 to 12 times a year thereafter (if they’re 
lucky) isn’t going to cut it. What we need 
is a better mousetrap-an improved struc¬ 
ture that offers more action, a better value 
proposition and a means of making the 
sport more accessible. 

The co-ownership model 

If existing Thoroughbred owners were 
to offer a small interest in their horses 
to friends, family members and business 
associates, utihzing a simple, clearly defined 
structure that featured a one-time payment 
of a few thousand dollars with no monthly 
bills and no markups, race horse ownership 
would become affordable entertainment 
for a wide range of people. Here’s how to 
strucmre a basic co-ownership program: 


• Package two to four horses in one 
group. This provides a lot more excitement 
and diversification than offering ownership 
in a single horse. 

• Sell several co-owners up to a 5 
percent interest in the package for the 
exact price you paid for these horses-no 
markups. Most states do not require own¬ 
ers with less than 5 percent interest to get 
licensed; this saves time and money and 
allows you to keep control of the horses. 

• Keep records but don’t charge the co¬ 
owners for their share of bills/expenses or 
pay them their share of purses/income 
until the last horse in the group is sold or 
retired. When that takes place, the group 
dissolves. A simple Quicken report shows 
aU expenses/income for each co-owner, 
who receives a check for the correspond¬ 
ing amount. By ‘Tanking” everything until 
the group disbands, you save time and 
money sending out monthly bills/purse 
distributions, and the co-owners don’t have 
to worry about endless bills. 

• Restrict the number of co-owners 
to a limited number of people you can 
comfortably handle. Send regular updates/ 
e-mails on your horses and make sure each 
co-owner shares in aU the pleasures of 
ownership (seating, winners circle photos, 
visits to the paddock, etc.). 

We call our program ‘A Taste of Thor¬ 
oughbred Ownership,” and to make it really

attractive and comfortable for new owners, 
we guarantee they will never have to con¬ 
tribute more than that one-time payment 
for their 5 percent interest. If the group 
shows a profit, co-owners receive their 
5 percent share once bills and expenses 
are deducted; if the group loses, co-own- 
ers share the loss proportionately-again, 
without adding to the initial payment. If 
losses exceed the initial payment (which 
hasn’t happened), we eat the difference. 

Not every owner will be in a financial 
position to make that kind of guarantee, 
but that’s a bonus, not a requirement, when 
creating a co-ownership program. Our 
attorney helped us create a simple co- 
ownership management agreement, about 
a do 2 en pages, written mostly in plain 
English. It speUs out the arrangement: 
Kenwood Racing retains fuU control/man¬ 
agement of the horses and is solely respon¬ 
sible for decisions relating to care, training, 
sales, etc. The co-owners do not receive an 
owner’s license; in short they have none of 
the responsibilities and all of the fun. 

We stress that this is a high-risk game 
and that, even though we operate in a 
business-like manner and seek profitability, 
the main purpose of co-ownership is 
entertainment, with any profits to be 
viewed as a bonus. Part of the value com¬ 
ponent, beyond our lack of markup, is that 
Kenwood has its money invested in every 


horse. It’s impossible to explain every detail 
in this limited space, but that’s the essence 
of it. 

Kenwood Racing receives 20 percent 
of any profit a co-owner earns, after the 
return of their initial payment when the 
co-owner group ends. Obviously, we are 
not doing this for the money. What co- 
ownership does is eliminate the middleman 
(the syndicate) and the up-front markups 
they earn, making race horse ownership as 
simple and affordable as possible to a wide 
range of people. Most new owners find 
co-owning horses with one experienced 
owner far more educational and personal 
than being part of a large syndicate. If 
every existing owner brought just two or 
three new people into the business as co¬ 
owners, on-track attendance, handle and 
general interest in Thoroughbred racing 
would quickly appreciate. By making it easy 
for people to own a small share in a stable 
of race horses for the price of season 
tickets to a football or basketball team, we 
can turn thousands of casual fans and their 
families into “owners” eager to visit their 
local track to watch their horses run. 

Getting the word out 

There’s more to rebuilding our fan base 
than introducing people to race horse own¬ 
ership. Thoroughbred racing is a complex 
sport; learning how to wager on horses is 
a lot more time consuming than buying a 


lottery ticket or pulling the handle on a slot 
machine. The intricate namre of handicap¬ 
ping creates a learning curve too steep for 
many potential new fans seeking afford¬ 
able, casual entertainment. For newcomers 
to become owners, they must understand 
and appreciate the nuance of the sport. 
Once people learn the basic principals of 
handicapping, many will prefer to play a 
horse race than a slot machine; thus it’s our 
job to enlighten them about ownership and 
handicapping in a non-intimidating and 
entertaining fashion. 

In the summer of 2010, I approached 
Monmouth Park officials about doing a 
series of seminars on this very topic. 
Monmouth had just announced a unique 
“elite meet” — halving its racing dates by 
running weekends and holidays from 
May to November and beefing its purses. 
Monmouth was taking a bold step by buck¬ 
ing the status quo, something all too rare in 
our industry, and I wanted to help. 

We agreed that this was not going to be 
a promotional event for Kenwood Racing 
or Monmouth Park. No sales pitches or 
discussions of our co-ownership program, 
just honest information and an insider’s 
perspective on racing, breeding, ownership 
and handicapping, presented with humor 
in an accessible and (hopefully!) entertain¬ 
ing way. We scheduled three free one-hour 
seminars in June and July, agreeing to con¬ 
tinue if the first seminar drew 20 or more 
people. 

With visions of addressing an empty 
room for “Thoroughbred Ownership 
101,” I begged a few friends to attend. 
Then the announcements started running 
on Monmouth’s website and in the track 
program. By the time we sent out the 
free clubhouse admission passes two days 
before the seminar, there were 39 sign-ups. 
The second event, “Thoroughbreds Start 
to Finish,” drew more than 60. For the 
third, “An Insider’s Look At Thoroughbred 
Racing And Handicapping” (surely helped 
by a huge crowd to see Rachael Alexandra 
race), the room lacked enough seats. People 
stood, and 90 free programs proved insuf¬ 
ficient. 

Last winter, Gulfstream Park picked up 
the seminar series. Tim Ritvo, its innova¬ 
tive vice-president of racing operations, 
was immediately receptive to the con¬ 
cept. After a slow start for the first semi¬ 
nar (scheduled too early in the day), the 
response from Gulfstream’s fans was just 
as positive as Monmouth’s. 

In 2011, Monmouth expanded the 
series from three seminars to seven (June 
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to October), including five free introduc¬ 
tory one-hour handicapping and owner¬ 
ship seminars and two special “elite” events 
titled “The Business of Thoroughbreds.” 
These were limited to just 12 guests who 
paid Monmouth $50 (to ensure they were 
serious) to spend a day viewing morning 
workouts, visiting the docker's stand, 
meeting trainers, owners, exercise riders 
and jockeys, seeing horses saddled in the 
paddock, and watching the races from a 
beautiful private box, food and drink 
included. Each of the Monmouth semi¬ 
nars oversubscribed, the track now has 
waiting lists. 

As word about the seminars has spread 
locally, the speaking engagements have 
transcended race tracks. In June, the 
Monmouth County Library invited me to 
do a three-part series on the Thoroughbred 
industry to celebrate the month of the 
horse in New Jersey. The final event fea¬ 
tured a panel discussion on the status of 
New Jersey racing, with state racing com¬ 
mission chairman Dennis Dra 2 en, New 
Jersey Thoroughbred Breeders Association 
executive director Mike Campbell and 
prominent New Jersey-based trainer Greg 
Sacco generously serving as panelists before 
another large and receptive audience. 

I also have been asked to speak before 
a number of Rotary Clubs and other local 
business associations, many of which went 
on to schedule outings at Monmouth Park. 
The evening before the $1 million Haskell 
at Monmouth, I presented an event at The 
Showroom, a local movie and arts theater 
in Asbury Park, called “Handicapping the 
Haskell.” Over two summers, more than 
800 people have attended at least one of 
these on- and off-track events, with many 
repeat guests. 

I am one owner who loves the game, 
running a medium-si 2 ed racing stable of 
10 to 15 horses in the Mid-Atlantic. If I 
have been able to achieve these kinds of 
results with a little sweat equity (truly, it's 
been a labor of love), imagine what can be 
accomplished if other owners and breed¬ 
ers use this as a template for action. How 
many people would love to be co-owners 
with George and Lori HaU, owners of 
Belmont Stakes winner Ruler On Ice, or 
with other leading owners and breeders? 
How many untapped racing fans and own¬ 
ers are out there, just waiting for someone 
to introduce them to this ama 2 ing sport? 
We can't afford to wait for our industry 
leaders to actually do something to solve 
our problems. A bright ftimre is in our 
hands. It's time to get busy. ^

TO HONOR AND SERVE 
IS FIT FOR DUTY IN 
PENNSYLVANIA DERBY 

Suspensory strain behind him, Bernardini colt beats 
Belmont winner Ruler On Ice and an all-star cast

T he $1 million Pennsylvania Derby-G2 
on September 24 at Parx Racing 
might have represented the kickoff 
of the second half of the season for Live 
Oak Plantation's To Honor and Serve. 

The son of Bernardini took the baU and 
romped downfield into the end zone, leav¬ 
ing eight opponents unable to run him 
down. Belmont Stakes-Gl winner Ruler 
On Ice made a vahant try carrying 10 more 
pounds, only to fall short. 

To Honor and Serve clearly benefited 
from several weeks on the sidelines this 
spring and summer as he recuperated from 
a strained suspensory ligament in his left 
foreleg, which healed his injury and allowed 
him to grow both physically and mentally. 


The upshot: He recorded the fastest time 
in the Pennsylvania Derby's 32 runnings. 

To Honor and Serve became the betting 
favorite in the nine-furlong race despite 
not having won a graded stakes since 
November 27, 2010, when he captured the 
Grade 2 Rem sen at Aqueduct. But handi- 
cappers apparendy were impressed by the 
colt's most recent performance, an eight 
and a quarter-length allowance blowout at 
Saratoga on August 26, in which he cov¬ 
ered a mile and an eighth in 1:48.31 and 
earned a huge speed number. 

The Bill Mott trainee was even favored 
over Ruler On Ice, who had shown an 
affinity for the Parx racing surface earlier 
this year in a two-turn allowance victory on 


February 22 before his Belmont Stakes 
score and third-place finish in the Grade 1 
Haskell Invitational at Monmouth Park. 

The seven other starters were Rattle¬ 
snake Bridge and J W Blue, second and 
third in the Travers Stakes-Gl; Pender 
Harbour, winner of two-thirds of the 
Canadian Triple Crown and third in the 
Queen's Plate; Arthur's Tale, second in the 
Wood Memorial-Gl, a neck behind Toby's 
Corner; Rush Now, second in the West 
Virginia Derby-G2; Norman Asbjornson, 
a Pennsylvania-bred son of Real Quiet who 
was second in the Gotham Stakes-G3; and 
New York allowance winner Isn't He 
Perfect. 

With jockey Jose Lezcano astride. To 
Honor and Serve took a perfect stalking 
position behind Rush Now, who set an 
unhurried pace through six furlongs. Ruler 
On Ice, meanwhile, was allowed by Garrett 
Gomez to settle in seventh position early 
and received plenty of kickback; the track, 
upgraded from sloppy to fast by post time, 
still retained plenty of moisture. Rattlesnake 
Bridge, the second betting choice, was kept 
off the rail by John Velazquez in the sec¬ 
ond flight of horses. 

After three-quarters in 1:10.22, Lezcano 
asked To Honor and Serve to engage, and 
he responded strongly, quickly speeding 
past Rush Now and opening a five-length 
lead in the lane. Ruler On Ice had begun to 
rally and moved wide into the stretch, while 
Rattlesnake Bridge also made a late bid. 

But To Honor and Serve was too 
strong; he cruised to the wire two and 
quarter lengths before Ruler On Ice and 
nearly six lengths before Rattlesnake Bridge 
in 1:47.34, a stakes record and .34 off the 
track mark set by Selari Spirit in 1974, with 
Lezcano only offering mild encourage¬ 
ment. 

was a Httie worried going into the 
first turn that he was too wide, but he got 
over and relaxed very well," Mott said in 
the winner's circle after accepting the tro¬ 
phy with Charlotte Weber, who owns Live 
Oak Plantation in Ocala, Fla. ‘‘He took an 
easy lead and was just loping along. The 
rest was history." 

Mott indicated that To Honor and 
Serve had lost the nervousness that plagued 
him during his 2-year-old campaign, in 
which he won the Nashua Stakes-G2 as 
well as the Remsen. 

“He used to be jittery going into his 
races, in the paddock as well as the starting 
gate," said Mott. “Now he stands well in 
the gate, and appears as if he's finally get¬ 
ting more mamre. 
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Jockey Garrett Gomez disamied Gunfighter late in the Roanoke Stakes, and still the 4-year-old won by nearly 
four lengths. The bay gelding’s breeders, Susan and John Moore, also campaigned his sire. Iron Deputy. 


‘We gave him the time off he needed, 
rather than push him for the Triple Crown. 
It paid off today.” 

To Honor and Serve, out of the stakes- 
winning Deputy Minister mare Pilfer, has 
won five of nine starts and $996,340. He 
was bred by Twin Creeks Farm, Larry Byer 
and Rancho San Miguel in Kentucky and 
purchased by Weber for $575,000 at the 
2009 Keeneland September Yearling Sale. 

ROYAL CURRIER CREATES A STIR 

As Royal Currier streaked across the 
wire nearly four lengths in front of favorite 
Poseidon’s Warrior in the $250,000 GaUant 
Bob Stakes on the Pennsylvania Derby 
undercard, the crowd was startled by loud, 
protracted screams from a man running 
towards the winner’s circle, arms flailing. 

The man—Mike Ciaccio—was express¬ 
ing his complete and utter joy at the sight 
of his horse winning the six-furlong test 
and revising the track record. Royal Currier, 
owned by Ciaccio’s MAT Stables LLC, led 
all the way and was timed in 1:07.51, eclips¬ 
ing the 1:07.61 set by Indian Way in 2009. 

“He was really comfortable the whole 
way,” said jockey Stewart Elliott. “It was 
advantageous today to have early speed.” 

Royal Currier had won three stakes but 
none so rich as the Gallant Bob. Add the 
$39.80 win mutuel, and Ciaccio’s fit of 
equine-induced ecstasy seemed better 
explained. There’s more: Ciaccio and train¬ 
er Patricia Farro claimed the son of Red 
Bullet for $20,000 out of a Monmouth 
Park maiden race in September 2010. 

“I really hked the way he looked,” 
Ciaccio said. 

Almost $400,000 later. Royal Currier 
has won seven of 16 and finished 12 times 
in the money. The bay gelding, bred in 
Florida by Adena Springs, is out of the Lite 
the Fuse mare Top of the League. 

In addition to Royal Currier, who also 
defeated highly regarded speedsters 
Indiano (third) and Wine Pohce (fourth) in 
the Gallant Bob, Ciaccio has 11 horses 
with Farro, a longtime trainer at Parx Rac¬ 
ing and Monmouth Park. 

GUNFIGHTER DRAWS FAST 

M & M Thoroughbred Parmers’s Gun¬ 
fighter, a son of Iron Deputy, easily won 
the first stakes offered on the card, the 
$75,000 Roanoke Stakes for Pennsylvania- 
bred older runners. 

Under Garrett Gomez, the Steve Kle- 
saris-trained Gunfighter took the lead after 
six furlongs and coasted home under 
wraps, defeating Layers by three and three- 


quarters lengths in 1:44.32 for a mile and a 
sixteenth. Winchill was third. 

A 4-year-old gelding bred by Susan and 
John Moore, Gunfighter is the second foal 
from the unraced Mazel Trick mare Sweet- 
georgiabrown. Gunfighter, who also won 
the Bernie Dowd Handicap at Monmouth 
Park, is 5-for-18 with earnings of $305,452. 

GATHERING LUMINARIES 

Throughout the afternoon, awards were 
presented in the winner’s circle to the first 
inductees of the newly created Parx Racing 
HaU of Fame. Among the 15 inducted were 
classic winner Smarty Jones and the mem¬ 


bers of his team-owner/breeder Someday 
Farm (Roy and Pat Chapman), trainer John 
Servis and jockey Stewart EUiott. 

Other inductees made their mark at the 
Bensalem race track when it was known as 
Keystone back in the 1970s and ’80s —the 
hard-knocking mare Dainty Dotsie, the 
late owner/breeder Stanley Joselson, who 
campaigned Two Davids and Cheating 
Arthur, and the late Robert Camac, the 
accomplished trainer who suggested the 
mating to the Chapmans (I’ll Get Along to 
Elusive Quality) that resulted in Smarty 
Jones. W

W ith new executive director Jeb 
Hannum helping to orchestrate 
the activities amid the sounds 
of a South Philadelphia string band, the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders Association 
celebrated the state’s breeders, owners and 
trainers at its annual Pennsylvania’s Day At 
the Races at Parx Racing on September 10. 

Highlighting the 12-race program, aU 
for Pennsylvania-breds, were four stakes, 
three originally carded for the turf Heavy 
rains several days prior forced all grass 
events onto the main track, resulting in 
many scratches. Those withdrawals scarce¬ 
ly detracted from the competitiveness of 
each race. 

In the $100,000 Mr. Jenney Handicap 
for 3-year-olds and up at five furlongs. 


Fred Hart’s Noble Ma 2 , the only female in 
the nine-horse field, got her picture taken 
after a stirring stretch battle with veteran 
campaigner Just Don. 

With Kendrick Carmouche riding for 
trainer William E. McCarthy, Noble Maz 
burst out of the starting gate on top and 
was pressured early by Just Don, the 2.40-1 
favorite ridden by Gabriel Garcia. Around 
the far turn, the rad-running Just Don con¬ 
tinued to hound Noble Maz, and the two 
slugged it out through fractions of :22.00 
and :45.06. 

As the pair arrived at the head of the 
lane. Noble Maz held a slight advantage 
before Just Don countered and stuck his 
head in front. But Noble Maz responded 
to Carmouche’s urging to retake the lead 


near the wire and finish a head in front 
in :57.66. Phdly Bound, the 122-pound 
highweight, outiasted Ricky’s Life by a neck 
for third. 

Noble Maz went off at 9-2 in the Mr. 
Jenney, originally scheduled for mrf. The 
5-year-old daughter of Storm Boot has six 
lifetime victories from 21 starts. She man¬ 
aged her other stakes victory at last year’s 
Pennsylvania’s Day At the Races, in the 
Mrs. Penny Stakes against females. 

^‘She’s a class act,” McCarthy said in the 
winner’s circle. ‘‘She used to be kind of 
mean, but she’s mellowed with age. I had a 
lot of confidence in her today; she ran her 
eyeballs out.” 

Hart purchased Noble Maz at the 
2007 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale at Timonium for $9,000 from 
consignor/breeder S. Mark Rayburg. 

“She toed in really badly, and that’s why 
I got her for that price,” said Hart. “She 
has been really good to us, and every win¬ 
ter she gets a vacation in South Carolina.” 

Noble Maz is the first stakes winner 
from the Dixieland Band mare Illusive 
Note. The inexpensive yearling has earned 
$315,330. 

LUCKY LEWIS’S LUCRATIVE UP 

The $75,000 Crowd Pleaser Handicap, 
for 3-year-olds at a mile and a sixteenth, 
was pared to five horses with the defec¬ 
tion of four after coming off the mrf 
The winner, Monmouth Park-based Lucky 
Lewis, sat back in last through the first six 
furlongs, made a steady rally and overtook 
front-running WinchiU in deep stretch, 
moving ahead by a length. 

The new leader gave his supporters 
some anxious moments as he lugged 
in near the eighth pole, but jockey Joe 
Hampshire Jr. straightened him, and Lucky 
Lewis reached the finish line a neck better 
than the determined WinchiU. Gondwanan 
was third. 

In 1:45.69 on a fast track. Lucky Lewis, 
trained by Steve DiMauro, won for the 
fourth time in eight starts and hiked his 
earnings to $151,768. 

Campaigned in the name of Anthony 
Grey’s Winter Park Partners, Lucky Lewis 
(by Forest Camp) was bred by his owner 
out of the Lord At War (Arg) mare Holy 
Wish. The mare has been golden for Grey 
since he purchased her for $15,000 in 
2002 —she is also the dam of Wishful 
Tomcat and Uncle T Seven, both bred by 
Grey. Holy Wish’s three sons have com¬ 
bined earnings of more than $1.2 million. 
Earlier this year. Lucky Lewis capmred the 
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Lucky Lewis (outside) fought Winchiii in the Crowd Pieaser, and Joe Hampshire 
Jr. fought to keep Lucky Lewis from lugging in. The result: victory by a neck.

ANN’S SMART DANCER 
HELD CLOSE IN WIN 

The 175,000 Dr. Teresa Garofalo 
Memorial Stakes, for 3-year-old filhes at 
six furlongs, provided a poignant sense of 
symmetry with the victory by Silver Lake 
Stable’s Ann’s Smart Dancer. 

The Garofalo Memorial was named in 
honor of the late board member and trea¬ 
surer of the PHBA, who died in August 
2010 of leukemia. 

An equine veterinarian, Garofalo did 
much to raise awareness and bring care and 
comfort to hospitalized cancer patients 
through her Rhoads Six Foundation, which 
she had started with her husband, John. 

Rhoads Six was a foal born on the 
Garofalo’s Smoky Run Farm in Chester 
County, Pennsylvania, during Garofalo’s 
hospitahzation at the University of 
Pennsylvania. She watched his birth on a 
laptop computer from her hospital bed. 

Ann’s Smart Dancer, bred by the grand- 
father-father-son tho of Russ Harris, Craig 
Harris and Jeffrey Harris, was named in 
honor of Craig Harris’s late wife, Ann, 
who died of cancer one month before the 
filly’s birth. 

Divine intervention? Ann’s Smart 
Dancer has won five of six lifetime starts, 
the Garofalo Memorial her third consecu¬ 
tive stakes victory. 

Under Frankie Pennington, on board 
for aU of her starts, the daughter of Dance 
With Ravens was hung outside through 
most of the opening half-mile. She con¬ 
tinued to race wide of Prize Winner and 
Voodoo’s Argument, fighting them gamely 
around the turn and through the stretch in 
a tightly bunched showdown. At the wire. 


Ann’s Smart Dancer had a neck on her 
antagonists as Voodoo’s Argument nosed 
out Prize Winner for the place. 

‘‘She really had to work for this one,” 
said Craig Harris, former longtime turf 
writer and handicapper for the Philadelphia 
Inquirer who now authors the tip sheet 
“Craig Donnelly’s Parx Selections” under 
his pen name. “I was hoping that she 
could get to the rad, because the rad’s been 
good today, but she couldn’t get over. She 
showed a lot of heart.” 

The first foal of the winning Ide mare 
Bennington, a half-sister to Lone Star 
Derby hero Percy Hope, Ann’s Smart 
Dancer reached $216,480 in purses after 
finishing six furlongs in 1:10.57. She was 
the 3-10 favorite in a field of six. 


SEYCHELLES SALTY 
IN THE MRS. PENNY 

The final stakes of the afternoon, the 
$100,000 Mrs. Penny Stakes for filhes 
and mares at a mde and a sixteenth, also 
was washed off the turf, which suited 
Seychedes. The 5-year-old daughter of the 
late Bowman’s Band managed a one and a 
half-length victory, her first in a stakes in a 
27-start career. 

Seychedes, who broke her maiden in 
her 21st race, won the Mrs. Penny by rally¬ 
ing to a clear midstretch lead under Victor 
Mohna and withstanding the late gains of 
Single Scoop in 1:46.55. Tap Softly, the 
2-1 favorite, was another four and a quarter 
lengths back in third. Owned and trained 
by Carol LeVine and bred by Thomas 
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Unraced to his 4-year-old season for a broken pelvis, Ben’s Cat has rewarded breeder/owner/trainer King 
Leatherbury’s patience. Under Jeremy Rose, the Turf Monster was his seventh stakes win and first graded. 


C. LeVine, Seychelles paid $30.60 as the 
second-longest shot of seven. 

Seychelles’s dam, Barracouta, a daugh¬ 
ter of Corridor Key also bred by Thomas 
LeVine, won or placed in seven Mid- 
Atlantic stakes during her career, counting 
wins in the Blue Mountain Futurity at Penn 
National and Crank It Up at Monmouth 
Park. Seychelles’s half-brother. Just Don 
(by Allen’s Prospect), was second earher on 
the card in the Mr. Jenney and has earned 
$404,002. Seychelles increased her bankroll 
to $278,516. 

TURF MONSTER BEN’S CAT 

September was tabbed Parx Racing’s 
“Fall Festival,” each weekend feamring a 
rich stakes. 


On September 5, the newly graded, 
$350,000 Turf Monster Handicap took 
center stage, complementing a card that 
carried the $200,000 Turf Ama 2 on Handi¬ 
cap and the $300,000 Smarty Jones Stakes. 

The five-furlong Turf Monster, now 
a Grade 3 and a “Win and You’re In” 
Breeders’ Cup Challenge race, was won 
in dramatic fashion by The Jim Stable’s 
Ben’s Cat, who launched a last-to-first 
move with jockey Jeremy Rose to win by a 
half length over Perfect Officer in :57.30. 
Chamberlain Bridge, winner of the 2010 
Turf Monster and Breeders’ Cup Turf 
Sprint-G2, finished third. 

Owner/trainer/breeder King Leather- 
bury stated afterwards that he did not have 
the money to supplement Ben’s Cat to 


the $1 million Breeders’ Cup Turf Sprint 
and would work a deal with anyone will¬ 
ing to pay the fee. Owners of horses not 
nominated to the Breeders’ Cup races face 
a supplemental payment: ergo, $100,000 
for Ben’s Cat. 

By Parker’s Storm Cat out of the Thirty 
Eight Paces mare Twofox, Ben’s Cat broke 
his pelvis as a 2-year-old and was stall- 
bound for months. He debuted as a 4-year- 
old, won his first eight starts and is 12-for- 
17 with $676,230 earned. 

OH, SUZZONA 

In the five-furlong Turf Amazon for 
fillies and mares, Maryland-based Suzzona 
struck from just off the pace to defeat 
front-running longshot Bounding Bi by 
nearly two lengths in :57.61. 

Trainer Ben Feliciano Jr. claimed Suz- 
zona for $10,000 at Laurel Park on April 
8, 2009, and she since has won nearly 
$500,000 for Sandy Valley Farms. 

“I was going to claim her for $25,000 
at Laurel a few months before [in October 
2008], but somebody else took her and 
she ended up going to Kentucky,” said 
Feliciano. ^When she came back to Mary¬ 
land, I was able to get her, for a lot less.” 

By The Name’s Jimmy out of the 
Sunny’s Halo mare Planca, Suzzona, a 
lifetime earner of $606,885, has won five 
of her last six starts. Ridden by Julian 
Pimentel, she remrned $11.20 in the Turf 
Amazon. 

WILBURN FIRES 
IN SMARTY JONES 

Stonestreet Stables’s Wilburn, a son 
of Bernardini, unleashed a wide bid on 
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On a day to appreciate Pennsylvania’s horse owners, Stormy Lord arrived from Canada and ran away with 
the PTHA President’s Cup. Ridden by Justin Stein, the graded stakes winner has earned nearly $850,000. 


the final turn, engaged Fm Steppin’ It 
Up down the stretch and edged away to a 
one and three-quarter-length victory over 
Redeemed in the Smarty Jones Stakes for 
3-year-olds. The winner traveled one mile 
and 70 yards in 1:40.89. 

Redeemed rallied to take second by 
a nose over Fm Steppin’ It Up. Turbo 
Compressor, the 2.20-1 favorite, was well 
back in fourth. 

Trained by Steve Asmussen and rid¬ 
den by Corey Nakatani, Wilburn increased 
his lifetime mark to four wins from seven 
starts, and $286,106, after scoring at 7-2. 
The Kentucky-bred, out of the Grade 
3-winning Carson City mare Moordight 
Sonata, is a half-brother to graded stakes 
winner Beethoven. 

STORMY LORD RULES 

The Pennsylvania Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association, which represents train¬ 
ers and owners at Parx, held its Owners’ 
Appreciation Day on September 17, treat¬ 
ing its members to a catered fifth-floor 
lunch while the $250,000 PTHA President’s 
Cup highhghted the racing program. 

Canadian shipper Stormy Lord relished 
his first trip to Parx and its yielding course 
with a one and a quarter-length President’s 
Cup victory over Citrus Kid. Lubash, at 
54-1, was another neck behind in third, as 
even-money favorite Smart Bid finished 
eighth. Justin Stein rode Stormy Lord, who 


covered a mile and an eighth in 1:54.24 and 
paid $21.40. 

Kinghaven Farms’s 4-year-old home¬ 
bred son of Stormy Atlantic and Lady 
Auchamore (by Meadowlake), Stormy 
Lord won the Grade 2 Connaught Stakes 
at Woodbine in May, his first start of the 
year for trainer Ian Black. He’s earned 
$849,770 with seven victories in 19 starts. 


2,000 FOR CARMOUCHE

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NO DELAYING ‘GIANT’ 
IN MOLLY PITCHER-G2 
AT MONMOUTH PARK

H urricane Irene swept through 
Oceanport, NJ., the last weekend of 
August but spared Monmouth Park 
any damage. The storm did necessitate the 
weekend’s cancellation, which, as far as the 
MoUy Pitcher Stakes-G2 went, was a bless¬ 
ing. The $250,000 race picked up three 
more entries for its rescheduled slot a week 
later on September 3. 

The enhanced field of eight fillies and 
mares did httie to hamper Quiet Giant, 
however. The second betting choice on 
the morning line collected a downpour of 
action at the windows, earning her the bill 
as 9-10 favorite. The Todd Pletcher-trained 
4-year-old had won the Lady’s Secret Stakes 
by nearly seven lengths on Haskell Day, her 
only other start at Monmouth. 

Although the mile and a sixteenth MoUy 
Pitcher was only Quiet Giant’s second 


graded stakes try—she was sixth behind 
Blind Luck in the Grade 2 La Troienne 
at Churchill Downs on May 6-the race 
became a laugher. 

The flow couldn’t have been more 
agreeable. Quiet Giant, with Juiien Lepa¬ 
roux in for the mount, pressed the pace 
set by local contender Debonair Darling, 
with Champagne d’Oro tracking her. Quiet 
Giant stalked the pacesetter and took over 
midway into the far turn. 

As in the Lady’s Secret, Quiet Giant 
tacked onto her margin in the stretch. 
There was no drama. She won by five 
lengths, as Payton d’Oro closed belatedly 
for second, four and a half lengths in front 
of Absinthe Minded. Quiet Giant’s final 
time over a fast strip was 1:43.32. 

Bred in Virginia by Edward Evans and 
now running for his estate. Quiet Giant is 


by Giant’s Causeway out of stakes winner 
Quiet Dance, by Quiet American, thus a 
half-sister to 2005 Horse of the Year Saint 
Liam and stakes winners Congressional- 
honor and Dance Quietiy. The victory 
swelled her earnings to $405,389 from a 
dozen starts. 

SHE DIGS ME REAPS SAPLING 

Two races before the Molly Pitcher, 
She Digs Me left another indelible impres¬ 
sion in the $100,000 Sapling Stakes-G3 for 
2-year-olds. 

Experience won out in the six-furlong 
race. She Digs Me was the most seasoned 
in the field, with four starts, the last a local 
win in the $70,000 Tyro Stakes on July 24. 
Training locally with Steve Asmussen’s 
New Jersey string, the colt was partially 
overlooked due to the presence of Voodoo 
Daddy, the stable’s even-money favorite 
following a big-figure debut victory at 
Saratoga. 

Voodoo Daddy stumbled at the start 
from his inside post, then rushed up to 
duel for the lead. She Digs Me, under Elvis 
Trujillo, got away cleanly from the outside 
and moved into a four-wide position. He 
accelerated into the mrn and came out of 
it one length in front. His nine rivals lan¬ 
guished behind as he drew off to win by 
six and a quarter lengths. He covered six 
furlongs in 1:10.34 and paid $10.60 to win. 

Jagati and Black Rhino finished in a 
dead-heat for second. Managed Account 
closed well after a poor start for fourth. 
Voodoo Daddy finished eighth. 

Kirk and Judy Robison paid $50,000 for 
the winner, a Kenmcky-bred son of Henny 
Hughes, at the 2010 Keeneland September 
sale. He is the first foal out of the Valid 
Expectations mare Stage Stop, a stakes 
winner of $252,320. 

FOR GYPSY ROBIN, 

A $60,000 FORTUNE 

The female counterpart to the Saphng- 
the $100,000 Sorority Stakes-came two 
days later, and the well-traveled Gypsy 
Robin held off five foes in her fourth start 
over as many tracks. 

Wesley Ward trains Gypsy Robin and 
owns her with Gatewood Bell and New 
England Patriots wide receiver Wes Welker. 
The bay Daaher filly out of Feisty Princess, 
by Indian Charlie, sold for $27,000 at the 
2010 Keeneland September sale. 

She began her career with a maiden 
win at Keeneland in April, then traveled 
to Royal Ascot with Ward’s expeditionary 
stable-finishing seventh in the Group 2 
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Queen Mary Stakes. Before the Sorority 
she finished fourth in the Schuylerville-G3 
at Saratoga after conceding the lead in the 
stretch. 

This time, jockey Jeffrey Sanche 2 waited 
longer to caU on his filly. They stayed close 
to longshot Vukovar and pounced pass¬ 
ing the quarter pole. In the stretch Gypsy 
Robin resolutely held off Say a Novena, 
never giving up the length advantage. The 
top two ended well clear of 2-1 favorite 
Select Cat in third. 

Gypsy Robin covered six furlongs on 
a fast track in 1:10.98. She paid $7.60 to 
win, the $60,000 score pushing her purses 
to $95,000. 

YUMMY WITH BUHER 
EVEN BEHER WITH SALT 

The final graded race of the meet— 
former Meadowlands fixture the CHff 
Hanger Stakes-G3—went to the age-defy¬ 
ing Yummy With Butter. The 7-year-old 
has threaded together the best four races 
(all at Monmouth) of his long career. The 
string culminated with wins in the Grade 
3 Oceanport on Haskell Day and the 
September 4 CHff Hanger. Before that 
he finished second in the Skip Away and 
Battlefield Stakes. 

Perhaps the salt air of the Jersey Shore 
has helped the Ontario-bred gelding, 
who spent his days before this year at 
Woodbine. New trainer Yvon Belsoeur has 
certainly played a large role. 

‘‘He's really at the top of his game right 
now,” said Belsoeur, who trains the Silvador 
gelding, out of the Kris S. mare Sophis- 
ticatedbagel, for Bruno Schickedanz. “I 
don't know what it is. He's just getting it.” 

Six horses went to post foUowing two 
scratches, including morning-Hne choice 
Right One (Fr). A bHstering pace played 
right into Paco Lopez's hands aboard 
Yummy With Butter. Sayif (Ire), his rival 
of late, led through fractions of :22.61 
and :45.20 under intense pressure from 
Cherokee Lord and Get Serious. They 
began to wilt after six furlongs in 1:08.76 
as Lopez came off the rail and spHt horses. 

Yummy With Butter opened dayhght 
from there, coasting home by three and 
a quarter lengths. He covered the mile on 
firm turf in 1:32.75 and paid $5.80 as the 
top betting choice. Cherokee Lord stayed 
for second and Sleepless Knight closed 
late for third. 

With seven wins, seven seconds and 
eight thirds in 32 tries. Yummy With 
Butter has earned $576,824.

HASAY (GB) FAR-REACHING 
IN OMNIBUS STAKES 

Team Valor International found suc¬ 
cess yet again with a foreign import as 
4-year-old fiUy Hasay (GB), who began 
her career in Germany, took the $75,000 
Omnibus Stakes at 11 furlongs on the 
grass on September 5. The daughter of 
German champion Lomitas (GB) contin¬ 


ued a world tour of sorts —she was bred in 
Great Britain by the owner, made six starts 
in Germany and one in France, and got 
her first American win in her fourth try for 
trainer Graham Motion. 

A tactical change made the difference. 
A dedicated closer, Hasay was put into the 
race right away by new pilot Pablo Morales. 
She smck close to pacesetter In the Rough 


and took first run at that foe into the turn. 
Hasay kicked clear by the eighth pole to 
seal the win by a length. Dyna Walt 2 (GB), 
twice a Grade 3 runner-up this year, closed 
well for second, winning a photo over 
Tarrip. Bubbly Jane (Brz), the 19-10 post¬ 
time favorite, never factored and finished 
last of eight. 

Hasay clocked in at 2:13.83 over firm 
going, adding $45,000 to her internation¬ 
al earnings for a career tally of $77,110 
after 11 starts. She’d finished second in a 
Monmouth allowance and fourth at the 
same condition at Saratoga in her two pre¬ 
vious races in 2011. 

STORMY DIXIE SETS 
MARK IN POLITELY 

In the $60,000 Politely Stakes for fillies 
and mares on September 18, Richard San- 
tuUi’s 5-year-old mare Stormy Dixie set a 
course record in her first stakes victory. 
With the rail set at 36 feet going a mile and 
a sixteenth, her time of 1:39.74 eclipsed 
the previous mark of 1:39.81 set by My 
Princess Jess, then a 3-year-old, on June 
28, 2008. 

Marquet Madness threatened to wire 
eight other fillies and mares, even as she 
put up sharp fractions of :45.99 for the 
half and 1:09.55 for six furlongs. She 
weakened over the final sixteenth, and 
jockey Chuck Lopez, who had Stormy 
Dixie tucked inside for a ground-saving 
trip, ran down the leader and then gamely 
held on for a neck win over 25-1 longshot 
Nefertiti. Marquet Madness finished three- 
quarters of a length behind in third. 

Bred by Arthur Appleton in Florida, 
Stormy Dixie is by Stormy Atlantic out 
of the Wild Event mare Dixieland Event 
and a half-sister to 2011 stakes winner 
Turbo Compressor. Alan Goldberg trains 
the new black-type recipient and earner of 
$197,540. She prepped for the stakes score 
with an allowance tally at Monmouth on 
August 7—giving her back-to-back wins 
for the first time. ^

STRIKE THE MOON 
STRIKES IT RICH IN 
CHARLES TOWN OAKS

Strike the Moon’s win in the $400,000 Charies Town Oaks under Julian Pimentel was wrought with prec¬ 
edent: Her first race with blinkers, her first stakes victory and the richest score for owner Larry Johnson. 


L arry Johnson has been going to 
Charles Town for 35 years. The well- 
known Virginia owner/breeder raced 
the first foal he ever bred, the Red Monk 
filly Whatwouldhappenif, at the West Vir¬ 
ginia track back in the 1980s. She made 27 
of her 56 starts at Charles Town and had 
eight of her 11 wins there. 

Whatwouldhappenif was the first foal 
out of the first Thoroughbred Johnson 
ever owned, Ran's Chick. A daughter of 
The Big Boss, Ran’s Chick became the 
foundation from which Johnson has bred 
dozens of stakes horses. Ran’s Chick pro¬ 
duced a total of 11 winners from 13 
foals, including stakes winner Special KeU. 
And on September 17 at Charles Town, 
a granddaughter of Special KeU Uned up 
for the $400,000 Charles Town Oaks, the 


richest race in the U.S. for 3-year-old fil- 
Ues at seven furlongs. Strike the Moon’s 
scintiUating score was Johnson’s richest as 
an owner. 

Strike the Moon entered the Charles 
Town Oaks as a talented filly searching 
for her first stakes win. Three times she 
came up a litde short when second in the 
Miss Preakness Stakes (beaten a neck) at 
Pimlico, the rich Josde Stakes (losing by 
a length) at Parx Racing and the richer 
Delaware Oaks-G2 (leading aU the way 
until St. John’s River got her at the wire). 
Her only time off the board came in 
New Jersey a month earlier, when she was 
fourth in the Monmouth Oaks-G3. 

Prior to the Charles Town trip, trainer 
Mike Trombetta expected the cutback in 
distance (her previous two starts were at a 


mUe and an eighth) and track configuration 
to benefit Strike the Moon. 

“She does have a win at seven-eighths 
under her belt. She has a good mrn of 
foot on her and should be a good fit 
for the track at Charles Town. So she 
should throw herself right into the race,” 
Trombetta predicted. 

Strike the Moon read the notes. 

Settied by regular rider Julian Pimentel 
outside of pacesetting longshots My 
Sunshine Gal and Grand Kisses off frac¬ 
tions of :22.92 and :46.29, Strike the Moon 
struck the front with a powerful three-wide 
move heading around the far mrn, got six 
furlongs in 1:11.33, opened up by more 
than five lengths in deep stretch, then saw 
the lead evaporate as the favorite in the 
10-horse field, Fred and William Bradley’s 
Groupie DoU, gobbled up ground and just 
missed at the wire. The final margin was 
three-quarters of a length; the final time, 
1:24.97. 

“I was having flashbacks of the Dela¬ 
ware Oaks in the lane but, Julian did a great 
job,” said Trombetta. 

The addition of blinkers, prompted by 
her previous outing, was a good change, 
according to Pimentel. “I got the perfect 
trip. I sat right off the two speed front 
runners and, when I asked her to go, she 
took off,” said the Maryland-based rider. 
“I could hear the others coming, but I just 
put my head down and kept riding. The 
blinkers also may have helped keep her a 
little more focused.” 

The field boasted a trio of graded stakes 
winners, including Bobby Play’s Grade 1 
winner Her Smile, Harold Queen’s Grade 3 
winner Hot Summer, and the lightly raced 
Groupie DoU. Although she only had four 
starts, the WiUiam Bradley-trained Groupie 
DoU, a daughter of Bowman’s Band, had 
won three straight in dominating fashion, 
including ElUs Park’s Gardenia Stakes-G3 
against older runners in her prior outing. 

Groupie DoU was three and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths to the better of My Sunshine 
Gal, who, at 47-1, held on for third, a neck 
in front of a raUying Hot Summer. Her 
SmUe, who never seemed comfortable dur¬ 
ing the running, wound up sixth. 

Strike the Moon, a Kenmcky-bred 
daughter of Malibu Moon, is out of the 
Star de Naskra mare Star KeU, a winning 
half-sister to the dam of Johnson’s graded 
stakes winner Street Magician. From eight 
Ufetime starts. Strike the Moon has bank- 
roUed $400,670 with three wins and four 
seconds. And she is now the next big chap¬ 
ter in the legacy of Ran’s Chick. 
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Five stakes supported the Saturday eve¬ 
ning “Race for the Ribbon” Oaks card, 
in which proceeds from different events 
at the race track were donated to the 
West Virginia affiliate of the Susan G. 
Komen Foundation to benefit breast can¬ 
cer research. 

LEMON JUICE PROVES 
SWEET IN JUVENILE 

A field of nine 2-year-olds turned out 
for the $100,000 Charles Town Juvenile, 
and two from the stable of PTK LLC 
provided aU the running, taking the top 
two spots. 

The ftlly Doe set up the seven-furlong 
test by leading through an opening quar¬ 
ter in :23.19, continued through a half 
in :47.67 and still led into the stretch. 
Stablemate Lemon Juice, unhurried in the 
early stages, launched a rally under Alberto 
Delgado to wear down Doe late and edge 
clear for a one-length score. The 3-2 favor¬ 
ite Bhngs Express missed the place by a 
nose as Lemon Juice completed the dis¬ 
tance in 1:27.06. 

Dane Kobiskie trains the PTK LLC 
runners for Paula and Tom Haughey of 
Virginia. The stable has become a growing 
presence at tracks around the Mid-Atlantic, 
and through early October PTK LLC 
ranked seventh in the nation by number of 
wins, 78, from 279 starts, a winning ratio 
of 28 percent. 

Kobiskie signed the ticket for Lemon 
Juice at the 2010 Keeneland September 
Yearling sale, getting the Johannesburg colt 
out of Lemon Lady, by Lemon Drop Kid, 
for a bargain $2,000- as a weanhng, he was 
a $50,000 buy-back for the Dromoland 
Farm consignment. Bred by Merrydale 
Farm Farmers 2003 LLC in Kenmcky, 
Lemon Juice has been on the board in all 
his starts, and boosted his record to 6-3-2-1 
while earning $102,105. 

DANCING ANNA IS 
MISS SHENANDOAH 

Two 2-year-old fillies took most of the 
action for the $75,000 Miss Shenandoah 
Stakes—maiden winner Swift Artist, who 
was shipped in from Churchill Downs 
by Bernie Flint, and the more experi¬ 
enced Dancing Anna, the Laurel Park- 
based runner owned and trained by John 
Robb. Experience won out, just barely, as 
Dancing Anna got to the wire a head in 
front of the fast-closing Swift Artist in the 
four and a half-furlong stakes. 

Dancing Anna had started four 
times leading into the Miss Shenandoah 


and counted a win, two seconds and a 
third-the latter in the Grade 2 Matron 
Stakes at Belmont Park. Swift Artist broke 
her maiden in her only start, a front-run¬ 
ning, six-length victory at Hoosier Park. 
But Dancing Anna showed more speed 
than any of her seven rivals as she was hus¬ 
tled to the lead by Antonio Lope 2 , posted 
splits of :21.83 and :45.94, and opened up 
by three and a half lengths as she barreled 
down the stretch. 

Swift Artist, in mid-pack early, lost 
ground as she rounded the far turn four 
wide, but was moving fastest of all down 
the stretch. As the pair hit the wire. 
Dancing Anna just lasted in :52.44. Good 
Looking Girl, a stablemate of Dancing 
Anna, was three lengths back in third. 

A daughter of Cuvee out of s takes- 
placed Mesabu, by Fred Astaire, Dancing 
Anna was bred in Pennsylvania by Highclere 
Inc. and Springtown Show Stable. She 
was purchased by Robb for $12,500 at 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearhng sale and more than covered the 
investment, having earned $103,920 from 
five starts. 

NOTHING SUSPICIOUS 
ABOUT THE PINK RIBBON 

Don’tgetsuspicious has an enviable 
record at Charles Town, but seven furlongs 
is pushing the limits of her stamina. So 
while she was the 2.30-1 second choice in 
the field of 10 for the $75,000 Pink Ribbon 
Stakes, she was at a slight disadvantage, 
even as she was going for her sixth Charles 
Town victory in eight tries. 

Her rider, Travis Dunkelberger, was 
well aware of the challenge-and met it 
head on. 

The front-running Don’tgetsuspicious 
contested the lead with Groovitude early, 
took command after a half, and had a clear 
lead entering the stretch. Dunkelberger 
knew what he had to do with the 5-year- 
old E Dubai mare: “I saw the shadows of 
the other horses coming to us. You have 
to wait on this horse because this is a little 
too far for her. When you think you have 
waited long enough on her, you have to 
wait some more. So thafs what I did, and 
it worked out.” 

Saving something for the final eighth- 
mile, DoYtgetsuspicious held off longshot 
Staged Affair by three-quarters of a length 
to record her fourth career stakes victory, 
and her fifth win of the year. The Hugh 
McMahon-trained runner for Winner 
Circle Partners V (managed by Stewart 
Nickel) has earned $416,447, nearly all

since being claimed by the partnership for 
$25,000 in December 2008 out of her third 
start. 

WEST VIRGINIA-BRED JUVENILES 
HAVE STAKES REWARDS 

Two $50,000 four and a half-furlong 
stakes for registered accredited state-bred 
runners produced odds-on favorite win¬ 
ners in near-identical time. It was much 
easier for one than the other. 

The first stakes of the evening, the 
Henry Mercer Memorial for colts and 
geldings, saw a field of eight line up. Five 
had won their previous start, but Furrlong 
Stable LLGs Lucy's Bob Boy was the pick 
of the winners, going off at 4-5. The 
Sandra Dono-trained gelding, who won 
his only other start by an easy five and a 
quarter lengths 13 days earlier, was eager in 
his second outing. 

Sent out by Gustavo Larrosa to press 
a hustled Paco Smart through an open¬ 
ing quarter in :21.63, Lucy's Bob Boy got 
his head in front after a half in :45.80 but 
couldn't shake loose as the pesky Paco 
Smart kept going. At the wire, a neck sepa¬ 
rated the top two, with Elder John, who 
tracked the duo the entire trip, another 
three-quarters of a length back in third. 
The final time was :52.72 for the son of 
Flatter—^Love for Lucy, by Not For Love, 
as he increased his earnings to $46,170. 

One race later. Navy Chapel went off as 
the 1 -2 favorite in the Rachel's Turn Stakes. 
She drew off to win by five and a quarter 
lengths in :52.66 over Shes a Grand Show, 
who pressed her through an opening quar¬ 
ter of :22.22. While she couldn't match 
strides with the winner, Shes a Grand 
Show was clear of Miss Gold Buckle, who 
rallied for third. 

Also 2-for-2, Navy Chapel has banked 
$46,290 for owner/breeder Coleswood 
Farm Inc. and H. Neil Glasser. Trained by 
Jeff Runco, she is a daughter of Chapel 
Royal out of multiple stakes winner A 
Penny Saved, by PenteHcus. ^

BLUSHING B. J. MAKES 
QUITE A SPUSH 
AT CHARLES TOWN

T im Grams had waited nearly a year 
for the opportunity to face Princess 
Cecilia again, and a lithe rain—or a lot— 
wasn’t about to make the veteran trainer 
pull Blushing B. J. out of the $50,000 Sylvia 
Bishop Memorial Stakes on August 27 at 
Charles Town. 

The rain left a track nearly standing 
in water at post time, and a quartet of 
scratches left a three-horse field for the 
seven-furlong test for state-bred 3-year 
old fillies. 

‘We don’t even train her in stuff like 
that,” said Grams, based at Charles Town. 
“We usually just take her across the street 
to the small track and jog her when we’ve 
got days like that.” 

Bested by the unbeaten Princess Cecilia 
in two four and a half-furlong races as a 
2-year-old, Blushing B. J. had the chance to 
run at a distance that suited her. 

“Her background says long, anyway,” 
Grams said of the Rock Slide-sired fiUy 
out of B. J. Bear (by Rakeen). “So we were 
looking forward to it. We knew we weren’t 
scratching. The filly’s sound; I was con¬ 
cerned about the track a Httie bit, but not 
about her. I figured she’d handle it pretty 
weU.” 

Despite the space afforded by three 
runners, jockey Oscar Flores found him¬ 
self pressed toward the outside rail aboard 
Blushing B.J. along the backside as Princess 
Ceciha and jockey Kendrick Carmouche 
forced them wide. 

“It was a Httie race riding, just a Httie 
heavy in my book,” Grams said. “I thought 
[Carmouche] went a Httie overboard, espe- 
ciaUy with the race track not being perfect. 
But, anyway, it stiH worked out good.” 

Flores asked Blushing B. J. as she 
entered the stretch, and the chestnut fiHy 
deHvered a two-length victory in 1:27.50 


to spoil Princess CeciHa’s 3-year-old debut 
and deal the Sharp Humor fiUy her first 
career setback in five races. Princess CecHia 
had nearly seven lengths on third-place 
Buckle Bunny Babe. 

Grams and wife Judith, who operate a 
farm in Ranson, WVa., had some success 
with Blushing B. J.’s year-older fuU sister, 
Rocky’s Angel, now a broodmare. Rocky’s 
Angel earned close to $60,000, and the 
combination has worked better the second 
time. 

“Don Lit 2 , who had Maryland StaUion 
Station at the time, he worked with us and 
made some nice deals with us to breed to 
some of his horses, and we’re appreciative 
of that,” Tim Grams said. “It’s worked out 
with a couple we’ve had. . . This filly here 
came along and, you know, everybody 
needs one that can run. That’s helped us a 
lot, and it makes it a Httie easier to get up 
and go to work each day.” 

Blushing B. J. has brightened the morn¬ 
ings. She’s finished third or better in aU 
nine starts, won four and earned $116,654. 

BUNCO IS ‘GOLDEN’ 

Leading trainer Jeff Runco continues 
to beat a path to the winner’s circle. On 
September 7, the Runco-trained Golden 
Set scored a seven-furlong allowance vic¬ 
tory under jockey J.D Acosta for owner 
David M. Raim. 

Golden Set showed grit and talent in 
the slop, opening a sizable lead in mid¬ 
stretch and weathering the late advances 
of Aaron’s Way, the 4-5 favorite. Golden 
Set, second choice at 2.10-1, persevered by 
three-quarters of a length in 1:26.79. 

A state-bred 3-year-old son of Tapit 
and the Swing TiU Dawn mare Swing Set, 
Golden Set won last year’s West Virginia 
Farm Family Insurance and Vincent 


MoscarelH Memorial Breeders Classic at 
Charles Town. The allowance score gave 
him a record of 8-4-1-1 and $94,084. 

Three-time stakes winner Aaron’s Way 
experienced his first defeat from six starts. 
He had outfinished Golden Set in their 
previous outing, the Robert G. Leavitt 
Stakes, on August 6. 

GREAT VINTAGE 
UNCORKS A RALLY 

Runco picked up a pair of aUowance 
wins over the slop on September 21. First, 
James F. Lewis’s Great Vintage, a Hghtly 
raced 3-year-old, advanced from fourth 
and earned a one and a quarter-length 
victory over Outsmarting Dixie. The win¬ 
ner scampered six and a half furlongs in 
1:19.56 under Antonio Lopez. 

Bred in Maryland by Tom and Chris 
Bowman, Great Vintage has earned 
$39,000 with two wins, a second and a 
third in four starts. The bay gelding is by 
Great Notion out of the Horatius mare 
Alvinia. 

SEA RESCUE HEROIC 

Two races later, Runco’s homebred Sea 
Rescue ended a six-race winless streak by 
making an aUowance sprint his first vic¬ 
tory since the 2010 West Virginia Breeders 
Classic. 

Lagging at 24-1 in a field of 10, Sea 
Rescue spHt horses on the turn for jockey 
Luis Perez, moved six wide into the lane 
and powered along to defeat Coco Point 
by more than a length. The winner went six 
and a half furlongs in 1:19.32. 

Bred by Runco’s Coleswood Farm, Sea 
Rescue is by Brahms out of the Dixieland 
Heat mare Heater, a 5-for-lO racer. 

A FINE PLANTATION 

Plantation continued his ascent through 
the aUowance ranks by winning a never- 
won-three sprint on August 27 in his 2011 
debut. 

The West Virginia-bred son of Luftikus 
moved three wide into the lane, closed with 
interest and reached the wire a length and 
a half before second place Twenty Hawks. 
Jockey Travis Dunkelberger directed the 
score in 1:20.48 for six and a half furlongs.

EARLY STAR RETURNS BRIGHTLY 

Jenkins and Dunkelberger also part¬ 
nered in the fruitful return of Early Star. 
Making his first start of the year on 
September 9 for his new owner, Ellen 
Charles’s Hillwood Stable LLC, the 5-year- 
old Virginia-bred moved wide and force¬ 
fully into the stretch and proceeded to 
a one and a quarter-length victory over 
Winged Hero, the 9-5 favorite in the 
optional claimer. 

Early Star went seven furlongs in 
1:26.39 and produced his fifth win in 13 
starts. He previously raced in the colors 
of his breeder. Lazy Lane Farms Inc., 
and in his final start of 2010 was third 
in Parx Racing’s Auld Lang Syne Stakes. 
By Successful Appeal out of the stakes- 
winning Two Punch mare Night Breeze, 
Early Star has earned $127,870. 

DEVONSPAINTEDLADY 
REGAINS HER COLOR 

Devonspaintedady produced her first 
victory since the 2010 West Virginia 
Breeders Classics Distaff Stakes by beating 
six others in a $30,000 a-other-than allow¬ 
ance on September 4. 

Under Gerald Almodovar, Devons- 
paintedlady circled from last and closed 
with interest in a two-length victory over 
Belle of Camden. Di Colas Girl finished 
another two lengths back in third. 

The 3.20-1 co-favorite with Malibu 
Kitten, who ran fifth, Devonspaintedlady 
hadn’t finished on the board in her pre¬ 
vious four tries. Unraced nearly seven 
months before returning this July, the 
West Virginia-bred 6-year-old has won four 
races and $127,840 for Ken Lowe Jr. 

By Devon Deputy out of the Kissin 
Kris mare Kiss Alert, Devonspaintedlady 
traveled a mile and a sixteenth in 1:49.38. 

RYAN’S GOLD SHINES 

Osborne Farm’s homebred Ryan’s Gold 
blazed through four and a half furlongs in 
:50.98 in a five and a quarter-length option¬ 
al claiming victory over Henry the Lover 
on September 3. Clifford Dooley rode the 
Arizona-bred winner, who paid $5. 

Trainer Jim Tracy entered Ryan’s Gold 
for a $40,000 tag, but no one claimed the 
six-race winner of $173,335. The durable 
runner, who made 16 starts in 2010, has a 
stakes-placing to his credit this year, having 


finished third in the Webb Snyder Stakes at 
Charles Town in April. 

WELL-TRAVELED 
U BOAT ALLEY WINS 

Odds-on favorite U Boat Alley, bred in 
Maryland and based in Delaware, shot to 
the lead despite bobbHng at the break and 
held in an a-other-than allowance race on 
August 31. The 4-year-old Stormy Atlantic 
colt defeated Frolic On Home by a length 
and three-quarters in :51.14 for four and a 
half furlongs. 

Out of the stakes-placed Not For Love 
mare Bamba, U Boat Alley has won six 
races and $109,150 for Claim 2 Fame 
Stables LLC and trainer Hugh McMahon. 

ROPE’S DYNAMIC DUO 

Trainer Jean Rofe sent out two promis¬ 
ing runners. Shes a Grand Show, a state- 
bred 2-year-old fiUy, won a four and a 
half-furlong maiden special weight on 
September 4 and followed that with a 
second-place finish in the Rachel’s Turn 
Stakes 13 days later. Ramon Maldonado 
rode both races. 

Rofe owns Shes a Grand Show, by 
Grand Reserve out of the Turn West mare 
Show No Mercy, and bred the dark bay 
with her late husband, Calvin. 

On September 25, Rofe sent the previ¬ 
ously unraced Big Bad Ike to a five and 
three-quarter-length victory in the seven- 
furlong time of 1:27. Owned and bred by 
Charles Parker and Bradley Purcell and rid¬ 
den by Maldonado, Big Bad Ike defeated 
eight in the maiden special weight and paid 
$37.40. 

PEACEFUL BLISS 
CHANGES BARNS 

Peaceful Bhss, an 11-race winner of 
$401,845, was claimed from Jack Jordan 
Racing LLC for $16,000 on September 23. 
After the 7-year-old gelding won by nearly 
seven lengths at 4-5, it was announced that 
veteran trainer Ronney Brown had made 
the claim for Norman Games. 

Winner of the 2009 Robert R. Hilton 
Memorial and 2010 A Huevo Stakes, 
Peaceful BHss has made 44 of his 49 starts 
at Charles Town. 

BOMBS AWAY 

Late August/early September proved an 
opportune time for longshots. Four win¬ 
ners with odds higher than 40-1 crossed 
the finish line over a six-day period. 

Trainer Harry Painter’s state-bred bay 
mare Devons Precipience got things start¬ 


ed in a maiden claiming race on August 
27 with a three and a half-length victory 
at 51-1. 

Four days later, owner/trainer Russell 
Davis’s 2-year-old chestnut filly Snabb 
Fhca tallied a half-length sprint victory in 
a maiden claimer. The Kentucky-bred paid 
$84.60 and keyed a $9,590.60 triple. 

Four races later, in a 10-horse maiden 
special weight for state-bred 2-year-old fil¬ 
lies, Cynthia O’Bannon’s Dixieland Secret, 
a daughter of home stallion Footnotes, 
covered four and a half furlongs in :54.07 
in a one and half-length victory that paid 
$117.60. The exacta remrned $1,851.80, 
the triple $13,758.20. 

Another big payoff awaited on 
September 1. In a claiming race at a mile 
and a sixteenth, second-to-last choice 
Younique Cat (62-1) went to the front and 
held under Ramon Maldonado to trigger a 
$127.40 win mutuel. Younique Cat com¬ 
pleted a pick four that returned $15,591.20. 

CHARLES TOWN MOVES 
TO REDUCE TAKEOUT 

The margins improved for Charles 
Town horseplayers on September 17 
before the first exotic bet was made. 

Following approval by the state rac¬ 
ing commission, the West Virginia track 
reduced its takeout on trifecta, superfecta, 
pick three and pick four wagers from 25 to 
22 percent. That means payoffs for those 
wagers increased by 12 percent. 

Erich Zimny, Charles Town’s director 
of racing operations, said a resultant spike 
in wagering might compel track officials 
to consider lessening the bite on other 
wagers. 

“We’ve hstened to our customers, 
weighed the risks and rewards for our busi¬ 
ness, and arrived at this decision,” Zimny 
said. “Cutting the price of two-thirds of 
the exotics we offer by a double-digit per¬ 
centage is both significant and, at a mini¬ 
mum, a step in the right direction.” 

The Charles Town Horsemen’s Bene¬ 
volent and Protective Association backed

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MUSICAL ROMANCE 
PUYS IT STRAIGHT 
IN GRADE 2 MASTERS 
AT PRESQUE ISLE

M usical Romance traveled from 
Florida, Ariana D from Canada and 
Shotgun Gulch from Oklahoma 
to Erie, Pa., for the Grade 2 Presque Isle 
Downs Masters Stakes, which was all about 
the trip. 

The three females supplied a 2 esty fin¬ 
ish to the $400,000 sprint on September 
10 and reinforced linear principles. Jockey 
Juan Leyva charted a direct path for Musical 
Romance at Presque Isle Downs, and she 
reached her six and a half-furlong destina¬ 
tion just before Ariana D and Shotgun 
Gulch, who’d taken the long way there. 

Trainer and co-owner Bill Kaplan mar¬ 
veled at the spark between Levya and 
Musical Romance, a symbiosis the Masters 
revealed in full. From post 3 among 12 
fillies and mares. Musical Romance took a 
measured tack behind dueling pacesetters 
Waccamaw and Promised Mandate. Ariana 


D, from post 10, caught a jolt from right¬ 
veering D wild Ride out of the gate, which 
brought Kent Desormeaux to steady the 
5-2 favorite as she settled last. Shotgun 
Gulch, slow early without incident, was 
11th inside. 

Musical Romance tracked the front¬ 
runners through the backstretch and 
around the turn, the contented fiUy snugly 
in the hands of a jockey smelling opporm- 
nity. Straightening for home, Leyva seized 
it. 

Promised Mandate, outside Waccamaw, 
failed to corner well into the lane, creating 
a gap that Leyva easily exploited. He sent 
Musical Romance between the leaders, and 
the dark bay 4-year-old took command just 
beyond the furlong pole. 

By then, Luis Quinonez had Shotgun 
Gulch in full cry eight wide, with Ariana D 
surging even faster off her right flank. They 


passed most of the field with stunning ease 
and soon had only Musical Romance left 
to catch. Prodded by Leyva’s right hand. 
Musical Romance won by a neck as Ariana 
D outfinished Shotgun Gulch by a half 
length for second. Promised Mandate held 
well for fourth at 46-1. 

Ariana D, Maple Leaf Farm LLC’s reli¬ 
able closer, continued an extraordinary run 
of near misses this year. She was second in 
the Grade 3 Whimsical Stakes, second in 
the Grade 3 Hendrie, second in the Grade 
3 Ontario Matron and second in the Belle 
Mahone, all at Woodbine, before finishing 
second in the Presque Isle Masters. 

Musical Romance, meanwhile, extend¬ 
ed a busy, breakthrough year by taking the 
$240,000 grand prize. The Florida-bred 
won her fourth stakes in 12 starts and 
pumped her 2011 earnings to $460,734. 
She’d finished second, a neck short of 
Sassy Image, in the Grade 1 Princess 
Rooney Handicap at Calder in July. 

Each of her 30 previous starts in South 
Florida, Musical Romance took to shipping 
and the all-weather track, effecting her first 
graded stakes victory in 1:16.40. For her 
coming-out party, she was bedecked in a 
black shadow roll and red-laced blinkers 
that masked her thin-striped face, and rear 
ankle wraps. 

In her last six outings, all with Leyva, 
Musical Romance has four wins, a second 
and third. She paid $19.80 in the Masters. 

The eight-race winner has earned 
$637,850 for Kaplan and co-owner Pin¬ 
nacle Racing Stable. At the 2009 Ocala 
Selected Sale of Two-Year-Olds in Train¬ 
ing, Kaplan paid $22,000 for Musical 
Romance, a full-scale product of Ocala 
Stud. Ocala, which annually sells its entire 
juvenile crop, bred Musical Romance and 
her dam, Candlelightdinner. In addition, 
her sire (Concorde’s Tune) and broodmare 
sire (Slew Gin Fizz) stood at the Central 
Florida stallion farm. 

WISE DAN, WISE HAND 

How much is sentimentality worth? 
In the case of Morton Fink, about $1.5 
million. 

When the racing career of 4-year-old 
Lisa Danielle ended abruptly in the late 
1990s, owner Fink let his feelings guide 
her future. Fink had no broodmares at the 
time, but he kept Lisa Danielle solely for 
her namesake: his granddaughter. 

By Wolf Power (SAf), Lisa Danielle 
remains Fink’s only broodmare, and a 
dynamic one. On September 9, another of 
her brood made headlines as Wise Dan ral-

lied to take the $250,000 Presque Isle Mile 
from pacesetter Jimmy Simms. 

A Kenmcky-bred gelding by Wiseman’s 
Ferry, 4-year-old Wise Dan followed 
his victory in the Grade 2 Firecracker 
Handicap at Churchill Downs with anoth¬ 
er inspired performance. It was not with¬ 
out strain: The 7-2 second choice hounded 
Jimmy Simms (16-1) the entire race, finally 
cracked him with less than a sixteenth- 
mile left and arduously moved on to a 
half-length victory. In the 11-horse field. 
Stunning Stag (4-1) rallied from seventh to 
deny Ravalo third. 

The $150,000 victory reflected Wise 
Dan’s versatility and continued growth. 
In 2010, he won the Grade 3 Phoenix 
Handicap at six furlongs over Keeneland’s 
main track; his Firecracker victory in July 
2011 spanned a mile on the turf Under Jon 
Court in the Presque Isle Mile, he scam¬ 
pered across the Tapeta surface in 1:35.63. 

For two decades or so, Fink has bro¬ 
ken his young horses at Charhe and Amy 
Lopresti’s Forest Lane Farm in Lexington, 
Ky. Lopresti also trained about 15 horses 
at Keeneland; admiring the personal atten¬ 
tion that engendered, Fink started sending 
Lopresti horses in 2007. 

The remarkable pipeline from Lisa 
Danielle, meantime, only increased in out¬ 
put. In addition to Wise Dan, the 17-year- 
old broodmare has produced stakes win¬ 
ners Successful Dan (by Southern Appeal; 
$354,455, Fayette S-G2, etc.) and Our 
Royal Dancer ($195,070, by Roy) and three 
other six-figure earners. Together, they’ve 
made $1.48 miUion. 

Wise Dan leads them all with earnings 
of $473,047. He’s 6-for-ll overall. 

EVIL DOER: WICKED HOT 

Presque Isle-based Evil Doer had won 
all three of his 2011 starts entering a 
$52,000, never-won-three allowance race 
on September 23, and still the oddsmak- 
ers didn’t fuUy believe. They favored at 
7-5 two-time stakes winner Bug Juice, a 
New York-bred, then watched Evil Doer 
emerge superior in a stretch-long show¬ 
down. 

Evil Doer isn’t just sharp-he’s eager. 
Trainer Lance Stokes brought him back in 
nine days, and Evil Doer justified the move 
with a half-length victory in 1:03.86 for 
five and a half furlongs. Silver Summation 
finished third, a length and half behind 
Bug Juice. 

A 3-year-old Florida-bred by With 
Distinction from the Golden Gear mare 
Got Gear, Evil Doer has grossed $105,600 


this year. Owner Lonnie Stokes actually 
trained and co-owned Got Gear, a five- 
race winner of $89,516, throughout her 
career. 

ROCKIN’ ROCKSTAR, 

LIVE AT PRESQUE ISLE 

Of aU his road gigs. Rockin’ Rocks tar 
plays best at Presque Isle. 

The 4-year-old chestnut posed for 
the paparazzo-okay, the track photogra¬ 
pher-following a four-other-than allow¬ 
ance race with an $80,000 claiming option. 
At his favorite haunt, the 5-2 choice rallied 
from seventh in a field of eight to defeat 
the pacesetting Bartletts by a half length. 
Ryan’s Gift, winner of Presque Isle’s 2010 
Lil E. Tee Handicap, finished two lengths 
off the winner in third. 

In his latest tour. Rockin’ Rocks tar sped 
six furlongs in 1:09.60 under Scott Spieth 
for his eighth career victory. By far, his best 
licks have come at Presque Isle: He won 
his only stakes there, the 2010 Tom Ridge, 
and is 6-for-9 overall. At six other tracks, 
he’s 2-for-l 7. 

Trainer Mike Lauer entered him for the 
tag and took him home. 

By Congaree out of the Ned Evans- 
bred Ghost Prayer (by Silver Ghost), 
Rockin’ Rocks tar has earned more than 
half of his $288,002 this year for the part¬ 
nership of Ralph T. Piercy, Jack Danehy 
and Barry and Terry Ward. 

LUCKY STRIKES GOLD 
JUST GOT RICHER 

Alice Springs, a $768,889 winner in the 
mid-1990s, has produced one stakes win¬ 
ner for owner/breeder George Strawbridge 


Jr.’s Augustin Stable. On September 7, 
Lucky Strikes Gold pronounced herself a 
candidate to become the second. 

The 3-year-old Smart Strike fiUy showed 
grit and professionalism in a come-from- 
behind, two-other-than allowance victory 
at a mile. At 8-1, she outkicked Peleadora 
Fuerte (17-1) for a half-length victory. 

Both filhes surged past third-place 
Silent Joy, the 4-5 favorite despite nine 
straight winless efforts following a debut 
victory at Saratoga in August 2010. 

Last of eight early. Lucky Strikes Gold 
advanced on the rail through the far turn, 
angled wide for Mario Pino and, in a stir¬ 
ring stretch run, proceeded to her second 
victory in eight starts.

W ashed off the turf onto the main 
track, the $250,000 Kent Stakes 
was memorable beyond the fact 
that Fm Steppin’ It Up stole it. 

The 3-year-old Florida-bred set a slug¬ 
gish pace under Jeremy Rose and had 
plenty left to resist the late advances of 
well-favored King Congie in a two-length 
victory on September 24. The $165,000 
haul by far his richest in 14 starts. I’m 
Steppin’ It Up also provided trainer 
Anthony Pecoraro’s 1,000th victory. 

“That was reaUy nice to win my 1,000th 
race in the Kent Stakes,” said Pecoraro, who 
began training in 1984 and has been a Dela¬ 
ware Park regular since 1997. “This is a nice 
horse, and he has just been growing up.” 

A director of the Delaware Thorough¬ 
bred Horsemen’s Association, Pecoraro 


watched a dream trip unfold for Roman 
HiU Farm LLC’s I’m Steppin’ It Up. The 
son of Congrats made the lead without 
strain and strolled through fractions of 
:24.45 and :49.04 in the nine-furlong Kent. 
Amid a six-furlong split of 1:13.18, Gabriel 
Sae 2 sent Fire With Fire to challenge on 
the far turn; but the inroads proved brief. 
Rose loosened his hold, and I’m Steppin’ 
It Up stretched his lead anew. It spanned 
four lengths by midstretch, too much for 
the rallying King Congie to surmount. Fire 
With Fire held third in the well-spaced 
field. 

I’m Steppin’ It Up finished in 1:50.50 
on a wet-fast track and paid $10.80 with his 
third victory; he’s finished third or better 
nine times. The $321,566-earner is out of 
the Thunder Gulch mare Cindy Woo Who 


and a half-brother to multiple stakes win¬ 
ner Thunder Brew. 

NOT ABROAD, SURPRISINGLY 

Delaware Park’s annual Owner’s Day 
celebration took place in the Stanton oval’s 
lovely tree-shaded paddock on September 
10, and those in attendance were treated to 
a 12-race card highlighted by two stakes. 

Timothy Cunningham’s Not Abroad 
scored a surprise victory in the $84,000 
DTHA Governors Day Stakes, for 3-year- 
olds and up who had made one start at 
Delaware in 2011 (excluding stakes). With 
Nick Petro aboard, the 4-year-old Mary- 
land-bred son of Not For Love drew off 
with a flourish to prevail over heavily 
favored Eldaafer, the 2010 Breeders’ Cup 
Marathon-G3 winner ridden by Gabriel 
Saez. 

“He didn’t break well, and the distance 
may have been a little short for him,” 
trainer Diane Alvarado said of Eldaafer. “I 
didn’t think they went that fast, and he may 
have had a little too much to do. But all in 
aU, it was a pretty good race.” 

Not Abroad, trained by Mike Petro, 
covered the mile and 70 yards in 1:40.27 
over a fast track and paid $8.20 by beating 
four challengers. The Governors Day’s 
first-place prize of $54,000 increased his 
lifetime mark to $344,650; he’s 5-for-24. 

The Governors Day was the first add- 
ed-money victory for Not Abroad, bred 
by Bowman and Higgins Stable, Thomas 
Sutton and Huckleberry Farm LLC. He 
is also the first stakes winner for his dam. 
Timely Broad, a graded stakes-winning 
daughter of Broad Brush who also cam¬ 
paigned for Cunningham. Timely Broad 
won the Sabin Handicap-G3 at Gulfstream 
Park and placed in a number of stakes at 
Delaware Park, including the Delaware 
Handicap-G3 and Delaware Oaks. 

SHE BE CLASSY IS 
ADAPTABLE TOO 

The $75,000 George Rosenberger 
Memorial was transferred from the turf 
to the main track, which bothered Nancy 
Mazzoni’s She Be Classy not at aU. The 
4-year-old daughter of Toccet drifted a bit 
wide at the top of the stretch before jockey 
Jeremy Rose straightened and steered her 
to a two and three-quarter-length victory 
over Punta Ballena. All Night Labor was 
third. 

“It reaUy helped She Be Classy when the 
race came off the grass, even though she 
has won on the grass,” said trainer Graham 
Motion. “She has proven her versatility by 
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Not Abroad, with jockey Nick Petro, made the DTHA Governors Day his first 
stakes win by easiiy outiasting Breeders’ Cup Marathon-G3 winner Eidaafer.

REMEDIO (NEE CHARLES) 

HITS THE MOTHER LODE 

Just four weeks after giving birth, 
jockey Maria Remedio climbed back into 
the saddle and won the opening race on 
September 17. 

Remedio scored with King Kobe, dis¬ 
missed at 19-1 in a field of nine maidens, 
and was greeted by a large group of family 
and friends in the winner’s circle. Those 
present included her 2-year-old son, Caleb, 
and infant daughter, Arabella, born on 
August 9 by Caesarean section. 

Remedio, who had ridden under the 
name of Charles, said she resumed gallop¬ 
ing horses at Parx Racing on September 
5 and soon got a call from her mother 
‘‘asking me to ride her horse at Delaware 
on September 17.” Remedio said at first 
she thought her mother was kidding, then 
agreed to ride. 

“When the gates sprang open, it was 
like I never stopped riding,” she said. 
“After the horse took the lead at the top of 
the lane and I knew I was winning the race, 
I was overwhelmed with emotions.” 

Her husband. New York-based jockey 
David Cohen, won the second race at 
Belmont Park just minutes after her come¬ 
back victory. 

“This day was truly one of the best days 
of our hves, something we as a family will 
never forget,” said Remedio. 


Remedio rode under the surname 
Charles from 2004 through 2010 and was 
a fan favorite at Parx Racing. Her best 
year was 2007, when she won 91 races and 
|1.8 million in purses at the Bensalem, Pa., 
track. 

King Kobe is one of three foals from 
the first crop of sire Parachutist, listed as 
the only staUion standing in Delaware. 
Parachutist is a winning son of Wavering 
Monarch, who stands at Bunker HiU Farm 
in Delaware. 

DELAWARE SEES 
FALLING NUMBERS 

Delaware Park was one of the first Mid- 
Atlantic race tracks to reap the benefits 
of slot machine revenues after the state 
legali 2 ed expanded gaming in 1995. Once 
on the brink of closing, Delaware Park 
experienced a rapid renaissance as purses 
quickly increased from barely $50,000 per 
day to nearly $250,000 in just a few years. 

But the legalization of expanded gam¬ 
ing in neighboring states, specifically Penn¬ 
sylvania, since has impacted Delaware’s 
slot revenues, although Delaware lawmak¬ 
ers allowed sports betting in 2009 as a 
way to regain market share. Despite that 
expansion, increased competition and the 
sluggish economy have eroded gaming 
revenues and hve and simulcast racing 
handle alike. 

According to information provided by 
the Delaware Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association, total revenues at Delaware 
Park have dropped 11 percent from July 
2010. Slots revenues have dropped 18 per¬ 
cent, live handle 10 percent, simulcast-out 
revenue 5 percent and simulcast-in revenue 
12 percent. 

“In response to these falling revenues, 
we are working with Delaware Park man¬ 
agement to manage the shortfall and reduce 
the daily purse distribution in a way that is 
fair to everyone,” said Madehne Locke, 


president of the DTHA. “Rather than can¬ 
cel days, we are discussing shortening the 
card by one race per day.” 

By reducing the number of 2011 hve 
days to 106 from last year’s 113, Delaware 
Park was able to keep dally average purses 
at $200,000. Locke said the major com¬ 
plaint from horsemen this year is that the 
track has carded too many races for cheap 
horses, denying oppormnities for better 
stock. 

Locke also said that the DTHA board 
voted in July to discontinue the subsidy 
it offered horsemen for winter stabhng 
costs. The money used for the subsidy 
came from manure revenues, diminished 
for increased costs tied to EPA regulations. 

Winter stabhng on the Delaware Park 
backstretch costs each trainer $8 per day, 
with the DTHA covering $3 of it through 
the subsidy. However, the track wiU refund 
the cost of that stabhng if a trainer makes 
a certain number of starts the following 
season. 

“We need a minimum of 250 horses to 
offer winter stabhng,” said Locke. “Our 
current contract with the race track ends 
on December 31, and hopefuUy the race 
track understands how important having 
winter stabhng is to the state of Delaware. 
Keeping horses and horsemen at Delaware 
Park year-round adds so much to the local 
economy.” 

GOODNIGHT, IRENE 

As with many Eastern tracks. Hurricane 
Irene forced the cancellation of hve racing 
at Delaware Park on August 29. The track 
also canceled the card of August 30 due to 
lack of entries, which Delaware officials 
attributed to the hurricane. 

The White Clay Creek on race track 
property was nearly four feet above flood 
stage early on August 28, causing minor 
flooding on the backstretch. ^ 
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EIGHHOFASnOCATCH 
DOESN’T SWIM OR 
BIKE, BUT HE RUNS 
FAST AT UUREL PARK

I t takes a lot for trainer Tim Keefe to miss 
one of his horses running. Especially in 
a stakes. 

On September 10, it took two and a 
half miles of swimming, 112 miles of ped¬ 
dling and 26 miles of running for Keefe to 
miss the Japan Racing Association Stakes 
at Laurel Park. Keefe entered the Cedar 
Point Ironman Triathlon in Sandusky, 
Ohio, long before he entered Sylvia Heffs 
Eighttofasttocatch in the $75,000 stakes. 
Trainer and horse got the job done. 
Keefe finished 63rd of 303 competitors; 
Eighttofasttocatch finished first of seven. 

The horse entered and exited the race 
better than Keefe. A bum knee nearly 
derailed the trainer’s attempt. 


‘‘Four weeks before the event, I had 
an issue with my IT [iliotibial] band in 
my knee,” Keefe said. “It was significant 
enough for me to see a doctor who told 
me to abandon my ironman event and rest. 
I told him it wasn’t an option. A cortisone 
shot and low-impact training would have 
to be the answer. 

“By mile three, I could teU my knee 
wasn’t happy. I remembered reading a post 
somewhere: ‘Pain is temporary. Pride is 
forever.’ So I just tried to run through it. 
Let’s just say I’m glad it’s over. I definitely 
would not have passed the vet before, dur¬ 
ing or after it.” 

Keefe decided to turn his first ironman 
foray into a fund-raising event. 


“The most important part of doing this 
race,” he said, “was raising money and 
awareness for two very deserving groups: 
Maryland Therapeutic Riding in Annapolis 
and Kim Clark’s Thoroughbred Rescue 
and Placement. We reached our goal of 
raising $10,000. As for Eighttofasttocatch, 
he reached his goal too.” 

Eighttofasttocatch won for the seventh 
time in his 27-race career, pushing his 
earnings to $253,190. Bred in Maryland 
by Dark HoUow Farm and Herringswell 
Stable, the 5-year-old gelded son of Not 
For Love and the stakes-placed, eight-race 
winner Too Fast to Catch (by Nice Catch) 
improved to 3-for-7 this year. Arnold 
Heft, owner Sylvia’s 92-year-old husband, 
said he named the chestnut for Alexander 
Ovechkin, the dynamic and speedy winger 
who wears No. 8 for the Washington 
Capitals of the National Hockey League. 

A winner on turf, dirt and slop, Eight¬ 
tofasttocatch handled the switch from 
mrf to dirt with aplomb. Jockey Malcolm 
Franklin kept him close but reserved 
through the turn, angled him four wide 
for the homestretch and unleashed a force. 
Eighttofasttocatch overwhelmed 2.10-1 
favorite Nacho Friend with stunning ease 
and moved along to a four and a half- 
length victory in 1:35.43 for a mile. Nacho 
Friend held second by three-quarters of a 
length over the late-gaining Indian Dance. 

Eighttofasttocatch earned a Beyer speed 
figure of 100, his second triple-digit rating. 

O’WHAT A TURNAROUND 

Owner/trainer Daniel O’Ryan shocked 
an allowance race on September 24 when 
Albrecht, the longest shot of seven at 16-1, 
scored by a length over Major Bravo, part 
of a Frank Stronach entry. 

Fresh off a win at Parx Racing 13 days 
earlier, Maryland-bred Albrecht stalked the 
pace, found room inside with jockey Carlos 
Lope 2 Jr. and overtook Major Bravo in 
deep stretch. Thunder Ball, the balance 
of Stronach’s entry, finished third and 1 -2 
favorite Liam’s Song fourth, which helped 
prompt show payoffs of $14 or more. 

O’Ryan claimed Albrecht for $25,000 
from breeder Robert Meyerhoff’s Fitzhugh 
LLC in November 2009, his final start of 
the year. In 2010, the son of Include failed 
to finish better than fourth in five starts. 
This year, he has won four of six, including 
a starter allowance at Parx, finished second 
twice, and accrued nearly all of his $65,912 
in lifetime earnings. Albrecht’s dam, the 
Cutlass-sired Mindy Gayle, won two grad¬ 
ed stakes.

Kentucky-based trainer Lynn Whiting 
made a rare foray to Maryland, traveling 
from Kentucky with Charles Celia’s Arbor- 
ville for a maiden special weight on mrf Or 
so he planned. Rain washed the September 
24th race off the grass, and Whiting ran 
the previously unraced 2-year-old in the 
mud anyway. 

Seems Arborville liked it. The son of 
Forest Grove sat just off the pace, bore 
out on the turn and still finished five and 
a quarter lengths before second-place Just 
Sayin. Greek Thunder finished third. 

Apprentice Matt Seifers guided the 
$18.40 winner, whom Celia purchased for 
$200,000 at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Two-Year-Olds in Training Sale in May. 
His dam, AsheviUe (by Clever Trick), won 
a Sam Houston Park stakes in her 26-race 
career and earned consistentiy, with 11 sec¬ 
onds and 17 in-the-money finishes. 

Whiting, born in Nebraska, sent lil E. 
Tee to victory in the 1992 Kentucky 
Derby-Gl and has won more than 300 
races at ChurchiU Downs. CeUa owns Oak- 
lawn Park and has campaigned such run¬ 
ners as Northern Spur (Ire), winner of the 


1995 Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl and named 
that year’s champion turf horse. 

TAGG SAILS 

While Whiting made a rare appearance 
at the Maryland oval, trainer Barclay Tagg 
made a reappearance the same afternoon 
for another advertised turf race that was 
not. Tagg, based at Laurel for many years 
before moving to New York, sent Groovy 
Soul to a well-earned victory in a one-mile 
maiden special weight. 

Silber Stern, the 5-2 second choice, 
took a commanding lead well into the 
backstretch and through the turn before 
odds-on Groovy Soul advanced from 
third for jockey Luis Garcia. In his fifth 
start, Kentucky-bred Groovy Soul collared 
Silber Stern a furlong out and persevered 
by a half length in a hard-fought show¬ 
down. 

Turns out Groovy Soul would have 
won anyway: Silber Stern, ridden by Hora- 
cio Karamanos, was disquahfied and 
placed fifth for bumping inside horses at 
the start. With that, Exchangingmemories 
was placed second, AretaUey third. 

Owned and bred by Charles Fipke, 
3-year-old Groovy Soul had failed to hit 


the board in four starts before the Laurel 
victory. Fipke campaigned the Kentucky- 
bred’s sire. Grade 1 and $1.5 million win¬ 
ner Perfect Soul (Ire), and continues to 
support the son of Sadler’s Wells’s staUion 
career. Groovy Soul is out of the winning 
Mr. Prospector mare Groove. 

SAINTLY LOVE IS 
WHOLLY SUPERIOR 

Dorothy Worton sent Robert Gerc 2 ak’s 
Saintly Love to a starter allowance victory 
on the turf on September 22, the trainer’s 
third win from eight starts this fall meet. 

A 3-year-old son of St Averil, Saindy 
Love tracked favored Pride of the Fleet 
through most of the eight and a half-fur¬ 
long race, moved ahead inside the eighth 
pole and proceeded to an easy four-length 
victory under Horacio Karamanos. Pride 
of the Fleet held second by a neck over 
Hound, wide on both turns. 

Saindy Love paid $7.60 as the second 
choice with his fourth victory in nine 
starts. The Maryland-bred, out of the Not 
For Love mare Love Me Twice, and a 
half-brother to 2011 stakes winner Action 
Andy, has earned $30,522. ^

C lassy Zip, winless in three previous

David Ross’s homebred 3-year-old sur¬ 
passed $100,000 with her first stakes vic¬ 
tory.

Jockey William Otero navigated Classy

WINNING DRIVE HITS PAYDIRT 

Trainer Hugh McMahon, whose Dela¬ 
ware and Maryland shippers have won 
35 percent of their Penn National starts 
this summer, saddled Winning Drive to a 
thrilling victory in a $32,000 allowance for 
3-year-olds and up on September 2. 

With Maryland jockey Sheldon Russell 
along for the trip. Winning Drive uncorked 


a furious late rally and blew past the tiring 
leaders to win by a half length in 1:03.65 
for five and a half furlongs. Favored Peace- 
adaaction was second. Sunshine Brother 
third. 

Charles F. Burnside’s Winning Drive, a 
5-year-old Pennsylvania-bred by Golden 
Missile out of the stakes-winning Phone 
Caller (by Phone Trick), managed his sev¬ 
enth victory in his 19th start. He’s made 
$185,454. 

The gelding began his career as a 
Sagamore Farm colorbearer and won his 
first three starts, including the 111 E. Tee 
Handicap at Presque Isle Downs in June 
2009. McMahon claimed him for $10,000 
last October out of a winning effort at 
Laurel Park, and Winning Drive has three 
victories for his new stable. 

TROPIC SEA COASTS 

One race earlier, it appeared as if Round 
Trip Loner would stretch his speed the 
entire one and a half miles of a $32,000 
allowance race over the yielding turf But 
well into the stretch. Timber Bay Farm’s 
homebred Tropic Sea swept past en route 
to a two and a half-length victory in 2:34.77. 

Carrying a mere 106 pounds, almost 
all of it apprentice Sarah Rook, Tropic 
Sea won for the second time in three 
starts for trainer William Entenmann. A 
3-year-old son of Artie Schiller, Kentucky- 
bred Tropic Sea was produced by the 
Dynaformer broodmare Tropic Rhythm, 
a half-sister to Belmont Stakes-Gl winner 
Sarava. 

Tropic Sea finished sixth in his debut on 
October 7, 2010, on the Laurel Park lawn. 
Shelved until July 16, he remrned with 
vigor, winning a nine-furlong maiden race 
on the Parx turf before the Penn National 
score that left him with $40,080 in purses. 

Tropic Sea’s Penn National allowance 
victory might have been his last on the flat 
for a while. Entenmann said the gelding 
was sold to trainer Jonathan Sheppard, 
who intended to make him into a jumper. 

INCENDIO FIRST WINNER 
FOR MORE SMOKE 

Later on September 2, Thomas McClay 
and Harry Nye’s Incendio became the first 
winner for his sire. More Smoke, when he 
took a race for $20,000 maiden claimers at 
five and a half furlongs. 

Incendio, even money in his second 
start for trainer Chris Grove, stalked the 
pace and pounced in the final strides to 
defeat Star Isabella by three-quarters of a 
length. Javier Santiago rode the winner. 
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More Smoke, a graded stakes-win¬ 
ning son of Smoke Glacken campaigned 
by McClay and Nye, stood at William 
Solomon’s Pin Oak Lane Farm in New 
Freedom, Pa., before being relocated to 
Nebraska. 

LOCKED OUT MOVES ON 

Locked Out, another product of the 
prohfic breeding program of George 
Strawbridge Jr., passed four other Penn- 
sylvania-breds over the last quarter mile 
and defeated favored Filled With Wonder 
by two lengths in a $40,000 allowance 
sprint on August 29. 

With Katie Lee in the saddle, the 4-year- 
old gelded son of Came Home was unhur¬ 
ried early, made up ground inside on the 
turn, then unleashed a big kick down the 
lane; he finished five and a half furlongs 
in 1:04.44. Web Surfer closed with urgency 
at 22-1 but finished a head behind Filled 
With Wonder. 

Trained by Paulina Sinnefia for John 
Chamatsos, Locked Out won for the 
fourth time in 16 tries and bumped his 
earnings to |91,403. The gelding broke his 
maiden for a $13,000 claiming tag at Penn 
National last December and has steadily 
improved this year. 

His dam, the Hussonet-sired Madour 
(Chi), was a graded stakes winner in her 
native Chile. 

WRONG? RIGHT. 

Wrong was the right horse in a wide- 
open nine-horse field of 2-year-old maid¬ 
ens on September 3. 

A son of Defer owned and trained by 
Todd Beattie, Wrong debuted as the sec¬ 
ond betting choice behind Kalas and got 
the jump on his rivals immediately under 
Vladimir Diaz. Speeding out to a two- 
length advantage, he clicked off splits of 
:22.71 and :46.01 before kicking away to a 
three and a half-length victory over Kalas 
in :58.07 for five furlongs. The maiden 
special weight was a main-track event after 
rain washed it off the grass. 

Out of the Lemon Drop Kid mare 
Indyan Lisa and bred by Kenneth and 
Sarah Ramsey in Kentucky, Wrong earned 
$19,840. 

I AM THE KING REIGNS 

Later on the September 3 card, trainer 
J. Michael Rogers, who split his stable this 
year between Penn National and Presque 
Isle Downs, tightened the girth on Smart 
Angle’s I Am the King in a one-mile 
optional claimer originally scheduled for 
the turf 


Coming off a third-place finish in a 
Penn starter allowance, I Am the King was 
favored in a field of five and never threat¬ 
ened, zipping to the wire three lengths in 
front of second choice Sure Start. 

I Am the King, a Florida-bred son of 
Indy King and Star of the Ball (by Risen 
Star), began his career at Mountaineer Park 
before being transferred to Rogers’s barn 
last fall. Smart Angle is the stable name of 
Daniel M. Ryan. 

ALEXrS GOLD PROVES VALUABLE 

On August 3, John P. Hicks’s Alexi’s 
Gold had an eventful career debut at 
Presque Isle Downs. The 2-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of classic winner Afleet Alex reared and 
stumbled at the start of a five-furlong 
maiden special weight, finishing last of six. 

Trainer Jeremiah Englehart changed 
venues for the bay fiUy, sending her post- 
ward at Penn National in a five and a half¬ 
furlong maiden special weight. Bettors, 
however, couldn’t overlook her inauspi¬ 
cious bow, dismissing her at odds of nearly 
50-1 in the 12-horse affair. 

Forgiveness, in this case, was a profit¬ 
able virtue. Alexi’s Gold rebounded strong¬ 
ly and rallied late to defeat Lil Punch and 
What’smineismine in the final strides to 
post the shocker by a half length, produc¬ 
ing a $101.20 pari-mutuel payoff. 

Ridden by Matthew Rispoh, Alexi’s 
Gold earned $23,400. Bred in Pennsylvania 
by The Brigade Stable Ltd., Alexi’s Gold 
is out of the Touch Gold mare Footsie, 
a half-sister to multiple stakes winner and 
$543,291-earner Crab Grass. 


UNCLE ELI DOES DADDY PROUD 

On September 9, Uncle Eli honored 
his 31-year-old sire Two Davids with a 
surprise victory in a five-furlong claimer 
for Corporation Trinity Racing, trainer 
Jimmy Nicholson and jockey Jose Flores. 
He was 14-1. 

A 6-year-old gelding out of the Write 
Off mare Wine Or Roses, Uncle Eli cov¬ 
ered the distance in :59.23 for his third 
lifetime victory. He was bred by Susan J. 
Smith, a longtime Pennsylvania owner/ 
breeder. 

Two Davids, a son of Olden Times, was 
owned and bred by Stanley 1. Joselson and 
competed in many stakes during a 36-race 
career from 1982 through 1984, winning 
seven and placing in six others. 

UNE GRANDE FETE 
POUR LE GRAND JOUR 

Penn National celebrated its 39th birth¬ 
day on August 30 with rollback prices on 
food and beverages, free programs and a 
race named in honor of its first winner, Le 
Grand Jour. 

Le Grand Jour, a son of Bonjour and 
Bridal Shower, by Hail to Reason, tri¬ 
umphed at the new race track at the foot¬ 
hills of the Blue Mountains on August 30, 
1972, and continued to race for several 
more years, eventually finishing his career 
in 1977 with five wins from 56 starts. 

‘We never want to lose sight of the 
historical tradition of racing at Penn 
National,” said vice-president of racing 
Mark Loewe. ^

AT TIMONIUM, 

A SHORT STORY 
WITH SUBSTANCE

S keptics might have expected Timon- 
ium Race Track’s stakes-less, seven- 
day meet—make that six with the 
intrusion of Hurricane Irene —to amount 
to a substantive hiccup. But it had no 
shortness of breadth. 

The little oval’s annual late summer fling 
alongside the Maryland State Fair unveiled 
a colorful carousel of racing attractions. 
Rapid Redux passed through, staying just 
long enough to win his 16th straight race. 
Sheikh Hamdan bin Rashid A1 Maktoum 
of ShadweU Stable sent his first horse 
to Timonium, winning twice in 10 days, 
only to lose him. Another horse, Roman’s 
Touch, managed two powerful victories in 
eight days despite his antics. Jockey Hiroki 
Goto, on leave from Japan, tasted the sen¬ 
sation of a winning hde through sausage- 
and-onion-smoked air. And anyone who 
bet $2 to win on Out for a Stroll on the 
opening card had enough to hde the Ferns 
wheel till closing. 

RAPID REDUX, AGAIN 

As the carnival barkers drummed up 
business across the way. Rapid Redux initi¬ 
ated another blatant act of self-promotion. 
He arrived at Timonium on September 
4 like a rock-and-roll headliner and again 
wowed the critics. 

The 5-year-old gelding, unbeaten since 
December 2, 2010, starred in another start¬ 
er allowance, a $15,000 number against 
five others at a mile and a sixteenth. When 
Albrecht broke sharply from the rail for 
Carlos Lopez Jr., J.D. Acosta cued Rapid 
Redux for a similar burst from post 3. 
Rapid Redux complied and took the lead 
before the first of three turns. 

Albrecht stayed close for almost seven 
furlongs, until Rapid Redux left him deep 
into the last turn. Ham and Ernie made a 
bid then, overtaking Albrecht, who fought 
anew and regained the place six and a half 


lengths after Rapid Redux had passed the 
wire. 

At 1-5, Rapid Redux finished his Hcks 
in 1:46.71 and took his winning streak 
to gaudy new lengths. His overall record 
reflected his thirst to win: 36 starts, 22 vic¬ 
tories, one second, one third. The chestnut 
had earned nearly $300,000. 

Robert Cole Jr., an active owner and 
handicapper, claimed Rapid Redux for 
$6,250 on October 13, 2010, and handed 
him to trainer David Wells, who unloosed 
a monster. A Kentucky-bred son of 2003 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl winner Plea¬ 
santly Perfect and the Storm Cat mare 
Thiscatsforcaryl, Rapid Redux is a half- 
brother to two talented full brothers. Be 
Like Mike ($174,202) won a Mountaineer 
Park stakes, and Sacred Journey ($195,060) 
ran third in the 2008 Southwest Stakes-G3. 
Unbridled’s Song sired both. 

A ROYAL FEAT 

Sheikh Hamdan, whose ShadweU Stable 
has won the most prestigious races on three 
continents and a 2006 North American 
Horse of the Year tide with Invasor (Arg), 
dispatched Baatesh and his far-flung team 
to Timonium for a $5,000 claiming sprint 
on August 26. 

A 4-year-old by Pulpit out of grad¬ 
ed stakes-placed stakes producer Doppio 
Espresso (byJava Gold), Baatesh had found 
the claiming ranks after six winless tries in 
maiden special weights at Saratoga and 
Belmont Park. From a conditioned $7,500 
claiming victory at Colonial Downs, he 
showed speed and fortitude at Timonium 
in a five-length victory over Skip the Trial, 
who nosed Mr. Mannie for second. Erik 
Ramirez rode the odds-on winner for train¬ 
er Mike Pino. 

Such an easy fling earned Baatesh a 
drop in class. In a $4,000 claimer 10 days 
later, Baatesh again made quick work of six 


chaUengers, this time at 1 -5, in a nine-length 
runaway under Ramirez. Owner/trainer 
Dennis Ward claimed the colt. 

At Laurel Park on September 21, 
Baatesh was made the 9-5 favorite in a 
$5,000 claimer, showed brief speed, fal¬ 
tered and finished last of 10. 

ROMAN’S TOUCH UP 

Baatesh’s rat-a-tat work at Timonium 
was trumped by that of Roman’s Touch. 
The 3-year-old Roman Ruler colt won twice 
in eight days, the second time after dump¬ 
ing Xavier Perez in the post parade. 

Ten times Roman’s Touch had finished 
close without winning a maiden special 
weight, but owner Riley Carr and train¬ 
er John Salzman Sr. were determined to 
amend the trend. So it happened on August 
27, when Roman’s Touch set every fraction 
at 6.40-1 and completed a one-length vic¬ 
tory over Mystical Terp in 1:18.22 for six 
and a half furlongs. 

His encore was frightfully better. Jazzed 
in the post parade, Roman’s Touch dis¬ 
patched Perez before pre-race warm-ups 
but didn’t scamper off He saved that for the 
a-other-than allowance race, again setting 
the pace in another six and a half-furlong 
sparkler. He finished more than six lengths 
better than stoutly favored Coolheaded in 
1:18.06. Dom was third. 

In eight days, Roman’s Touch won two 
more races than his dam did in a career 
that spanned 15 months. Harriet’s Touch, 
by Touch Gold, made aU 10 of her starts 
in Europe. 

STERLING VOW IS TRUE 

Closing day, September 5, produced 
two stirring performances by Maryland- 
breds. Six-year-old Sterling Vow won her 
first race since the Squan Song Stakes in 
December 2009 by surging to a four and a 
half-length score in a two-other-than allow¬ 
ance sprint/$2 5,000 claimer. 

Marilyn Ketts’s chesmut mare had man¬ 
aged only six starts in the 21 months 
between victories, but she pronounced her¬ 
self healthy with a vigorous rally under 
Alberto Delgado. Fourth of five early. 
Sterling Vow saved ground, angled off the 
rail and passed Lori Z’s Punch, favored 
Alwaysacontest and finally Southern 
Sweetie in a four and a half-length victory 
over the late-gaining Wild Kay. The winner, 
by Broken Vow out of the winning Silver 
Deputy mare Silver N Satin, took 1:19.33 
to go six and a half furlongs. 

Bred by At Last Farm LLC, Sterling 
Vow has raced 25 times since her July 2007 
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Rapid Redux’s Timonium appearance only furthered the carnival atmosphere. As the big wheel turned, the 
big deal churned: Under J.D. Acosta, Rapid Redux embellished the revelry with his 16th straight victory. 


debut. But trainer Ron Sweeney has main¬ 
tained her appetite for earning; she’s made 
$156,428. 

GOOD LOOKING GIRL 
A PROFILE IN SPEED 

One race earlier, Herman Braude’s 
Good Looking Girl fled from three other 
2-year-old fillies in a six and a half-length 
allowance victory at four furlongs. It took 
her :45.78. 

Good Looking Girl blasted to a clear 
lead and entertained no challenges under 
Wesley Ho, who hand-rode her to the 
wire. Rock N Mary was second, odds-on 
Bluegrass Atatude third and Silky star last. 

By Medallist out of six-figure earner 
Douce Douce (by Bold Ruckus), Good 
Looking Girl finished fourth of sixth in the 
Grade 2 Matron Stakes at Belmont Park in 
July for trainer Jerry Robb. Bred by Charles 
and Cynthia McGinnes, Good Looking 
Girl exited the Timonium allowance having 
won two of five and $47,790. 

MY MAN DAN SAYS ‘SAYONARA’ 

fiiroki Goto, one of Japan’s leading jock¬ 
eys, spent the summer riding at Monmouth 
Park and elsewhere in the Mid-Atlantic. On 
September 3, he was on a five-eighths-mile 
track before an open-air grandstand for a 
$23,000 allowance ride. 

His mount. My Man Dan, had had an 
eventful debut at Calder in May, overcom¬ 
ing a tangled start in a $32,000 maiden- 
claiming victory at four and a half fur¬ 
longs. In his remrn engagement nearly four 
months later. My Man Dan had a clean trip, 
his first with Goto, in a widening victory 
that returned $3.80. 

Goto showed bullring panache, putting 
My Man Dan close to the front-running 
Suntorious at six and a half furlongs. My 
Man Dan moved to the lead with three 
furlongs left, denied a challenge by Play 
Eighteen into the stretch and won by nearly 
four lengths in 1:19.11. 

By Badge of Silver, My Man Dan is out 
of the Miner’s Mark mare Ruby Tango, an 
earner of $245,829. Trainer Ward co-owns 
My Man Dan, a Kentucky-bred 2-year-old, 
with Mike SchmeHng. 

CANDY GAMES, SWEETLY 

A couple of hours before My Man Dan 
scored. Candy Games managed an easy 
victory in a $15,000 starter allowance at 
four furlongs. 

The half-mile speed-fests a Timonium 
signature. Candy Games blazed a path that 
left four challengers flailing. At 2-5, he fin¬ 


ished almost five lengths before Z’buUseye 
in :45.63 under J.D Acosta; Mandatum was 
another two lengths back in third. 

By Candy Ride (Arg) out of stakes-placed 
Playing Games (by Phone Trick), Candy 
Games won his ninth race in 22 outings 
to push his earnings just shy of $150,000. 
Hugh McMahon trains the Canadian-bred 
5-year-old for Wade Glosser. 

KOBISKIE, ROOK, 

PTK TAKE HONORS 

At Timonium, those near-victories can 
pay a premium. 

The trainer and jockey titles were decid¬ 
ed on closing day, and even then in a runoff. 
Dale Capuano and Dane Kobiskie each had 
four victories to lead trainers, but Kobiskie 
collected the $10,000 bonus for more start¬ 
ers (16 to 12) and in-the-money finishes 
(13 to 9). 


Each of Kobiskie’s entrants belonged 
to Tom and Paula Haughey’s PTK LLC, 
which led owners. 

Apprentice Sarah Rook paced the jock¬ 
eys with nine winners, one more than 2010 
meet champ J.D. Acosta. 

CORN DOGS FOR ALL 

Four races into Timonium’s brief sea¬ 
son, Out for a Stroll stunningly ended a 
10-race streak in which she’d finished no 
better than fourth. In an open $5,000 claim- 
er, apprentice Ivan Sabol put the 5-year-old 
Outflanker mare out front and finessed the 
unlikeliest outcome, a two and a half-length 
victory at nearly 50-1. She paid $101.80. 

Owned and bred in Maryland by Susan 
Christiansen, Out for a Stroll had made 
none of her previous 28 starts on a half- 
mile track. The victory was her third for 
trainer Leslie Glazier. ^

World-class 
miler Sahpresa: 
PA-bred and 
heaven-sent 


A widow visits her husband’s gravesite 
and whispers that the mare won 
again. A boy, becoming a man, qui¬ 
etly shows his irrepressible dad that he’s 
making it. A Bhtish-born horseman, now 
in Maryland, thinks back about buying a 
lame filly at Keeneland. A non-commer¬ 
cial breeding farm in Chester County, 
Pennsylvania, adds another commercial 
score to its storied ledger. 

Sahpresa did it again, winning her third 
consecutive Group 1 Sun Chariot Stakes at 
Newmarket on September 24. 

Born at Pennsylvania’s Derry Meeting 
Farm, bred by international ‘‘gentleman” 
Douglas McIntyre, trained in France by 
the effervescent Rod Collet and now 
owned by mighty Japanese breeder Teruya 
Yoshida, Sahpresa won for the eighth time 
in her career. Sent off the 13-8 favorite, 
the 6-year-old daughter of Sahm settled 
in mid-pack, pulling mildly while racing 
comfortably over the Rowley Mile, before

In the 2011 edition, Sahpresa achieved an unprecedented third straight victory in the one-mile Sun Chariot, 
this time for powerfulJapanese horseman Teruya Yoshida. As a tribute to Douglas McIntyre, the mare’s newly 
deceased breeder and former owner, jockey Christophe Lemaire slipped a black armband above his left elbow. 


jockey Christophe Lemaire pulled her out 
with three furlongs to go. Off she went, 
through the dip and to the lead, holding 
off Chachamaidee and Strawberrydaiquiri, 
relishing again the mile strip at Newmarket. 

‘d think she is better than she ever has 
been before; it could be crazy to say that 
because she’s a mare,” Collet said. “She’s 
a fighting filly. She Hkes winning. She is 
impressive with her acceleration. She ran 
very close to Goldikova, and we know 
Goldikova is a champion fiUy.” 

Born the same year as French starlets 
Goldikova (Ire) and Zarkava, Sahpresa 
might have danced in the shadows of 
those champions, but she’s etched her 
own mark on European racing, becoming 
the first to win three consecutive renewals 
of the Sun Chariot and earning more than 
1 million British pounds. 

McIntyre campaigned Sahpresa 
through her first two wins in the Sun 
Chariot before seUing her to Yoshida. 
A 92-year-old bon vivant, McIntyre died 
days before the September 24 race, which 
brought the French-born Lemaire to slip 
a black armband above his left elbow and 
make history. 

Bruce Jackson, who operates Fair 
Hill Equine Therapy Center at the Fair 
HiU Training Center, met McIntyre in 
Bermuda in the early 1990s and picked 
out Sahpresa’s future mother, Sorpresa, 
at Keeneland’s September Yearling Sale 
in 1997. McIntyre paid $17,000 for the 
daughter of Pleasant Tap. 

“She was on his Hst, one he really 
wanted, but every time I went to see her 
at the barn, she couldn’t be shown because 
she had a terrible foot abscess and was 
three-legged,” Jackson said, meaning lame. 
“Evidently, it popped a few hours before 
she was to go up to the ring; consequently 
she didn’t bring much money. We held her 
in quite high regard. She was a fairly well- 
meant filly.” 

Sorpresa won two of her first three 
starts, taking a maiden and an allowance at 
Delaware Park in 1999, giving jockey Brent 
Bartram his 2,000th career victory on a day 
Douglas and Ines McIntyre were on hand. 
She finished sixth in the Christiana Stakes 
in her next start and wound up winning 
once more, retiring at the end of 2000. 

“She was a big, strapping, power¬ 
ful, forward-training type,” Jackson said. 
“Certainly the type you would want as a 
broodmare.” 


Jackson suggested sending the mare 
to Bettina Jenney’s Derry Meeting Farm 
in CochranviUe, Pa. Bred to Shadwell’s 
Sahm, the only male offspring dropped by 
1990 Irish Derby-Gl winner Salsabil (Ire), 
Sorpresa delivered Sahpresa on February 
11, 2005. Raised with five other fillies, 
Sahpresa shipped to France the fall of her 
yearhng year. 

“She was more solid than she was tail, 
but she was real muscled. She was a pretty 
nice mover,” said Derry Meeting farm 
manager Robert Goodyear Jr. “The most 
important thing was, she went out there 
and did her job. A lot of horses can have 
the abihty, but if they don’t have the head, 
they don’t make a nice race horse like she 
did. We raise them in groups of six fiUies, 
and they run around together; she was in 
a pack with a lot of nice horses. She was 
always right there with them.” 

Marshall Jenney had established Derry 
Meeting Farm in 1968, converting the 300- 
acre dairy farm in the heart of horse coun¬ 
try into Pennsylvania’s premier nursery. 
Bettina continued the tradition after her 
affable husband died in 2000. Storm Cat, 
Danzig, Tikkanen, Selkirk, Mrs. Lindsay, 
Mrs. Penny. . . the list of Derry Meeting 
foals reads long and lush, and now includes 
the only three-time winner of the Sun 
Chariot. 

McIntyre, retired from a career in man¬ 
ufacturing and dividing his time between 
Monaco and Bermuda, traditionally kept 


two mares at Derry Meeting and stayed in 
contact by telephone. 

“I never met Mr. McIntyre, but we 
talked to him on the phone aU the time, 
and he was so excited about Sahpresa,” 
Jenney said. “I think he knew it was time 
to sell at that time in his life; he must have 
gotten a nice sum of money for her. For 
her to go win that race for the third time, 
it was unbelievable. We were so happy for 
Douglas aU along, the nicest person as a 
client.” 

After the sale, Sahpresa finished fourth 
in the Champions Mile-Gl at Kyoto, Japan, 
and third in the Hong Kong Mile-Gl at 
Sha Tin to finish out 2010. This year, she 
remrnedin June, winning the Group 3 Prix 
du Palais-Royal at Longchamp. In her next 
three starts, all Group 1 races, she finished 
second to Timepiece at Newmarket, sec¬ 
ond to three-time Breeders’ Cup Mile-Gl 
winner Goldikova at Deauville in July and 
third to Immortal Verse at Deauville in 
August. Sure, she was wearing the yellow, 
red and black silks of Yoshida, Japan’s 
biggest owner, but McIntyre was on every¬ 
body’s mind. 

McIntyre’s widow, Ines, made sure he 
knew his best prodigy had won again, 
whispered at his grave. She’s sure he 
understood. 

Thirty years ago, following advice from 
his accountant who explained the tax 
benefits of the horse business, McIntyre 
invested in horses, buying the proper¬ 
ty now known as NewseUs Park Stud, 
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near Newmarket, and campaigning an 
international stable. McIntyre considered 
Sahpresa the best he ever owned. 

“Douglas was a taU, elegant, British gen- 
deman. Loved his racing, loved his breed¬ 
ing,” Jackson said. ‘‘Just a super human 
being who always wanted the best for his 
horses. He would always tell you to give 
them time. If they ran two or three times 
a year, he was happy. He would call me 
whenever Sahpresa was running; she gave 
him a lot of pleasure in his later Hfe, even 
after he sold her. He was a super, super 
man.” 

Collet would agree. Now 37, he worked 
for John Gosden in Newmarket, Jack Van 
Berg in Cahfornia and, of course, his 
father in Chantilly. Robert Collet earned 
his first British classic when Son of Love 
(Fr) won the Group 1 St. Leger in 1979, 
and he shocked the Breeders’ Cup when 
Last Tycoon (Ire) won the Grade 1 Mile 
in 1986. 


Collet, with a push and a hand from 
his dad, bought Francois Boutin’s train¬ 
ing yard after the legendary trainer died 
in 1995. Rod Collet, short for Rodolphe, 
moved into a yard that housed Breeders’ 
Cup Juvenile-G1 winner Arazi and so 
many other champions. McIntyre was one 
of his first owners, sending him two horses 
every year. Sahpresa provided Collet’s first 
Group 1 triumph when she ousted 1,000 
Guineas-G1 winner Ghanaati in the 2009 
Sun Chariot. 

Collet took his time with the bay 
Pennsylvania-bred filly, unveiling her in July 
2008. The 3-year-old won her debut, six 
starts later finished fourth to Goldikova, 
two starts later won her first Sun Chariot. 
Collet credits McIntyre for her success and 
longevity. 

“Mr. McIntyre was a really good man,” 
Collet said. “He gave me the chance of my 
Hfe; it was so important. You have to have 
time to train horses, and he would always 


say, ^Don’t worry, don’t worry, Rodolphe, 
take time, take time. I own the horses. I 
bred the horses. If they need time, we give 
them time.’ It was a dream for him. I think 
he bred horses for 30 years, and he didn’t 
ever have a fiUy of that quaHty. He had a 
dream. It was a good story.” 

After this year’s Sun Chariot, Collet 
planned on continuing the story with a 
return to Kyoto and Sha Tin, and then 
figured Sahpresa would go to Japan to 
begin her Hfe as a broodmare, completing 
the journey that began with a lame yearHng 
at Keeneland and finished with a three¬ 
time winner of a Group 1 in England. In 
between, the Httie bay fiUy touched a breed¬ 
ing farm in Chester County, a horseman at 
Fair Hill, a French trainer who showed 
his dad he could make it, a purist owner 
who respected the sport and a heartbroken 
widow somewhere in Bermuda, whispering 
to a grave. 

“She won again, dear. She won again.” ^

HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent 
supporting issues as selected by a committee headed by 
the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative Committee.

Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the State 
Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to 
a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in 
any given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the 
PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

In Memoriam 



ALBERT H. COHEN 

Ownef/breeder Albert H. (Big Al) 
Cohen, a multi-faceted developer and 
entrepreneur who parmered with son 
Randy on the creation of Hickory Plains 
Farm and the breeding of graded stakes 
winner and Maryland-bred divisional 
champ Moon Catcher, died on August 26. 
He was 89. 

A structural engineer by training, Mr. 
Cohen founded the Frederick Construction 
Company Inc., whose buildings distinguish 
the Maryland landscape. The company 
built schools in Prince George's, Mont¬ 
gomery and Frederick counties; the first 
wing to Frederick Memorial Hospital; dor¬ 
mitories for the University of Maryland 
and Mount St. Mary's College; the Under¬ 
ground Pentagon in the Catoctin Moun¬ 


tains and various shopping centers. Freder¬ 
ick Construction also took part in develop¬ 
ing the Capital Centre Arena in handover. 

Two years after retiring in 1982, Mr. 
Cohen and son Randy formed Hickory 
Plains, a 220-acre Ijarnsville, Md., spread 
that quickly became a bona-fide fuU-service 
Thoroughbred farm. By then, Mr. Cohen 
had had experience with a major-league 
stakes winner, acquiring Cojak following 
the dispersal of Jean Poirier's Entremont 
Farm. Cojak, the Maryland-bred juvenile 
champion of 1975, won a division of the 
1977 Malibu-G2 at Santa Anita and six 
other stakes as a $400,000 racer. He fin¬ 
ished his stud career at Hickory Plains, 
standing until the mid-1990s. 

Before the decade ended. Hickory 
Plains was thriving as an important Thor- 


DAVID P. REYNOLDS: ALUMINUM SCION HAD 
LASTING METTLE AS BREEDER AND OWNER 


D avid P. Reynolds, the aluminum mag¬ 
nate who co-owned and co-bred clas¬ 
sic winner Tabasco Cat and raced 
scores of other homebred stakes winners 
across half a century, died on August 29 in 
Richmond. He was 96. 

Former CEO of the Reynolds Metals 
Company founded by his father, Richard 
S. Reynolds Sr., Mr. Reynolds bred and 
raced the sprint sensation Lord Carson, 
a graded stakes winner who equaled two 
track records. Mr. Reynolds also won the 
Barbara Fritchie Handicap, then a Grade 3, 
with Lady Dean (1982) and Amy Be Good 
(1990) and made an indelible mark on the 
Maryland breeding industry and beyond 
by standing the lightly raced, considerably 
influential Lord Gaylord. 

Born in Bristol, Tenn., and raised in 
Louisville, Ky, Mr. Reynolds became taken 
with horses after meeting Warner L. Jones 
at The LawrenceviUe School, a New Jersey 
prep academy whose football team Mr. 
Reynolds captained. That honor reflected 
the heart and athleticism of Mr. Reynolds, 
who barely exceeded five feet in height. 

Mr. Reynolds also captained the Prince¬ 
ton University polo team and lost an eye in 
one match, which did nothing to suppress 
his 2 eal for Thoroughbreds. Jones bought 
Hermitage Farm in Kentucky in 1935, and 



Mr. Reynolds bred his first horses there in 
the late 1950s. 

As with many of his undertakings, 
Mr. Reynolds found immediate success. 
The first horse he bred. Be Somebody 
(Barbi 2 on—^Bollure, by Bolero) won three 
stakes in 1962; a riding blunder by Johnnie 
Rot 2 cost the 2-year-old a fourth. In a 
1990 interview, Mr. Reynolds called the 
head-length defeat to Rambunctious in the 


World's Playground ‘‘one of the biggest 
disappointments in my Hfe." 

Primarily a Virginia resident, Reynolds 
bred most of his horses in Maryland and 
thereby fortified its racing industry. His 
niece, Glennie, married Duck Martin of 
Worthington Farms, the Glyndon, Md., 
Thoroughbred nursery that became a well- 
spring for many of Mr. Reynolds's horses. 

A bold thinker whatever the enterprise, 
Mr. Reynolds, with brother Louis, deter¬ 
mined to make a smd of Lord Gaylord. A 
foal of 1970, Lord Gaylord had won once 
in six starts and earned about $7,500 in a 
star-crossed career. 

But Mr. Reynolds asserted that the 
numbers obscured the abihty of Lord 
Gaylord, whom he'd bought as a yearling 
from Jones. A Triple Crown-nominated 
son of Sir Gaylord, Lord Gaylord had 
hurt an ankle in a maiden race at Hialeah 
that compromised his racing upside. Equal 
partners, Mr. Reynolds and brother Louis 
stood Lord Gaylord at Worthington and 
soon presided over a breeding phenom¬ 
enon. 

Eventually syndicated. Lord Gaylord 
became a prolific stallion who sired 1980 
juvenile champion Lord Avie and nearly 
three do 2 en stakes winners, among them 
I Rejoice, an earner of $502,476,1 Am the 
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oughbred breeder and owner. The farm 
encompassed 80 horses in 1999 and yielded 
22 homebred winners, among them stakes 
heroes Carnivorous Habit, Mysterious Jak 
and Red Star Rose. Red Star Rose was the 
Maryland-bred juvenile champion male of 
1998. 

Other Cohen-bred stakes winners 
included True Sensation, Pour It On, 
Skyjack and fuU younger brother CaHco 
Jak, Acres, Red Velvet Cake and Etta, 
who became a Hickory Plains broodmare. 
Through Hickory Plains, Mr. Cohen raced 
some homebreds, sold others. 

With Ferris AUen, the Cohens bred 
Smartster to Makbu Moon in 2003 and 
got Moon Catcher. Sold as a weanling for 
$49,000 and as a yearling for $75,000, the 
bay filly produced big numbers on the race 
track. Moon Catcher won the Grade 2 
Delaware Oaks in 2007, the year she was 
voted outstanding Maryland-bred 3-year- 
old filly, four stakes in all and $714,450. In 
2008, she was auctioned as a broodmare 
prospect for $1.35 million. 


Beyond horse racing, Mr. Cohen occu¬ 
pied many other prominent positions. 
He served 12 years as a member of the 
Hood College Board of Trustees and in 
1991 became the first trustee emeritus of 
the Community Foundation of Frederick 
County. He was honored in 2000 as Master 
Entrepreneur by the Entrepreneur Council 
of Frederick County. 

He was a founding member of 
Associated Builders and Contractors, a 
director and longtime board member of 
Farmers and Mechanics Bank, and a direc¬ 
tor of Terrace Lanes Inc., Capital Centre 
Arena, Digital Systems Inc., Beth Shalom 
congregation, the Washington Bullets, 
Wizards and Capitals, the Y.M.C.A., United 
Way and Verizon Center. 

Mr. Cohen volunteered at Frederick 
Memorial Hospital and was a member of 
the VFW, Elks Lodge and Eagles and, 
for more than 50 years, the Columbia 
Masonic Lodge #58. He also served as 
president of the Rotary Club of Frederick. 


HAROLD FRANK JONES 

Harold Frank Jones, 81, a longtime 
backstretch worker who spent about the 
last 20 years in the Laurel Park barn 
of trainer King T. Leatherbury, died on 
August 25. 

Formally schooled, Mr. Jones report¬ 
edly earned an agronomy degree from 
the University of Connecticut. ‘‘He had 
knowledge of things’’ beyond horse racing, 
Leatherbury said. 

Mr. Jones worked as a groom and later 
as a hotwalker for Leatherbury. 

IRISH RUGIERI 

Patricia (Trish) Rugieri, who worked 
for trainer Steve Hinds at Pimhco Race 
Course, died on August 10. She was 46. 

TINY WHYE 

Clarence (Tiny) Whye, 81, a Pimlico 
backs tretch employee for nearly 60 years, 
died on August 13. 


Game ($369,051), Harriman ($366,835), 
Lady Dean ($361,328), Notches Trace 
($360,562) and Lord March ($307,374). 

In time, Mr. Reynolds added Gaylord’s 
Carousel (by Lord Gaylord) and Northern 
Raja to the Worthington stallion roster. By 
1990, his Thoroughbred enterprise fuUy 
evolved, Mr. Reynolds had more than 100 
horses. 

The best were yet to come. In 1994, 
Mr. Reynolds made his deepest imprint on 
the sport with Tabasco Cat, winner of the 
Preakness-Gl and Belmont Stakes-Gl. Mr. 
Reynolds bred and raced Tabasco Cat with 
William T. Young of Overbrook Farm 
as part of an equitable arrangement: Mr. 
Reynolds had provided the mare, s takes- 
placed Barbicue Sauce (by Sauce Boat); 
Young, the illustrious stallion Storm Cat. 

Tabasco Cat became a running sensa¬ 
tion beyond the race track. In December 
1993, after a third-place finish in the Grade 1 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile, Tabasco Cat got 
loose in his Santa Anita Park stable and 
trampled assistant trainer Jeff Lukas, frac¬ 
turing Lukas’s skull and rendering him 
temporarily comatose. As Lukas slowly 
recovered. Tabasco Cat won two graded 
stakes in California, finished second in the 
Santa Anita Derby-Gl and sixth in the 
Kentucky Derby-Gl. 

The Preakness thus bore a certain 
catharsis for trainer D. Wayne Lukas, Jeff’s 
father, as Tabasco Cat rallied under Pat 
Day and defeated Kentucky Derby winner 
Go for Gin by three-quarters of a length. 
Three weeks later. Tabasco Cat beat Go 
for Gin again in the Belmont but ultimately 


lost the 3-year-old championship to Horse 
of the Year Holy Bull. 

With a record of 18-8-3-2 and $2,347,671, 
Tabasco Cat was retired after his 3-year-old 
season. He stood at Overbrook Farm in 
Kentucky from 1995 to 2000, transferred 
to Japan in 2001 and died there of a heart 
attack in 2004 at age 13. 

As Tabasco Cat finished his racing 
career. Lord Carson took his first feisty 
strides for purse money. A Mr. Reynolds 
homebred by Carson City out of the Lord 
Gaylord mare Bedgay’s Lady, Lord Carson 
won a Keeneland stakes in his third start 
as a 2-year-old and achieved his signature 
victory in his second-last outing, the 1996 
Boojum Handicap-G2 at Belmont. 

Lord Carson won six stakes in a 12-for- 
27 career, grossed Mr. Reynolds $654,742 
and equaled track records at Churchill 
Downs and Turfway Park. He was retired 
to stud at the Vinery in Kentucky and 
moved to Tommy Town Thoroughbreds 
in California, where he died in a 2005 
breeding-shed accident. 

That he never owned a farm despite 
his vast Thoroughbred holdings and 
unabashed commitment to the industry, 
Mr. Reynolds thus explained: “I was too 
busy trying to sell aluminum.” 

It was a birthright. His father, Richard 
S. Reynolds Sr., had learned the cigarette 
trade under his uncle, tobacco baron R.J. 
Reynolds. Richard Reynolds Sr. formed 
LouisviUe-based US. Foil as a maker of 
cigarette foils at the onset of World War 
I and bought his first aluminum plant in 


1928, marking the creation of Reynolds 
Metals. 

The youngest of Richard Reynolds’s 
four sons, Mr. Reynolds graduated from 
Princeton in the late 1930s, entered the 
family business and earned his way up. 

The company by then diversified, Mr. 
Reynolds drove a truck, served as assistant 
manager of the company’s aircraft-parts 
division during World War II and later con¬ 
vinced beverage makers on the advantages 
of aluminum over glass for soft drinks and 
beer. Conceiving new uses for aluminum 
foil, he helped make Reynolds Wrap a 
household staple. 

The last member of his family to serve 
as chairman and CEO of Reynolds Metals, 
Mr. Reynolds earned a reputation as an 
environmentalist in part through his early 
advocacy of consumer aluminum recycling. 

Mr. Reynolds joined the company’s 
board in 1945, served on its executive 
committee from 1955 to 1986 and as CEO 
from 1976 to 1986. A $148 million com¬ 
pany when Mr. Reynolds arrived, Reynolds 
Metals had $6 billion in revenue by the 
time he relinquished an everyday role in 
the mid-1980s. He was named chairman 
emeritus in 1988 and retired from the com¬ 
pany’s board in 1995. 

In 1977, President Jimmy Carter 
appointed him to the board of the National 
Alliance of Businessmen and named him a 
regional chairman. Mr. Reynolds also was 
a director of the Collegiate School, a New 
York City day school for boys, and the 
United Negro College Fund.

Mr. Whye, a resident of PimHco, 
rubbed, bandaged, saddled, blanketed and 
walked horses from 1948 to 2007. He 
worked for trainers Ray Vogelman, John 
DiNatale, George Clarke and others. 

Raised in Baltimore County, Mr. Whye 
told the Baltimore Sun in a 2001 interview 
that he got the nickname Teeny from his 
mother. ^‘That was too small,” said Mr. 
Whye, who changed his moniker to Tiny 
and became a 5-foot 4-inch adult. 

As a teenager in the mid-1940s, Mr. 
Whye walked to Timonium Race Track 
and took a job as an exercise rider. Among 
10 siblings, three brothers worked at the 
track; one, Earl Whye, later galloped 1971 
Preakness Stakes-G1 winner Canonero II. 

Another of his brothers paralyzed from 
a riding accident, Mr. Whye soon became a 
stablehand. “You see people get hurt, and 
you figure you [are] better on the ground,” 
he said. 

Living in the Pimlico dormitories most 
of his adult life, Mr. Whye said he had no 
need for a driver's hcense. He noted, how¬ 
ever, that he had a Buick for a time. 

Mr. Whye explained his rationale for 
never marrying by saying, “Pd rather have 
a horse. Ain't nothing hke a horse.”

VAST EXPANSION OF 
NORTHVIEW PA ROSTER 



N orthview PA, one of Pennsylvania’s 
most important smd farms, will be 
exponentially stronger in 2012 with 
the announced addition of four stallions 
for the next breeding season. 

Pennsylvania’s top three sires of 
2011—Jump Start, E Dubai and Smarty 
Jones—who previously stood at Tarry 
Bratton’s Ghost Ridge Farms in Felton, 
Pa., and are currently based in the 
Southern Hemisphere, will join Breeders’ 
Cup Sprint-Gl winner Silver Train at the 
Peach Bottom farm. Fairbanks, Medallist 
and Love of Money, who have stood at 
Northview PA since the operation was 
launched in 2009, remain in residence. 

Northview’s newly appointed director 
of bloodstock services, Carl McEntee, the 
former general manager at Ghost Ridge, 
stated, “I obviously have a connection with 
these very special horses from my time at 
Ghost Ridge. With the addition of these 
stallions, Northview sohdifies themselves 


as the leading staUion farm in Maryland 
and Pennsylvania; and, for that matter, the 
Northeast.” 

AH four stallions have sired graded 
stakes winners in 2011, led by Jump Start, 
with the accomplished 3-year-olds Prayer 
for Rehef (with earnings of $932,700 for 
the year) and Pants On Fire ($779,500). 

International sire E Dubai has a Group 
1 winner in Panama, but his most success¬ 
ful runner this year is Group 2 Godolphin 
Mile winner Sky surfers, an earner of 
$705,000 in Dubai. 

Smarty Jones’s daughter Gilded Gem, a 
graded stakes winner at Santa Anita, is also 
Grade 1 -placed this year. 

The youngest of the four. Silver 
Train, stood the 2011 season at Vinery 
in Kentucky. The striking dark bay ranks 
among the nation’s leading second-crop 
sires. Through early October, he led aU 
sophomore sires by number of winners 
for the year, with 64, bettering the Hkes of 


Bernardini, War Front, Congrats, Rockport 
Harbor and Bluegrass Cat. 

A top-10 freshman sire in 2010, Silver 
Train had 24 juvenile winners last year, one 
shy of the leaders. 

^Mhis impressive young sire keeps pro¬ 
ducing winners, and with the state-bred 
incentive program we have, it will be a 
resounding success,” said McEntee. 

Acting as agent for purchaser HnR 
Horseracing, McEntee brokered the deal 
with Vinery, which has retained an interest 
in Silver Train. 

‘‘This horse was sensational on the track 
and had superior speed,” said HnR CEO 
Hank Nothhaft, a Pennsylvania native. 
“It is these traits that he is passing down 
through his progeny. Positioning him in 
Pennsylvania sohdifies him as one of the 
best-valued horses in the Northeast,” 
added the West coast-based entrepreneur. 

Silver Train is the sire of 13 stakes 
horses, nine in 2011. His most accom- 
phshed runner to date is J J’s Lucky Train, 
winner of the Grade 3 Bay Shore Stakes in 
April with earnings of $389,214. His 
2-year-old son Silver Boxcar captured the 
Premio Esmeralda Stakes at Emerald 
Downs in August. He has total progeny 
earnings of nearly $3 milhon. 

A son of major winner Old Trieste (by 
A.P Indy), Silver Train won the Breeders’ 
Cup Sprint at Belmont Park as a 3-year- 
old, getting six furlongs in 1:08.86. The 
next year, he capmred the Metropohtan 
Handicap-Gl at one mile; additional victo¬ 
ries included the Grade 2 Jerome and Tom 
Fool Handicaps. While winning or placing 
in 13 of his 17 starts, he earned $1,259,345 
and counted thirds in three stakes, among 
them the Grade 1 Cigar Mile. 

“I was very happy that Hank Nothhaft, 
the owner of Silver Train, after visiting our 
Pennsylvania facilities, had decided to place 
his stallion under our care,” said Richard 
Golden, president of Northview Stallion 
Station. 

Out of the stakes-placed Cormorant 
mare Ridden in Thestars, 9-year-old Silver 
Train will stand for $7,500. 

“Northview is obviously very pleased 
to be the new home in Pennsylvania for 
Smarty Jones, E Dubai and Jump Start. I 
would like to thank Mr. Bratton and the 
shareholders of the three stallions for their 
vote of confidence in our farm,” added 
Golden. “I think that the addition of these 
four new stallions wiU balance our roster 
and give every one of our clients many 
more choices when they are planning their 
matings.”

A GRAND FIRST-TIMER 
FOR GRAND RESERVE 


S hes a Grand Show, the first starter 
for West Virginia sire Grand Reserve, 
broke her maiden in sharp fashion 
in her second start on September 4 at 
Charles Town, then wheeled right back 13 
days later to finish second in the $50,000 
Rachefs Turn Stakes. In just over a month, 
the 2-year-old filly made three starts and 
earned $28,430 for owner/trainer Jean 
Rofe. 

Bred by Rofe and her late husband, 
prominent veterinarian Calvin Rofe, Shes 
a Grand Show is the first foal out of the 
Turn West mare Show No Mercy In her 
debut on August 14 in maiden special 
weight company at Charles Town, she 
finished third behind another first-time 
starter. Navy Chapel. 

Shes a Grand Show’s maiden special 
weight victory was accomphshed by gun¬ 
ning for the lead from the start. After 
dueling with the favorite LiUyona early, she 
shook clear to win by a length and three- 


quarters under Ramon Maldonado while 
finishing four and a half furlongs in:53.08. 

In the Rachel’s Turn, also at four and a 
half furlongs. Navy Chapel was the over¬ 
whelming choice, but Shes a Grand Show 
pushed her through the opening quarter, 
and although she lost ground to Navy 
Chapel late, she finished a clear second. 
‘‘She bucked shins in that race,” noted 
Rofe, who expected the filly to return after 
a couple of months off. 

The Rofes purchased Grand Reserve, 
a stakes-winning son of champion and 
major sire Theatrical (Ire), at the conclu¬ 
sion of his racing career from his breeders, 
Bert and Diana Firestone. A beautiful dark 
bay, he has a temperament to match, notes 
his owner. “Some stallions are so enjoy¬ 
able—he is just so easy to deal with,” said 
Rofe. 

Trained by Bill Mott, Grand Reserve 
made three starts during an abbreviated 
career. Sent out in a mile and a sixteenth 


allowance on the mrf at Calder at 2, he ral¬ 
lied to finish third in his only juvenile start, 
beaten less than a length after traihng last 
of 12 in the early running. 

He won both his starts at 3. The first 
was a maiden special weight at a mile and 
three-sixteenths over Saratoga’s turf course 
in which he led at every caU. He followed 
with a score in the mile and an eighth 
Subordination Stakes at Belmont Park, 
also on the turf, and retired with earnings 
of $70,650. 

Out of the Secret Hello mare Hidden 
Cove, Grand Reserve is a half-brother to 
stakes-placed Carson Cove. His dam is 
a winning half-sister to Group 2 winner 
Nemain and French stakes winner Arctic 
Echpse. 

Grand Reserve’s granddam is multiple 
graded stakes winner GuUs Cry, a daugh¬ 
ter of the legendary *Sea-Bird who pro¬ 
duced additional stakes horses Chumming 
(2nd Flamingo S-Gl, Remsen S-Gl, etc.). 
Parting Sea and Saihng Minstrel. The latter 
is the dam of $475,518-earner Navesink, 
winner of the Grade 2 Jamaica Handicap 
and Grade 3 Kent Breeders’ Cup Stakes, as 
well as stakes winner Efficient Frontier and 
graded stakes-placed Artie Cry. 

Grand Reserve stood his first two sea¬ 
sons at the Rofes’ Mortgage Hall Farm in 
Middleburg, Va., before moving to West 
Virginia in 2011. He has one other starter 
in his first crop of three registered foals, 
and counts eight foals in his current crop 
of yearhngs. Rofe notes he had his biggest 
book to date in 2011 when breeding more 
than 30 mares. 

The 9-year-old stallion will stand the 
2012 season at One Sparrow Farm in 
Charles Town for $1,000 five foal.

T he well-established and consistent sire 
Petionville has moved from Kenmcky 
to stand the 2012 breeding season 
at Michael Jester’s Penn Ridge Farms in 
Harrisburg, Pa. Owned by Everest Farm 
LLC, the dark bay son of Seeking the 
Gold win stand for $6,000 live foal, pay¬ 
able when the foal stands and nurses, with 
special consideration to mares foaling in 
Pennsylvania. 


With hfetime progeny earnings in 
excess of $33.6 million and 41 stakes win¬ 
ners (through early October), Petionville 
is the most successful sire to stand in the 
Keystone State.

EMERALD BEECH RISES 
IN GLENS FALLS-G3 

H all of Fame trainer Jonathan Sheppard has been a master 
at keeping runners competitive at the highest level long 
after many of their contemporaries have been retired. His 
prowess has been just the ticket for Augustin Stable’s homebred 
Emerald Beech. The 5-year-old Pennsylvania-bred mare, who 
didn’t make her stakes debut until the fall of 2010, put together an 
impressive string of wins during the summer of 2011, including 
two stakes, culminating with the Grade 3 Glens Falls on Saratoga’s 
closing day on September 5. 

A bay daughter of Maria’s Mon, Emerald Beech was second 
choice in the field of nine under Alex SoHs, who first teamed up 
with the mare for an allowance win on the grass at Belmont Park 
on July 3. Reserved in midpack early in the mile and three-eighths 
Glens Falls, Emerald Beech quickened significantly over the soft 
turf course as she approached the far turn and took aim on leader 
Dynaslew when straightened for the stretch drive. Taking charge 
with an eighth of a mile to go, she won by a length and a half over 
Dynaslew. It was seven and a half lengths back to Senada in third. 
Emerald Beech completed the distance in 2:21.71. 

‘‘She handled the softer turf very well here,” said Sohs. “At 
Belmont, she also ran on softer turf and handled it good as well, 
so we thought she would be fine on the turf today.” 

Emerald Beech came into the Glens Falls, her first graded stakes 
attempt, off a determined effort in Saratoga’s Waya Stakes, also on 
the turf, on August 10. Sohs kept a firm hold on the mare during 
the opening furlongs of the mile and a half Waya, moved her up 
quickly along the rail to get in right behind the leaders going into 
the far turn, then had to ease off while boxed in and waiting for an 
opening. Heading into the stretch, a narrow path appeared along 


the rail and Emerald Beech produced a dazzling mrn of foot, zip¬ 
ping through, then holding off Senada to win by a neck. 

“The one thing she does is stay forever,” noted Sheppard. “She 
used to run off and now she’s learned to relax. She’s just matured.” 

Emerald Beech launched her career with MacDonald Benson 
at Woodbine, where she won first time out in June 2009, but 
missed in four subsequent starts. She was sent to Sheppard’s barn 
in the fall of 2009. 

Her summer streak was launched in allowance company, going 
a mile over the Tapeta surface at Presque Isle Downs on May 19. 
She rallied from last for her allowance score at Belmont, flying 
home in the mile and a sixteenth test to get up just in time at the 
wire. 

In getting her fifth win from 15 starts. Emerald Beech upped 
her earnings to $238,838. She is the second foal, and second stakes 
performer, for her dam Beyond the Waves, a daughter of Ocean 
Crest bred by George Strawbridge in parmership with Ward 
Stiff Beyond the Waves was a stakes winner in France and mul¬ 
tiple group/graded stakes-placed before retiring to Strawbridge’s 
broodmare band. Her first foal. Water View (by PetionviUe), was 
twice stakes-placed in France at 2 and has earnings of $72,750. 
Beyond the Wave’s only other foal to race, the 4-year-old Sir Ector, 
has earned $95,123 in France. 

Beyond the Waves produced a colt by Smart Strike in February 
and is back in foal to Henrythenavigator.

JUVENILE FILLY 
SHUMOOS A 
GROUP 3 WINNER 

O ne of the best Pennsylvania-bred fillies in competition is 
carving out a sensational campaign in England under the 
name of Shumoos. The juvenile daughter of Distorted 
Humor, hailing from the female line of Grade 1 winner Strategic 
Maneuver, got her first group win when she rallied to take the 
Sirenia Stakes-G3 on September 3 over the all-weather surface at 
Kempton Park. 

Bahrain-based Fawzi Abdulla Nass owns the filly, who was 
purchased by Nass’s bloodstock adviser, Ohver St. Lawrence, for 
$375,000 at the Keeneland September Yearhng sale in 2010. 
Trained by Brian Meehan, Shumoos was successful for a second 
time against colts when taking the Sirenia. Sent off as the favorite 
in the field of seven, she chased leader Vocational before reeling 
her in late. The colt Saigon finished third. 

Shumoos broke her maiden in impressive style in her debut on 
May 28 while facing colts, drawing off to win by four and a half 
lengths in the five-furlong mrf test at Haydock. Immediately 
tested in group company 19 days later, she just missed by a short 
head to Best Terms as the favorite in the Queen Mary Stakes-G2 
at Royal Ascot. She came back three weeks later to finish third in 
the Cherry Hinton Stakes-G2 at Newmarket. In her first five 
starts, she has earned $73,341. 

The dam of Shumoos, Wile Cat, is a daughter of Storm Cat 
out of Strategic Maneuver. Offered at the Keeneland September 
Yearhng sale in 2004, Wile Cat was hsted as sold for $1.3 milhon 
but actually went back to breeder Betty Moran and her Brushwood 
Stable in Malvern, Pa. 

Wile Cat, while unraced, is a full sister to La Canada Stakes-G2 
winner Cat Fighter (a $700,000 Keeneland July sales yearhng), and 
a half-sister to Group 3 winner Ishiguru (sold for $1.15 milhon at 
the Keeneland July sale), and entered the Brushwood broodmare 
band as a hot prospect. Shumoos is her first foal. 

Moran purchased Strategic Maneuver (by Cryptoclearance) 
while the mare carried her first foal, the Danzig filly Venture 
Business, at the Keeneland November sale in 1995 for $800,000. 
The eight yearhngs sold by Brushwood out of Strategic Maneuver 
averaged $756,250. 

Strategic Maneuver was one of the best juvenile fiUies of 1993 
when she won five of her six starts that season, including the 
Grade 1 Matron and Spinaway Stakes and Grade 2 DemoiseUe and 
SchuylerviUe Stakes. She retired with earnings of $414,340. Now 
a pensioner at Brushwood, and a pasture-mate with the equally 
accomplished Bahstroika, 20-year-old Strategic Maneuver pro¬ 
duced her last foal, a filly by Gianfs Causeway,in2010.Brushwood’s 
farm manager.

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Looking back 


10years ago 

B Called a “celebration of the land and of 
the horse ” the first meeting at Shawan 
Downs was deemed a wonderful success. 
Wrote Joe Clancy: “Shawan unveiled its 
suburban Baltimore steeplechase course 
to spectators, sponsors and horses on 
September 29 and each group exited 
happy Ambitious from the beginning, the 
Shawan plan came together with a quality 
course, a rich purse structure, a long spon¬ 
sor list. . . The statistics were impres¬ 
sive-seven races, $127,500 in purses, 56 
horses, about 12,000 fans and a who’s 
who of supporters.” 

Ann and Henry Stern’s gray gelding 
Darn Tipalarm, trained by Jack Fisher and 
ridden by Chip Miller, won the feamred 
event, the $30,000 Legacy Cup. 

B The 2001 MATCH series (Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred Championships) provided 
a windfall for New Jersey owner/trainer 
Janis Gerace as the Vincentown resident 
saw two of the five divisions go to her tal¬ 
ented sprinters Sea of Green and Loaded 
Gun. Gerace took home $190,000 in 
MATCH bonus money. 

Sea of Green competed in aU six of 
the six-furlong races that made up the 
3-year-old dirt sprint division, and never 
finished worse than third in the lineup 
that ran from May through September. 
The son of SeacHff was the overall series 
winner. 

Loaded Gun, a 6-year-old son of 
Prosper Fager, competed in four of the 
five races making up the 3-year-olds and 
up, dirt sprint division. Although he didn’t 
win any of the five, he gained the most 
points for participation. Two years earher. 
Loaded Gun nearly won the series title, 
but a bad start in the final race dashed his 
chances. 

Other division winners were Mack 
Fehsenfeld’s Key Lory, trained by Dennis 
Manning (3 and up, long-turf); Gerald 
Robins and Jay Weiss’s Queue, trained 
by Vincent Blengs (filHes and mares, 3 
and up, long—turf), and Debbie Oxley’s 
Superduper Miss, trained by Paul Rizzo 
(fillies and mares 3 and up, sprint—dirt). 

Launched in 1997, the MATCH series 
ran five years, but struggles to coordinate racing 
dates and stakes schedules, as well as defections 
of Mid-Atlantic tracks, suspended the program. 
Expected to have a one-year hiatus in 2002, it 
did not return. Talks are underway to revive the 
series for 2012. 


B Jane duPont Lunger, the matriarch of 
famed Christiana Stables, considered one 
of the great private breeding and racing 
operations of the past half-century (which 
she operated for many years with her late 
husband, Harry Lunger), died at the age 
of 87. 

The greatest runner ever produced 
by Christiana was Go for Wand. The 
champion of her division at 2 and 3, 

Go for Wand won seven Grade 1 races 
before her catastrophic breakdown in the 
Breeders’ Cup Distaff-Gl in 1990. 

Many top-class runners competed for 
the Lungers over the decades, including 
Linkage, Thinking Cap, Cyane, Endine 
and Obeah (the dam of Go for Wand). 

25years ago 

B After more than a decade’s absence, 
the well-known colors of Mr. and Mrs. 
Samuel M. Pistorio were again seen in the 
winner’s circle, when a 2-year-old colt 
named Baldski’s Choice broke his maiden 
at Pimhco in September. Purchased at the 
Fasig-Tipton Maryland Two-Year-Olds in 
Training sale for $60,000, Baldski’s Choice 
was trained by Bernie Bond, the brother 
of the Pistorios’ long-time trainer, the late 
Bowes Bond. 

The Pistorios, who first entered the 
Thoroughbred business in the 1940s, had 
bred or raced such major performers as 
Tuscany, Princess Lygia, Singing Beauty 
and Brazen Brat. In 1945, they purchased 
the 7-year-old *St. Germans staUion The 
Rhymer, who became Maryland’s leading 
sire in the late 1950s, counting among his 
runners the marvelous Vertex. 

Well into their 80s, the Pistorios enjoyed 
much success with Baldskfs Choice, who won 
three stakes (two as a 3-year-old) and more than 
$250,000for the couple into the 1989 season. 
Eventually, BaldsHs Choice found his way to the 
barn of John Robb, who trained the son of 
Baldski through the age of 8 for Arnold Heft. 
Baldski's Choice made 96 starts in his career, 
won 18, and earned $568,818. 

B For five days at the end of August, 
Hollywood turned Pimhco into a movie 
set, when Baltimore-born director Barry 
Levinson brought a crew to shoot the film 
Tin Men at the track. Several major scenes 
with stars Danny DeVito, Richard 
Dreyfuss and Barbara Hershey were shot 
on location. 

B Triple Crown Productions released 
details for the Triple Crown Challenge, a 


$5 million award to any horse who could 
sweep the 1987 Kentucky Derby, 
Preakness and Belmont Stakes. Also in 
place was a $1 miUion guaranteed bonus, 
based on a point system, for the horse 
who competed in all three races, finished 
in the money in at least one of them and 
accumulated the most points. 

B Mr. Prospector’s 3-year-old son Two 
Punch was retired to stud at Windfields 
Farm in Chesapeake City, Md. The first 
foal out of Echpse Award-winning 2-year- 
old Heavenly Cause (by *Grey Dawn II), 
Two Punch remained the property of his 
breeder, Eleanor Ryan of Ross Valley 
Farm, and was standing his first season for 
$7,500. 

50years ago 

B Cyane, considered by owners Harry 
and Jane Lunger of Christiana Stables as 
the “best 2-year-old they have ever raced,” 
was recovering from a hairline fracture at 
trainer Henry S. Clark’s Glengar Farm in 
Glyndon, Md. The injury was sustained 
during Cyane’s winning effort in the 
Futurity in New York. 

Cyane came back at 3 to win the Dwyer 
Handicap andplace in two stakes. 

B The two auctions held at Timonium 
generated much discussion, but the con¬ 
sensus was that the yearlings, offered over 
two evenings, sold cheap and the mixed 
stock, in the ring three days later, sold well. 

Commenting on the yearlings after the 
sale, Fasig-Tipton general manager John 
Finney said the results “clearly showed 
there is no longer an eager market for 
cheap yearlings.” But he added: “Yearlings 
which boasted creditable pedigrees and 
were sound in appearance still evoked 
bids commensurate with their credentials.” 

The mixed sale saw much more spirit¬ 
ed bidding, with broodmares leading the 
sale. The top price was paid by C.S. 
McClelland of Newark, Del., who spent 
$10,500 for Morn Again, a young daugh¬ 
ter of Sun Again and Morning. The 
7-year-old mare produced a foal in 1959, 
but had been barren since, although 
Finney suggested “that at least a part of 
her trouble lay in the fact that she had 
been bred to *Tomy Lee for the past two 
seasons.” 

Morn Again conceived in 1962 to ''^Amerigo, 
and the next spring delivered the chestnut filly 
Politely. Bred and owned by Mrs. Richard C. 
duPont, Politely went on to win 21 of her 49 
starts, 13 in stakes; she placed in eight addi¬ 
tional stakes and earned $552,972. The two-time 
Maryland-bred Horse of the Year produced stakes 
winners Salutelg and Northerly.

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Huntsman Geoff Hyde: 
Icon strengthened by 
the pony that threw him

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If Geoff Hyde were to 
pinpoint a moment when he 
glimpsed his future, he might 
pick his first foxhunt. He was 
12, hunting with the Bellwood 
Hunt, a Chester County, Penn¬ 
sylvania, pack notorious for 
its speed. That speed, Hyde 
says now, got him "hooked." 

Odd, perhaps, given the 
circumstances of that first day. 

Hyde's pony Dairy King 
stumbled on rocky, hilly 
ground-offing his rider. Keen 
on the hunt, several riders 
galloped past before a nice 
older hunter stopped to help. 
Hyde remounted and sped 
oh behind the pack. From that 
point, there was no looking 
back. 

For 33 years, Hyde has 
pursued his passion for hunt¬ 
ing professionally. He recently 
started his 23rd year as hunts¬ 
man for the Elkridge-Harford 
Hounds, a job he considers 
the best in a long career that 
began when he was 19 and in¬ 
cludes three years whipping- 
in for the Pickering Hunt, six 
years with the Green Spring 
Valley Hounds and two years 
with Mr. Stewart's Cheshire 
Foxhounds. 

For Hyde, 53, hunting is 
the most upbeat part of his 


job, especially the August- 
October cubbing season. His 
alarm sings at 4:30 a.m. for 
the 6 a.m. hunt. During these 
early months, he trains the 


hounds to hunt fox and ignore 
deer among other lessons. He 
hunts four days a week with 
the Elkridge-Harford pack 
and rides every day. On a

typical hunting day, his field 
consists of 15 to 20 riders, with 
upwards of 100 on a big day. 

His enjoyment affects those 
who hunt with him and helps 
distinguish him as a hunts¬ 
man. On hunting with Hyde 
the past 10 years, Kerry Smyth 
exclaimed, '"Oh boy! I am 
spoiled rotten." 

Liz McKnight, a master 
at Elkridge-Harford, agreed 
that Hyde "makes our hunt as 
good as it is. He is an extreme¬ 
ly dedicated and passionate 
huntsman." 

Maryanna Skowronski, 
who has volunteered with 
Hyde for more than 20 years 
and has served as an honor¬ 
ary whipper-in the past 10, 
singled out Hyde's dedication 
to the job. 

"It's not all whip-cracking 
glamour," she said. "He has 
never missed a day of hunt¬ 
ing, even when he was sick. 
He is so dedicated to his job; 


he doesn't want to disappoint 
anyone." 

Last year, Hyde did take a 
day off-with a broken rib. 

As for his favorite hunter, 
Hyde said, "I've had a lot of 
good ones and a lot of not so 
good ones." One particular 
hunter he remembers riding is 
Big Bob, an 18-hand horse his 
wife Lani found and helped 
train. Big Bob, Hyde recalled, 
"could jump anything." 

Like many in the Mid-At¬ 
lantic foxhunting fields, Hyde 
got a taste of race riding at area 
point-to-points going back to 
the early 1980s. One special 
hunter, Mondawmin, helped 
Hyde experience Maryland 
timber racing at its best with 
two starts in the Edward S. 
Voss Memorial open timber at 
the Elkridge-Harford Point- 
to-Point. They were sixth in 
1999 and 2000, racing along¬ 
side such stalwarts as Welter 


Weight, Swayo, Florida Law 
and others. 

Like that early foxhunting 
trip, the experiences planted 
the seed. 

"For a while," Hyde said, 
"all I wanted to do was ride 
over timber." 

He ultimately chose to be a 
huntsman, which did not pre¬ 
vent him from riding talented 
Thoroughbreds in the hunt 
field and on weekends as an 
outrider at steeplechase meets 
and point-to-points. 

Back in 1984, he experi¬ 
enced a thrill beyond that of 
even steeplechase jockeys-as 
an outrider at the Maryland 
Hunt Cup. Tong, the 1982 race 
winner, fell at the fifth fence 
with owner/trainer/jockey 
Turney McKnight. 

On his hands and knees, 
likely swearing the ground, 
McKnight did not give Tong 
much thought when the 
horse galloped off toward the 
woods. That soon changed: 
When he returned to the pad- 
dock, McKnight was thrown 
into a car and told that Tong 
was galloping down 1-83, 
chased by police. 

"I thought I would never 
see Tong alive again," Mc¬ 
Knight said. 

At that moment, another 
phenomenon was in motion. 
Hyde galloped down Sha- 
wan Road to the highway on 
his hunter in pursuit of Tong 
who, notorious for heading 
home, was charging south 
down the middle of the ex¬ 
pressway-toward Baltimore. 
Hyde somehow cornered the 
horse by a thorn bush and 
caught him. 

"If you made it up," Hyde 
said, "no one would believe 
you." 

Tong eventually healed 
and went on to capture the 
1986 Hunt Cup with Liz Mc¬ 
Knight on board. "Forever after," 
Turney McKnight said, "Geoff 
Hyde has been my hero." 

Legendary events aside, 
Hyde says one of the most 
gratifying and fascinating as¬ 
pects of a huntsman's job is 
creating his pack of hounds. 
Having inherited a strong 
pack when he took over at 
Elkridge-Harford, Hyde pre¬ 
served many of the existing 


bloodlines as he added new 
ones, because a huntsman is 
"always trying to improve the 
pack. It is never stagnant." 

Under Hyde's steward¬ 
ship, the pack has shown and 
won classes at the Canadian 
Hound Show and the Mid¬ 
American Hound Show. 

Hyde especially remem¬ 
bers Fairfax, a hound distin¬ 
guished by championship 
honors at the Virginia Hound 
Show, Bryn Mawr Hound 
Show and Maryland Puppy 
Show. 

"He is an excellent handler 
of hounds; he is hard to beat," 
Skowronski said of Hyde. 
"But the blue ribbon doesn't 
matter." 

It is a gift he has passed on 
to his 11-year-old daughter. 
Darby. Hyde speaks proudly 
of her interest in hounds, a 
spark that took when she was 
4. In addition, she helps whip 
in and exercise the hounds 
with her dad. 

Hyde cherishes times 
like those with his wife and 
daughter, and the simple day- 
to-day blessings of his job. 
One special moment came on 
the last day of the past hunt 
season. Hyde had invited visi¬ 
tors from Green Spring, his 
former hunt club, to join in a 
hunt with Elkridge-Harford's 
bitch pack. That morning, 
Hyde watched as, without 
prompting or correction, the 
pack took off across a nice line 
"screaming" down Old York 
Road and through St. James 
Woods with "cries so intense" 
and "changes of pitch un¬ 
aided by me." They covered 
much ground that morning 
and backed the huntsman's 
relentless pursuit-to become 
better every season. 

Hyde carries this to his 
own training, continuing to 
take riding lessons so that 
he can sharpen his skills and 
suppress bad habits. Like his 
hounds, he feels a true hunts¬ 
man "never stops learning." 

And he stresses that that 
education should start early. 
Still mindful of the lessons 
of his childhood hunt expe¬ 
rience, Hyde said, a key to 
hunting success is "giving 
young people the speed. . . 
and letting them go." ^

of Love got her 11th victory 
from 23 lifetime starts with a 
smart score in the $60,000 Ja¬ 
meela Stakes, the co-feature 
on Laurel Park's fall meet 
opening Saturday card on 
September 10. 

Ridden by Ricardo Chi- 
appe for trainer Tom lannotti, 
the Delaware Park-based 
filly broke in mid-pack, raced 
fourth down the backstretch, 
split horses through the turn 
and spurted away with au¬ 
thority. She won by a dimin¬ 
ishing three-quarters of a 
length as post time favorite, 
and defending champion Fas¬ 
cinatin' Rhythm closed quick¬ 
ly to finish second. 

Comet of Love, a 4-year- 
old daughter of Not For Love, 
covered the six furlongs in 
1:10.86 and paid $8.40 as the 
third choice in the field of 
eight Maryland-bred fillies 
and mares. Profit finished 
another length back in third, 
followed by Lion in the Sun, 
Fools in Love, Baltimore Belle, 
Serenadia and Devilish Blues. 

It was the first stakes vic¬ 
tory for Comet of Love, Chi- 
appe and lannotti. 

"She's been a tremendous 
surprise," said lannotti, a for¬ 
mer assistant to Tony Dutrow. 
"She came to us with such 
humble expectations. She's 


just cleared every single hur¬ 
dle we've put in front of her. 
Ricky [Chiappe] has done 
fantastic with her. He's the 
only guy who's ever ridden 
her for us." 

Comet of Love is six-of- 
nine this year and has yet to 
finish off the board while rac¬ 
ing primarily in starter and 
allowance company. Once 
a regular competitor at the 
$5,000 claiming level earlier 
in her career, she also has five 
seconds and a third in her ca¬ 
reer, and earnings of $216,555. 

Bred by her owner, Stu¬ 
art Grant's Delaware-based 
The Elkstone Group, Comet 
of Love is the second foal out 
of Amber Comet, a stakes- 
placed daughter of Maryland 
sire Amerrico's Bullet. Heath¬ 
er, a 3-year-old full sister to 
Comet of Love, was stakes- 
placed twice this past win¬ 
ter at Laurel when second in 
the Marshua and third in the 
Wide Country Stakes. With 
a record of 4-2-1-1, Heather 
has earnings of $73,500. Am¬ 
ber Comet has an unraced 
2-year-old son of Not For 
Love named The Camden 
Comet and produced a filly 
by Kodiak Kowboy this past 
February. 














Julia Colhoun receives 
S. Bryce Wing trophy 


T he Maryland Hunt Cup 
Association announced that 
it has presented the S. Bryce 
Wing silver trophy in 2011 
to Julia Fisher Colhoun for 
outstanding contributions to 
Maryland timber racing. 

Colhoun, whose family 
has deep ties to the Hunt Cup, 
won this year's race with a 
dominating performance by 
Private Attack. Trained by Ali¬ 
cia Murphy, the 12-year-old 
took America's oldest stee¬ 
plechase by 60 lengths after 
seven of his nine challengers 
failed to finish. 

Colhoun's father, Janon 
Fisher Jr., was the legendary 
trainer of Hunt Cup titans 
Blockade and Mountain Dew, 
each a three-time winner. 

"Based on her family's 
success and her competitive 
nature, it is natural that Julie 



always dreamed of having a 
Maryland Hunt Cup horse of 
her own," said race secretary 
Sherlock Gillet. "Anyone who 
wants an example of the dif¬ 
ficulty in making a Hunt Cup 
winner need only review the 
career of Private Attack. Hap¬ 


pily, 27 starts and seven years 
after his 2003 beginning. Pri¬ 
vate Attack was entered in 
his fourth Maryland Hunt 
Cup where his connections 
enjoyed a trip to the Red [win¬ 
ners'] Wagon. The end of a 
long Fisher dry spell."

g As an adult, Julie, with 
® husband Dan and her chil¬ 
dren, especially son Danny, 
have campaigned a number 
of runners over timber in the 
Sportsmans Hall silks. 

The Colhouns have been 
active in polo - for two years, 
Dan had used Private Attack 
as a polo pony after buying 


the emaciated horse cheaply 
and restoring his health. 

They also were the first to 
place their farm in the Mary¬ 
land Land Preservation Foun¬ 
dation more than 30 years 
ago. "In keeping to her Fisher 
roots, Julie has lived a life of 
service to Maryland farms, 
Maryland families and Mary¬ 
land traditions," Gillet said. 

The Bryce Wing Award is 
not given annually; rather, 
when the award committee 
deems it justified.

Bryce Wing was a member 
of the Maryland Hunt Cup 
Association from 1939 until 
1975, when he died at age 85.

Cracked Claw 
to close 


The Cracked Claw res¬ 
taurant, Maryland's oldest 
and most productive off-track 
betting facility, was to cease 
operations amid chronic fi¬ 
nancial losses, its owners an¬ 
nounced on September 6. The 
closing leaves the state with 
three OTB sites. 

Owners John (Pappy) 
Poole and wife Barbara (B.J.) 
Poole decided to close the 
Frederick County restaurant 
on October 9 with plans to 
sell the property to a devel¬ 
oper they did not identify. 



Ask the Moon 
answers again in 
Grade 1 Personal 
Ensign Stakes 

Ask the Moon notched her 
second Grade 1 victory of the 
Saratoga meet when lead¬ 
ing from start to finish in the 
$300,000 Personal Ensign In¬ 
vitational Stakes on Septem¬ 
ber 3. 

The 6-year-old daughter 
of Malibu Moon, trained by 


The Pooles had relocated the 
Cracked Claw from German¬ 
town to the site of the old Pe¬ 
ter Pan Restaurant in Urbana 
in 1989 and introduced off¬ 
track wagering in 1993. 

Its wagers having to¬ 
taled $80 million in 1995, 
the Cracked Claw handled 
just $19.6 million last year, a 
decline of 75.5 percent over 
those 15 years, according 
to Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission figures. Despite 
the marked downturn, the 
Cracked Claw accounted for 


Marty Wolfson, went off as 
the 9-5 favorite in the field of 
six, and under jockey Javier 
Castellano galloped through 
an opening quarter-mile in 
a quick :23.43 and a half in 
:47.37 before repelling her 
lone challenger, Pachattack, 
and sailing to victory by two 
and three-quarters lengths.

"Dis¬ 
tance was definitely a worry, 
but she's all heart down the 
lane," said Heather Irion, 
Wolfson's assistant, who sad¬ 


51 percent of the state's $38 
million OTB handle in 2010.

They 
said the unnamed developer 
began making inquiries on the 
two and a half-acre property 
in 2008 and plans to raze the 
building. Neither terms of the 
sale nor development plans 
were disclosed. 

The Cracked Claw re¬ 
ceived 4.25 percent of its pari¬ 


dled Ask the Moon. "She is all 
class, this horse." 

Claimed by Farnsworth 
Stables for $75,000 on June 
15 at Belmont Park, Ask the 
Moon drifted out toward 
the center of the track at the 
three-sixteenths pole but nev¬ 
er was threatened. 

"She obviously loves this 
track," Irion said.

We never dreamed 
she would do this when we 
claimed her. Marty loved her. 
He told me when he sent her 
over, 'This filly is really spe¬ 
cial to me.'

She improved 
a lot, she's a nice filly, she's 


mutuel handle but netted only

Bred in the name of Charles 
and Cynthia McGinnes and 
Country Life Farm, Ask the 
Moon was foaled at Thorn- 
mar in Chestertown and ini¬ 
tially sold by the McGinneses 
for $45,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall year¬ 
ling. She was later sold as a 
2-year-old for $125,000 at the 
Ocala Breeders' Sales Compa¬ 
ny's March Selected sale. 

Said Wolfson about Ask 
the Moon's recent wins: "I'm 
pleased but not surprised. 
I've been very high on this 
[mare]." 

Wolfson, who watched the 
race from his base at Calder 
Race Course, noted that Ask 
the Moon's ultimate goal is 
the Breeders' Cup, then she 
will be sold at Keeneland's 
November Breeding Stock 
Sale. 

"That's been the plan all 
along," Wolfson said. 

Ben's Cat springs to 
first graded score in 
Turf Monster-G3 

King T. Leatherbury's 
Ben's Cat, the Maryland-bred 
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champion sprinter and turf 
runner of 2010, has become a 
monster in 2011. With regu¬ 
lar rider Jeremy Rose aboard, 
the dark bay produced a sen¬ 
sational patented rally down 
the stretch to nail Perfect Of¬ 
ficer, Chamberlain Bridge and 
Streakin' Mohican at the wire 
in the Grade 3, $350,000 Turf 
Monster Stakes on Labor Day, 
September 5, at Parx Rac¬ 
ing. Ben's Cat's momentum 
gave him the victory by a half 
length as he got five furlongs 
over a firm turf in :57.30. Sent 
off as the 4.30-1 second-choice 
in the field of 11, Ben's Cat 
paid $10.60 to win. 

The victory in the Turf 
Monster, a Breeders' Cup 
Challenge Win and You're 
In event, ensured Ben's Cat a 
fees-paid spot in the Breeders' 
Cup Turf Sprint-G2 on No¬ 
vember 5 at Churchill Downs. 
(Win and You're In horses re¬ 
ceive an automatic starting 
position in the correspond¬ 
ing Championship race; pre¬ 
entry and entry fees paid; a 
travel allowance of $10,000 
for North American runners 
when they start in the Breed¬ 
ers' Cup World Champion¬ 
ships; and a nominator award 
of $10,000 to the person nomi¬ 
nating the foal or race horse.) 
But with Ben's Cat not being 
Breeders' Cup nominated, 
Leatherbury said, "I'm not 
going to bet $100,000 on my 
horse for that race [the cost of 
the nomination]. It's a lot of 
money-he'd have to come in 
third or better to make it pay. 
But if someone else wants 
to go partners with me and 
make him Breeders' Cup eli¬ 
gible, then I'd go." 

It was the second consecu¬ 
tive stakes score, and fourth 
of the year from eight starts, 
for Ben's Cat. The 5-year-oId 
gelded son of Parker's Storm 
Cat captured Penn National's 
$200,000 Pennsylvania Gover¬ 
nor's Cup in his previous out¬ 


ing on July 30. The $210,000 
winner's share of the Turf 
Monster purse boosted Ben's 
Cat earnings to $676,230 and 
was his 12th win in 17 starts. 

Chamberlain Bridge, win¬ 
ner of the Turf Monster the 
last two years and the defend¬ 
ing Breeders' Cup Turf Sprint 
champion, was a neck behind 
Perfect Officer in third. 

Ben's Cat and his dam, 
the stakes-placed Thirty 
Eight Paces mare Twofox, 
were both bred by Leather¬ 
bury. Twofox is a full or half- 
sister to two Maryland-bred 
champions, multiple graded 
stakes winner Thirty Eight 
Go Go, an earner of $871,229, 
and graded stakes winner 
Notches Trace. Another full 
sister, Endette, is the dam of 
Maryland-bred champion 
and $918,874-earner Ah Day 
and Maryland Million Classic 
winner Due. 

Barren for 2011, Twofox is 
currently in foal to Street Ma¬ 
gician. Ben's Cat is her first 
stakes performer. 

Calder's Dolly 
Jo Stakes goes 
to Bessie M 

Platinum Esquestian Cor¬ 
poration's Bessie M has put 
together a solid 3-year-oId 
campaign, but remedied the 
one thing lacking when re¬ 
cording her first career stakes 
victory on September 24 in 
the $55,000 Dolly Jo Stakes at 
Calder Race Course. Under 
Daniel Centeno, Bessie M ral¬ 
lied through the stretch in the 
six-furlong stakes to catch 
speedy frontrunner Afleet 
Lass and draw off to win by 
two and a quarter lengths. 
Her final time was 1:10.81. 

It was the ninth start of the 
year for the daughter of Med¬ 
allist, who hails from the barn 
of Calder's leading trainer 
Antonio Sano, and the bay 
filly's fourth win, to go with 
two seconds and three thirds 
in her sophomore season. Bes¬ 
sie M, who just missed when 
beaten a head two starts back 
in the Leave Me Alone Stakes 
at Calder on June 11, has 
earned $105,624 for the year; 
her lifetime mark is 13-5-3-3 
and $126,604. 


Sano claimed Bessie M for 
$25,000 from owner William 
Harris and trainer A. Ferris 
Allen at Gulfstream Park in 
her 3-year-old debut on Janu¬ 
ary 22. The filly, a maiden 
winner (in a dead heat) at 
Monmouth Park in August 
2010, was bred by Charles 
and Cynthia McGinnes at 
their Thornmar farm in Ches- 
tertown. 

Bessie M is the third foal 
out of the $lll,226-earner 
Catalita, by Mountain Cat. 
The McGinneses purchased 
Catalita for $25,000 at the 
Adena Springs Broodmare 
sale in November 2005 while 
in foal to Macho Uno. Bessie 
M was sold by her breeders 
for $5,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall Year¬ 
ling sale to Sarah Barker. 
The filly reappeared at Fa¬ 
sig-Tipton Midiantic's May 
2-year-olds in training sale in 
the consignment of agent Bill 
Reightler, where Harris pur¬ 
chased her for $35,000. 



Eighttofasttocatch 
happy for return 
to Laurel Park 

Sylvia E. Heft's Eightto¬ 
fasttocatch, the third stakes 
winner for leading Maryland 
sire Not For Love in less than 
two hours on September 10, 
exploded by the pacesetters 
and won as his rider pleased 
in the Japan Racing Asso¬ 
ciation Stakes for 3-year-olds 
and up at Laurel Park. 

The $75,000 race, which 
included a $25,000 Maryland 
Fund bonus for registered 
Maryland-bred runners, was 
originally scheduled for a 
mile and a sixteenth on the 
turf but was switched to one 
mile on the main track after 
a week of rain. With regular 
rider Sheldon Russell attend¬ 
ing a wedding in the United 
Kingdom, Malcolm Franklin 


piloted the 5-year-old chest¬ 
nut gelding for trainer Tim 
Keefe. 

Eighttofasttocatch, who 
got his sixth win from 18 ca¬ 
reer starts around the Laurel 
oval, raced comfortably in 
third for most of the trip be¬ 
fore easing out at the top of 
the lane, accelerating to the 
lead and galloping away. 

"I'd describe it as explo¬ 
sive," said Franklin. "He was 
rating nice behind a horse. 
Once I found some room he 
kicked on and gave a nice 
turn of foot." 

Sent off as the third-choice 
in the field of seven, Eight¬ 
tofasttocatch completed the 
distance in 1:35.43, one sec¬ 
ond off the track record, and 
paid $9 to win. He finished 
four and a half lengths in 
front of Nacho Friend, with 
Maryland-bred Indian Dance 
another three-quarters of a 
length back in third. 

Eighttofasttocatch fol¬ 
lowed Not Abroad (in the 
DTHA Governors Day Stakes 
at Delaware Park) and Comet 
of Love (the Jameela Stakes 
at Laurel) as Not For Love's 
stakes winners on the day. 

"We knew the horse was 
coming into the race well," 
g Keefe said. "We gauge the 
y Maryland Million so we have 
§ carefully plotted his races. 
It didn't matter that the race 
came off the turf. He likes the 
slop or a fast track. The only 
question I had was our rider. 
Malcolm is a very good rider, 
but he has never been on the 
horse. I tried not to give him 
too many instructions but 
told him what Sheldon and 
our plan has always been, 
which is to rate. He did a nice 
job." 

Eighttofasttocatch was 
bred by David and JoAnn 
Hayden's Dark Hollow Farm 
and Graham Motion's Her- 
ringswell Stable. He is the 
11th foal from the prolific 
producer Too Fast to Catch. 
Herself a stakes-placed earner 
of $109,180, Too Fast to Catch 
has been represented by 11 
winners from 13 starters, in¬ 
cluding one other stakes per¬ 
former-the 1995 Two Punch 
gelding Storm Punch, who 
won the Primer Stakes and 











was four times stakes-placed, 
including a third in the Frank 
J. De Francis Memorial Dash- 
Gl. 

Sold for $47,000 at the 2007 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic East¬ 
ern Fall Yearling sale, Eight- 
tofasttocatch recorded his 
first added-money victory 
when taking Laurel's closing 
day feature this past March, 
the $75,000 Harrison E. John¬ 
son Memorial Stakes. He has 
seven wins, four seconds and 
four thirds from 27 starts, for 
earnings of $253,190. 



Not Abroad finds 
stakes success 
at Delaware 

Timothy Cunningham's 
Not Abroad, the Maryland- 
bred champion 3-year-old of 
2010, recorded his first career 
stakes victory in the $84,000 
DTHA Governors Day Stakes 
at Delaware Park on Septem¬ 
ber 10. The son of Not For 
Love drew off under Nick 
Petro to win by five and a half 
lengths over 3-5 favorite El- 
daafer, winner of last year's 
Breeders' Cup Marathon-G3. 

Not Abroad returned $8.20 
as the third choice in the field 
of five and covered the mile 
and 70 yards in 1:40.27 over 


a fast main track, one second 
off the track record. Trained 
by Michael Petro, Not Abroad 
increased his lifetime record 
to five wins from 24 starts for 
earnings of $344,650. 

Ten times Not Abroad has 
finished second in his career, 
just missing on numerous 
occasions for his first stakes 
win. In his stakes debut at 2, 
he was game to the wire but 
missed by a half length in the 
Maryland Juvenile Champi¬ 
onship Stakes. Last year he 
was runnerup in the Grade 3 
Discovery Handicap and Bar- 
baro Stakes for 3-year-olds, 
and proved tough against 
older runners when second 
to Regal Solo in the Mary¬ 
land Million Classic and to 
Win Willy in the Brandywine 
Stakes. In his eight starts this 
year. Not Abroad also has 
thirds in the Elkwood Stakes 
at Monmouth Park and Jo¬ 
seph French Memorial Stakes 
at Delaware. 

Purchased by Cunning¬ 
ham for $25,000 at the 2008 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic East¬ 
ern Fall Yearling sale. Not 
Abroad is out of Timely 
Broad, by Broad Brush, a 
mare Cunningham cam¬ 
paigned to win or place in 
nine stakes in the 1990s. Win¬ 
ner of the Sabin Handicap-G3, 
and an earner of $342,351, 
Timely Broad was sold by 
Cunningham at the 1999 
Keeneland November sale, 
where Overbrook Farm pur¬ 
chased her for $450,000. 

Timely Broad has five ear¬ 
lier foals, by the likes of Storm 


Cat, Seeking the Gold and 
Aldebaran, but Not Abroad 
is her first stakes performer. 
Tom and Chris Bowman and 
Milton Higgins purchased 
Timely Broad at the 2004 
Keeneland November sale, 
when in foal to Aldebaran, for 
$170,000.

Brushed 
by Love, who captured a 
maiden special weight at 
Delaware Park in June, were 
bred by Bowman and Higgins 
Stable, Thomas Sutton and

Reilly Handicap, which Dabnabit won by nearly two 
lengths over Gunfighter, who was a length and a half 
better than Hop Skip and Away on May 28. 

By Intidab out of the Roman Reasoning mare 
Signa, Dabnabit returned to finish fourth in the New 
Jersey Breeders Handicap on September 17. He has 
career earnings of $275,611. 



Karmageddon rages in Jersey Girl 



H eadless Horsemen Racing Stable’s 

homebred Karmageddon usually runs in 
six-furlong stakes at Monmouth Park, 
but her connections decided to stretch her out this 
year-with good results. At a mile and a sixteenth, 
Karmageddon cruised to victory in the $60,000 Jersey 
Girl Handicap on September 17 at Monmouth. 

The 4-year-old filly, by Wildcat Heir out of the 
Kissin Kris mare Kismet, overcame an early stumble 
and was fourth until the far turn, where jockey Angel 
Serpa advanced her inside. Karmageddon burst 
away from her foes and reached the wire nearly three 
lengths before Little Stitch, who nosed out high- 
weighted Emily Allstar for second. 

“As soon as the gates opened, she stumbled a little 
bit,” Serpa said. “After that, I just took a hold and sat 
patiently with her. I waited on the fence the whole 
way, and when the rail opened up turning for home, 
we just shot through.” 

Trained by Doug Nunn, Karmageddon collected 
her fifth career victory. She’s earned $278,226. 






















Voodoo Charm beguiling in NJ Breeders Handicap 


P ot Gold Stable^s homebred Voodoo Charm 
was impressive as he captured the $60,000 
New Jersey Breeders Handicap on September 
17 at Monmouth Park, his fourth win from five 
starts this year. 

Voodoo Charm tracked in fourth place, more 
than six lengths behind the early pace set by 
Dabnabit, Unwritten and Arctic Air. The lone 
3-year-old in the six-horse field, Voodoo Charm 
moved up on the turn and rallied four wide to catch 
Arctic Air in the final 70 yards, moving on to win by 
three-quarters of a length in the six-furlong time of 
1:10.71. A rallying Hop Skip and Away was third. 

Trained by Gregg Sacco, Voodoo Charm broke 
his maiden by eight lengths on May 14 and won two 
of his next three races before taking the New Jersey 
Breeders Handicap as the 6-5 favorite. 

“I thought heM be closer to the early pace,” said 
jockey Chris DeCarlo. ^When they kicked away from 
us early, I just let him relax. I started to ask him 
midway through the far turn, and he began to pick 
it up. At the eighth pole, I thought I would get to the 
leader [Arctic Air], and he did.” 

A son of Devil His Due and Carly Pooh (by Beau 
Genius), Voodoo Charm has earned $ 144,700.

Evans named 
TOBA 
Breeder of 
the Year 

F or the second consecu¬ 
tive year, Edvcard P. (Ned) 
Evans has been honored as the 
national breeder of the year by 
the Thoroughbred Breeders and 
Owners Association. This 2010 
award comes posthumously for 
Evans, who died late last year. 

In 2010, Evans raced four grad¬ 
ed stakes-winning homebreds, 
including Quality Road, who 
set another track record in a very 
impressive Donn Handicap-Gl 
victory at Gulfstream Park. The 
son of Elusive Quality won two 
other Grade Is, the Metropolitan 
Handicap and Woodward Stakes. 

In addition. Quality Road 
won the 2010 M. Tyson Gilpin 
Virginia-bred Horse of the Year 
Award for the second year in a 
row. 

Evans’s 2010 stable also 
included Grade 1 stakes winner 
Malibu Prayer and Grade 2 stakes 
winners A Little Warm and Dixie 
City. Malibu Prayer (older female) 
and A Little Warm (3-year-old) 
were awarded year-end Virginia- 
bred championships. 

Spring Hill Farm manager 
Chris Baker accepted the honor 
for Evans, who also was recog¬ 
nized as the Virginia Breeder of 
the Year for the ninth time in the 
past 11 years. 

“I’d like to give special thanks 
to the outstanding staff at the 
farm and to everyone who con¬ 
tributed to the success,” Baker 
said. “To win for a second year 
in a row is an outstanding testa¬ 
ment to Mr. Evans’s prowess as a 
breeder.” 


Evans, who died of acute 
myeloid leukemia on December 
31, 2010, began operating Spring 
Hill in 1969, expanded it to 2,700 
acres and produced more than 
100 stakes winners. In an historic 
dispersal. Spring Hill’s breeding 
and racing stock is being auc¬ 
tioned at Keeneland (see yearling 
sale highlights at right). 

Va-bred 
Victor’s Cry 
retired 

G rade 1 winner Victor’s Cry, 
by Street Cry (Ire) out of 
the graded stakes-placed Short 
Time (by Clever Trick), was 
retired after a third-place finish in 
the Shoemaker Mde-Gl on July 
2 at Hollywood Park.Victor’s Cry 
had won the Shoemaker in 2010. 

Bred by R. Larry Johnson, 
Victor’s Cry also won the Grade 
2 Citation Handicap and was 
second in the Grade 1 Eddie 
Read Stakes. The 6-year-old 
Virginia-bred, a $150,000 Fasig- 
Tipton Kentucky July yearling 
purchase in 2006, finished with a 
record of 24-6-3-4 and earnings 
of $762,021.

T he star of the Edward P. Evans 
dispersal at the Keeneland 
September Yearling Sale was the 
fuU brother to multiple Grade 1 
stakes winner and track record- 
setter Quality Road. The Elusive 
Quality colt brought $650,000 
from owner Rick Porter, whose 
Fox HiQ Farm races the out¬ 
standing 4-year-old filly Havre 
de Grace. 

Quality Road’s brother even¬ 
tually topped the 50 Evans-bred 
yearlings offered at the Lexington, 


Ky, venue. The March foal is out 
of the Strawberry Road (Aus) 
mare Kobla, a full sister to cham¬ 
pion 3-year-old filly Ajina. Porter 
told various news agencies that 
the colt fit into his program of 
buying two-turn horses with the 
pedigree to compete in presti¬ 
gious races at age 3.

For Colonial Downs, a new 
spin on fall wagering

F ollowing a moderately suc¬ 
cessful Thoroughbred race 
season, Colonial Downs opened 
its fall harness meet with high 
hopes for continuing the sum¬ 
mers increases in attendance and 
pari-mutuel handle. 

Harking back to harness rac¬ 
ings roots on the September 
17 opening weekend, the track 
hosted the New Kent County 
Fair. The ground floor grandstand 
and the homestretch green were 
given over to exhibits, crafts, food 
and a live band. For entertain¬ 
ment, fair-goers milked cows and 
changed tires on a mock-up stock 
car and engaged in other compe¬ 
titions. Advocacy booths ranged 
from that of the Chickahominy 
Hunting Dog Alliance to those 
of local political candidates of 
all stripes, with a fair measure of 
spirituality and home remedies in 
between. 

On Sunday, the afternoon race 
card mixed flat, steeplechase and 
harness racing. The first race, a 
mile and a half flat contest for 
Thoroughbreds on Colonials 
huge turf course, went to mul¬ 
tiple stakes winner Researcher, a 
Virginia-bred owned by Kinross 
Farm and trained by Neil Morris. 

The next turf race, also for 
Thoroughbreds, was a two and a 
quarter-mile steeplechase over 10 
hurdles. Debra KacheFs Lake 
Placid, trained by Ricky Hendriks, 
was the winner. The card then 
shifted to the main track for 
Standardbred racing. 

Colonials main track prob¬ 
ably is the last in the country 
that accommodates both Thor¬ 
oughbred and Standardbred rac¬ 
ing. After the summer flat meet, 
hundreds of tons of the sand and 
clay cushion are scraped from the 


surface, exposing the stone-dust 
base on which the harness horses 
race. Come spring, the cushion, 
stored on the backside, is reap¬ 
plied before the Thoroughbred 
meet. 

The fall opening weekend 
also featured a new grandstand 
wagering area devoted to video 
games with a betting twist. In one 
of the simulcast areas. Colonial 
installed 30 touch-screen video 
game machines. Games include 
a slots-like spin wheel and poker. 
On the wall are the tradition¬ 
al simulcast screens with races 
broadcast from across the country. 

By making a $10 trifecta 
wager at designated flat and har¬ 
ness tracks-on opening Sunday, 
Parx Racing was the selected 
track-a patron is given a plas¬ 
tic card with 1,000 points on 
it. Swiping the card in one of 
the video-game machines then 
entitles the bettor to play the 
video games, with the possibility 
of winning a $10,000 prize or 
accumulating points that can be 
cashed in at a penny a point. 

A player who uses up 1,000 
points without winning can make 
another $10 trifecta wager, there¬ 
by adding 1,000 points to his or 
her card. The card does not expire 
and may be used at subsequent 
visits to the track. 

The business plan for track 
management and the horsemen 
is quite simple. Increased handle 
by promoting trifecta simulcast 
wagering at certain tracks, which 
would normally not occur, results 
in more revenue for Colonial and 
the horsemens purse account. 
That is achievable because the 
commission, or takeout, on tri¬ 
fecta wagers at certain tracks, 
like Parx, is a relatively high 30 


percent. The takeout on win/ 
place/show wagering at most 
tracks (including Colonial) is 
around 18 percent, and usually in 
the 20 percent range for “exot¬ 
ics” like exactas, trifectas and 
pick-four wagering. The differ¬ 
ence between a 30 percent tri¬ 
fecta takeout at certain tracks 
and lower takeouts on wagers at 
other tracks makes it feasible to 
pay video-game winners with¬ 


out hitting too hard the tracks 
pocketbook. And, of course, if the 
bettor hits the trifecta funding his 
video-game playing, so much the 
better. When it comes to revenue, 
churn is the name of the game in 
pari-mutuel wagering. 

If the video games prove 
popular. Colonial will keep the 
grandstand simulcast area open 
year-round instead of closing it 
when the track has no live racing.

A trainer in 
the Mid-Atlantic region for more 
than a decade, Reightler also 
had a career at Spendthrift Farm 
in Lexington, Ky., working in its 
broodmare and stud divisions. 

Upon his return to Maryland, he 
helped manage Ross Valley Farms 
and handled such champion 
broodmares as Heavenly Cause 
and Smart Angle.
